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Man Chokes In 
Police Cell, Dies

A 20-year-oId Dawe.s ave. man died 
New Year’s day after choking on his own 
vomit in a Winchester Police Station jail 
cell. 

Despite life-saving efforts by police of¬ 
ficers, the Fire Dept, ambulance crew and 
the Winchester Hospital emergency room 
team, Vincent J. Marquardo was pro¬ 
nounced dead at 2:26 a.m., a half-hour 
after he was found lying comatose on the 
floor of the jail cell. 

Marquardo’s father. John Marquardo, 
told a Boston Globe reporter he believed 
the police were guilty of negligence in the 
death of his son. 

"The bottom line is he got arrested and 
he died in their hands," he said. "He didn’t 
do anything wrong. They murdered my 
son, that’s all." 

However, Police Chief John McHugh 
said that a police officer checked Mar¬ 
quardo regularly to make sure he was 
alright, adding that the officer looked in 
on Marquardo about 45 minutes before he 
was found comatose. 

While the Winchester Police Station is 
not equipped to monitor prisoners, police 
regularly check prisoners in line with a 
policy set in 1977, after a Winchester youth 
hung himself while in custody. 

"We’re sensitive to the problem of 
prisoners’ safety — that’s why we in¬ 
stituted the system of prisoner checks," 
said Chief John McHugh. "If we have an 
idea a kid is despondent, in many cases 
we have a man sit right outside the cell." 

But Marquardo was not threatening to 
take his life, continued McHugh, so police 
si.nply followed the procedure of making 
regular checks, every 45 minutes. 

That’s the Ix'St the police can do with 
the facilities at the station which is "ar¬ 
chaic and difficult to supervise," accord¬ 
ing to McHugh. More modern police 


stations often have television cameras 
monitoring the cells, he added, and the 
plans for renovating the Winchester sta¬ 
tion call for a audio system to be install¬ 
ed so police can hear what happens in the 
cells. 

In making the check at 1:50 a.m., 
Police Sgl. Charles T. Culhane noticed 
Marquardo, who had been sleeping on the 
floor of the cell, was not breathing and his 
pulse was weak. Culhane, according to his 
report, "yelled to the dispatcher to call the 
ambulance and police assistance." 

Culhane cleared out Marquardo’s 
mouth and began to administer CPR, aid- 
t*d by Police Officers Barry Donaghey and 
James Gallant. 

CPR efforts continued while EMTs Ed 
Smith and Stephen Fisher transported 
Marquardo to Winchester Hospital, and in 
the emergency room under the direction 
of Dr. Lascalzo. But it was to no avail, and 
Lascalzo pronounced Marquardo dead at 
2:26. 

The Dawes ave. man had been ar¬ 
rested five hours earlier, when Donaghey 
and Officer Jonathan Dean saw a 1974 
Plmouth make a right turn from Skillings 
rd. onto Main st. without stopping for the 
red light. 

The two officers followed the car into 
the White Hen Pantry parking lot, and 
asked the driver, Marquardo, for iden¬ 
tification. 

After noticing Marquardo fumbling 
through his wallet, and seeing his eyes 
were glassy, Donaghey gave Marquardo 
a field sobriety lest. A nearly empty pint 
bottle of peppermint schnapps was con¬ 
fiscated. 

Marquardo was arrested and brought 
to the station. After taking a breathalyser 
test, he was charged with operating under

Bad Drivers Begin To Pay For Their Mistakes

If your New Year’s resolution was to 
become a safer driver, you may be sav¬ 
ing yourself some money. As of Jan. 1, a 
number of changes in the automobile in¬ 
surance system will give the driver with 
a clean slate a break. 

On the other hand, if you didn’t decide 
to become a good driver this year it will 
end up costing you a bit more. Insurance 
companies will be giving out points (that 
are assigned a dollar value) to the unsafe 
driver and are even refusing to insure bad 
drivers. 

The change in the system was brought 


about because of the need to keep down the 
rising premium rates. 

"Both agents and companies have 
pushed for this and it should prove itself,’’ 
says Bill Wilde of the W. Allan Wilde & Son 
Insurance Agency. 

The insurance companies will also 
keep the rates down by paying out less 
next year. The companies are increasing 
the deductible from $200 to $300 so that 
they will not be paying out so much. 

Because of the increasing amount of 
fire and theft claims that are made each 
year, the companies now have the right to 
refuse fire, theft, comprehensive and col-

lision coverage to anyone they feel is a 
threat to rising insurance costs. 

Although the previous $200 deductible 
and the increase in fraudulent claims have 
contributed to the high premiums, in¬ 
surance companies feel the main reason 
is the bad driver. 

"In the end it is the unsafe driver that 
has caused all the change and the bad 
drivers are the first to complain," says 
Marcia Sallmarsh of the Sallmarsh In¬ 
surance Agency. 

Keith F*uffer of the Puffer Insurance 
Agency feels that "if Uie local law enforce¬ 
ment would remove bad drivers the in¬ 


surance rates would come down by them 
selves." 

As a result the major changes in in¬ 
surance laws are aimed at the bad driver. 

A driver who gets four speeding tickets 
within a year will be charge<I the same as 
someone who committed a murder The 
newly developed point system, otherwise 
known as the Safe Driver liLsurance Plan 
(SDIP) will assign unsafe drivers a 
calculated number of points depending on 
the nature and seriousness of their of¬ 
fense. The distribution of points range

By next week, selectmen might be 
ready to purchase the a four-mile stretch 
railroad tracks from Skillings rd. to the 
Wol)urn line. 

In negotiations between MB'l'A of¬ 
ficials and selectmen last w’cek, the MBTA 
gave selectmen an apprai.sal of $107,5(M) 
for the Woburn Loop. And on Monday 
night, selectmen will decide whether or 
not to pay that price. 

If selectmen decide to take the MBTA 
up on their offer, they could have the land 
in their hands within seven weeks, accor¬ 
ding to Selectmen Chairman Edward 
O'Connell. 

If they do agree to purchase the land, 
selectmen will consider .selling fxjrlions of 
it to people who have expressed interest 
— including some of the merchants in the 
area. 

"We would like to maintain some order 
in that area and we may want to consider 
a piirking lot across from Bellino’s," noted 
O’Connell. "At the moment, we’re just not 
sure what the interest is. We really can’t 
gel ahead of the game until we purcha.se 
the land. ” 

O’Connell indicated that the town had 
received .several letters expressing in¬ 
terest from homeownei-*^ in the area, along 
with merchants who said they would be in¬ 
terested in acquiring the land if the town 
purcha.sed it. 

One of the reasons selectmen want the 
town to purchase the Loop is so they can 
decide txjtween the many proposals for us¬ 
ing the land, choosing the one best for the 
town. Selectman Mark Ix)mbardi said that

• ril be looking at offers that aid the 
community," he said. "Just so it doesn’t 
go in the wrong direction. There’s a lot 
that could go on there in terms of develop¬ 
ment and business, and we have to be 
careful that there aren’t more bad things

Lombardi'said he liked the idea of a 
parking lot lx.*ing installed in the area, but 
believes "somebody could use it for 
something better than parking." 

•it’s a long stretch. 80 feet deep, and 
you figure it’s all frontage." Lombardi 


continued, i like parking, but I think it 
could be put to better use." 

Lombardi did not elaborate on what 
else might be done with the land. But 
several merchants in the area did indicate 
that they felt there was a real need for 
more parking. 

"We would like to see the town pur¬ 
chase the land for parking,” said Denise 
MacDonald, manager of Mystic Valley 
Wheelworks. And another area merchant 
noted that he would consider buying the 
land from the town for just that purpose. 

"There is no parking in this area — 


either for customers or people who live in 
the apartments above the stores," said 
Chris Hariskos, the owner of Andrea’s Piz¬ 
za. A parking lot would alleviate the pro¬ 
blem, and Hariskos said he would 
definitely consider building one. 

He also said he would consider making 
his restaurant bigger. "Of course I’d think 
about that," he said with a smile. 

A few of the owners of another area 
firm. Geotechnical Engineers Inc., have 
put together a separate company with the 
intent of purchasing the land behind 
G.E.I.’s Main st. offices. 

"It is continguous projxTty and it 
would be useful,’’ said Dr. Steve Poulos, 
a G.E.l. principal who is one of the part¬ 
ners in the separate company, Winchester 
Associates. "But we haven’t gone too far 
and we don’t yet know if the land would 
be used as part of Geotechnical 
Engineers.’’ 

Poulos said he liked the tow n’s idea of 
buying the land. "Then it's one piece of 
land with one owner, which is more con¬ 
venient" he said. 

While selectmen also believe that own¬ 
ing the land would be convenient, they 
hope to avoid the possible friction that 
could result from too many different ideas 
about developing the Woburn loop. 

"Without an orderly plan we’d run the 
risk that people would want to have little 
plots of their own, some of which might be 
viewed as highly desirable and some as 
not so desirable," said O’Connell.

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Religions And Cultures To Be 
Studied At Unitarian Services 


During the month of January. Sundav 
worship services will be just a little 
unusual at the Winchester llnitarian 
Society. Each week, memlx'i's and visitoi*s 
will have the opportunity to observe, par¬ 
ticipate and learn about the sacred 
ceremonies of the Native American 
culture, the Black Gospel tradition. Bud¬ 
dhism and Judiasm. 

The service for Sunday. Jan. 8. is en¬ 
titled "Planting Seeds of Peace." The 
Thunderbird American Indian Dancers 
and Amtul Hannan. Boston Area Fwalizer 
of the Sunray Meditation Society, will lead 
the congregation in chanting, praying, 
drumming and dancing, housing upon the 
celebration of the New Year. 

In an interview with David 
McNamara. Dyhani Vwahoo. director of 
the Sunray Mediation Center in Hun¬ 
tington, Vt.. said. "When people began to 
settle in large numbers in the Americas, 
many of the priests (Native American) 
decided that for the consciousness that 
seeks to acquire power for gain and for 
manipulation of other people it is 
dangerous to know about the power of the 
inner being or of the mind. Decisions were 
made, first in the 1700’s, to keep certain 
of the teachings secret. They realized that 
a great darkness had come upon the 
world, and it was prophesied in our 
tablets. Each of the Natiave American na¬ 
tions has a certain duty. The Cherokees 
have kept a fire that has never gone 
out . . " 

However. "The Earth cried out: her 
cry began early this century," and so the 
decision to share the esoteric teachings 
was made. "There are two roads at this 
point that humanity is walking, and one 
of them will take us to another realm and 
open the door again to a great 
peace . . .'I’here are people now who are 
just letting their hearts exude the threads 
to reweave the sacred robe - people who 
are the seed of the great peace . . We 
must be responsible in our thinking; and 
not take from the environment without 
considering what it will mean for seven 
years down the road. Humanity has to see 
that it must he all of us together, recogniz¬ 
ing our sacred duty . . more and more 
people will acknowledge that true craft 
within themselves . . .and come forward 
acknowledging the sacred gifts they have 
been given." 

The Sunray Meditation Society is an in¬ 
ternational organization teachinu the 


traditional spiritual wisdom of the native 
American Indians, the philosophy and 
practical skills for the healing and 
transformation of the individual, the fami¬ 
ly. the clan and the Earth. 

The Thunderbird American Indian 
Dancers owe their existence to a group of 
teenagers, called Little Eagles, who were 
concerned to learn and preseve the great 
diversity of tribal songs, dances and 
ceremonies in the New York metropolitan 
area. In 1963 they incorporated and since 
then have conducted over 200 Pow-Wows 
and countless dance recitals, singing 
classes, craft workshops and lectures "to 
bring before the general public a more 
realistic picture and greater understan¬ 
ding of the American Indian people. ..." 
Traveling through six Eastern states, 
sharing their awareness, the group has as 
its prime function the raising and main¬ 
taining of scholarship funds for needy 
American Indian students. v 

The dancers will perform for the 
children of the Church school from 11.30 
to noon after they participate in the adult 
worship service with Amtul Hannan. 

At 7:30 p.m. that same evening in Met¬ 
calf Hall of the Unitarian Church, an In¬ 
dian legend will come to life. "The V’ision 
of Dreaming Branch," a peace parable 
based on Hopi mythology, will be pei form- 
ed by the Underground Railway Puppets 
an ’ ''Mors. 


puppeteer, and actor m a production that 
traces the desert adventures of an orphan 
Hopi girl. Another performer provides 
musical accompaniment with a wide 
range of instruments, including a zither, 
recorder, harmonium. Irish folk drum, 
bells, a Peruvian pipe, and various 
homemade rattlers to simulate the 
snake’s sounds. 

By production’s end. Dreaming Branch 
has come to understand that "The time 
will come in which the people of peace will 
be not only Hopi. not only brown and 
white, but all colors and ali languages. ” 
She knows that all must join together to 
prevent the end of the world. This is a real 
prophecy found in Hopi literature which 
is now about 5.000 years old. It tells of the 
earth being burned to cinders and the 
holocaust which was to have started in the 
southwestern territories of Arizona and 
New Mexico. Now b'^sed in Boston, The 
Underground ILaiUvay troupe is original¬ 
ly from Dberlin. Ohio, the last stop of the 
Underground Riulway. It tours the United 
States with a diverse repertoire that in¬ 
cludes children’s theatre, family shows, 
adult cabaret, workshops, and residen¬ 
cies. This program is fundetl in part by the 
Massachusetts Council on the Arts and 
Humanities through the New England 
Foundation for the Arts and the National 
Endowment for the Arts. The public is in¬ 
vited at no charge.

Advanced Quilting.7:00-9:30 

Advanced guilting will be a continuation of the first semester's class. The course will involve more 
advanced work on design and technique, as well as an opportunity to work on individual projects. 
Students will be expected to purchase their own fabric and supplies (approximate cost 810-20). 

Basic Drawing I .7:00-9:30 

For all levels: learning to draw is really learning to see in the artists' mode. A series of seeing — draw¬ 
ing exercises including contour drawing, inverted drawing, sighting, etc. will help students improve 
the following skills: proportion, perspective, shading, portrait drawing. Emphasis will be on developing 
confidence and individual style. Recommended text: "Drawing On The Right Side Of The Brain" by 
Betty Edwards. Students should bring a soft pencil and drawing pad to the first class. 

Basic Legal Concepts of American Society & Today's Laws . 7:30-9:30 

This course will discuss individual rights and obligations within American society, and analyze Ihe 
attempts of the common law system to impose those obligations and protect those rights through 
the application of our law of contracts, torts, etc. Ample time will be given for group discussion. If 
members of the class express particular interest in certain points or areas of the law there will be 
sufficient flexibility to include these subjects in subsequent classes. 

Chair Caning .7:00-9:00 

Weaving chair seats and backs with cane is an easy process which requires no special prior experience. 
Natural rattan cane is woven through holes already drilled in the frame, forming a design which 
restores the usefulness and beauty to a previously caned chair. Students will enjoy learning this pro¬ 
cess. There will be a lab fee (or materials. 

Computer Literacy II - Using Computers.7:30-9:30 

For Your Application 

The course will start by looking at the most common computer applications: word processing, filing, 
spread sheets, communications and graphics. During the course you will start writing your own pro¬ 
grams. The course is a continuation of Computer Literacy I. Registration fee: 850.00 residents; 855.00 
non-residents; 830.00 senior citizens. 

Conversational German.7:00-9:00 

This course for the beginning student will stress the ability to speak and understand basic vocabulary 
and grammar. It is a great starter course for anyone interested in learning German or planning a trip 
to Germany. 

Conversational Spanish.7:00-9:00 

This course will stress the basic skills of listening, speaking, reading and writing through the develop¬ 
ment of vocabulary, idiomatic expression and proper grammatical usage. Those planning to take a 
trip to a Spanish-spccklng locale will find this course of particular value. 

English as a Second Language: Level 2.7:30-9:30 

For intermediates: those who have completed level 1 in the Fall semester and new students who have 
some familiarity with English. Speaking, reading, and writing English. Phonics-based approach with 
sight words to facilitate learning. Grammar and common idioms in textbook exercises with a conver¬ 
sational format. Reading and discussion from current newspapers, magazines, and American 
literature. All materials provided except textbook to be purchased at first class (86.95). Class size 
limited to 10 students for individual instruction. 

Interior Design.7:00-9:30 

Decorating your home can be an exciting and valuable experience. Learn the basic elements of art 
and principles of design .. the interpretation of color — its effect use ... the successful application 
and balance of line color proportion ... the proper treatment of windows, background areas, furniture. 
Learn how to economically work around your present furniture —- the application and making of ap¬ 
propriate sheers, draperies, cornices, and slipcovers. Let your decorating express your personality, 
lifestyle, and comfort within your budget. Please bring notebook and pen. 

Introduction to Darkroom Procedures .7:00-9:00 

This course is for students with a working knowledge of their cameras who want to deal with the 
content of (heir pictures. The course will be project-oriented with a photo-story approach to recor¬ 
ding events, such as a family celebration or trip, community events, or local sports. The basic photo 
elements of composition, lighting, subject matter, films and camera versatility will be covered as tools 
for making photographs. Projects may be executed in color or black and white films. There will also 
be introductory demonstrations in black and white darkroom work, including film development, con¬ 
tact printing and enlargement printing. Students will have the opportunity to try each darkroom pro¬ 
cedure.

During the second hour, 
the advocates, plus their cross-examiner, will form a panel and the floor will be open to all for full 
discussion. Including additional questions and/or expressions. Issues will be drawn from nuclear ar¬ 
mament, equal rights, covert action, free trade, population control, social and economic justice, and 
other matters affecting us all. All members are expected to participate in one of the debate programs. 
At least 25 students must register for the course in order for it to be offered. 

Shorthand .7:00-9:00

is geared to develop your ability to take dictation at various rates of speed as well as to read and to 
transcribe shorthand outlines quickly and confidently.

TITI-K TIMK 

Advanced Beginner and Intermediate Tennis. . . .7:15-8:15, 8:15-9:15

What Are Today’s Toys For?

I'm a person who likes to 
believe that things are getting 
progressively better all the time, 
but it's hard for me to sustain this 
belief when 1 walk into an 
average toy store. 

I was in one the other day. ex¬ 
changing the usual quota of 
broken or defective ('hristmas 
toys. My children had received a 
small amount of money from the 
grandparent generation on the 
Great Day, and they were dying 
to sp)end it. We meandered up and 
down the aisles looking for 
worthy purchases. It was 
somewhere between Barbie’s 
Dream Mouse and G1 joe's ar¬ 
mored personnel carrier that 1 
began to lose my customary 
sense of optimisim. 

The place was a den of sexism 
for one thing, a paradise of sex- 
role stereotypes. I don’t know any 
people in the business of design¬ 
ing children's toys, but I have to 
wonder if they really belong in 
the 1980s. The toys they make are 
that archaic, throw-backs to the 
generation of John Wayne war 
movies, when men were men and 
women were girls. 

Today’s toy store is a real 
breeding ground for that kind of 
Guys and Dolls mentality. 

My second grader came upon 
a heart-shaped box of notepaper 
and stickers that appealed to her, 
and since she's writing endless 
notes to herself and her school 
chums, to God and to Santa 
Claus, we bought the thing. It 
wasn’t until we got home and ex¬ 
amined it more closely that I 
learned it was a Heart-throb Box: 
a set of notebooks and small 
repositories which your little girl 
is supposed to fill up with infor¬ 
mation about That Special Boy. 
There’s a place for his picture 
and a book for recording tips, as 
they tell you on the box, about 
what his favorite foods are and 
what sport he’s most interested 
in. 


Now what kind of a thing is 
that. I'd like to know? They don't 
sell this kind of nonsense (o boys, 
or if they did it would be designed 
so the kid could be his own heart- 
throb. collecting pictures of 
himself and recording lists of his 
own favorite things. Properly so, 
at this age. But where do they get 
off, pre.ssing a girl into the men¬ 
tality of devoting herself at the 
tender age of 8 or 9, to the passive 
adoration of another child? 

The commercials, as we all 
know, work hand in glove with 
the toy manufacturers in this 
vein, they show girls co^nbing 
each other’s hair or their doll’s 
hair, or some foolish pony’s hair 
of all things, as if hair-care were 
all that ponies were good for. 
They put make-up on and design 
fashions and change the diapers 
of their fully functioning baby 
dolls — all generally inside the 
house. The boys, meanwhile, are 
seen out-of-doors generally, 
engaging in active play with cars 
that turn and flip over and ex¬ 
plode on impact. They look 
healthier to me, out there in the 
fresh air, but their play too is 
fraught with objectionable 
overtones. 

While the females are all seen 
as passive and worshipful cheer¬ 
leaders on the sidelines of life, 
their male counterparts are out 
on the field of play, shooting, 
mangling and otherwise assaul¬ 
ting each other. Even the Star 
Wars saga, seen from some 
angles as a beautiful fairy tale 
about the triumph of good over 
evil, is interpreted by toymakers 
as a space-age shoot-em-up. A 
year ago, little boys were all 
fighting to the death with their 
light sabers. Some still are, but 
this year, from all I can gather, 
even that futuristic element is 
missing. Today’s boy-toy of 
choice has a grim realism to it: 
G.I. Joe, the heavily-armed in¬ 
fantry fighter, the “American 


hero,” as the TV jingle portrays 
him. 

Has it come to this then, and 
have we learned so little in the 
past 40 years? 

Can it be that in these 
perilous times, we are still en¬ 
couraging our girls to stay pretty 
and dumb, and encouraging our 
boys, still encouraging our boys 
to regard conflict as manly, and 
to engage in it wdth relish, to 
glorify militarism and the first- 
strike capacity? Can it be that 
we’re urging half our offspring to 
play at war, and the other half to 
send them continous bouquets of 
uncritical admiration as they do 
it? 

If we arc doing this, 1 can’t 
believe it’s with a full awareness. 

Maybe we should w'ake up 
some, and urge the toy industry 
to W'ake up too. Maybe w'e should 
suggest some alternatives to 
them for the designing of their 
products. 

What about suggesting a doll 
whose feet are normal, not per¬ 
manently contorted so as to ac¬ 
cept only high-heeled shoes? 
What about inventing games, and 
action-figures too, that stress 
compromise and negotiation, in¬ 
stead of conflict. What about toys 
that could teach the reasoned 
kind of mediation that helps 
families to function peaceably, 
and not the hair-trigger violent 
tactics of the battlefield? 

Play is serious business for 
children, let’s not forget; it’s 
their work, so to speak. And the 
toys that they use are the props 
in this childhood-long rehearsal 
for adult life. 

Let’s provide them with 
quality props; let’s help them 
rehearse intelligently for the time 
when the stage will be theirs.

Heips Give Refugees:

Calling the 11-year-old girl and 7-year- 
old boy to come up and meet a visitor, she 
seems like any other grandmother: fuss¬ 
ing with the girl's collar, tucking in the lit¬ 
tle boy's polo shirt, then giving him a 
quick hug. 

However, Winifred Behlen, a Wildwood 
rd. resident, is not your typical grand¬ 
mother: she is Sister Winifred Behlen. of 
the Sisters of Religious Education, and a 
member of the staff of St. Eulalia's parish, 
which serves both Winchester and Arl¬ 
ington. 

The children are 11-year-old Hang 
Pham and 7-year-old Hao Pham. Viet¬ 
namese refugees who have been living 
with Sr. Winifred since this summer, and 
attending St. Mary's School in Winchester. 


"This has been fun," she acknowU*dg(*s 
with a broad smile, and another hug for 
both children. "It's constant motion, but 
this has been the besl experience. Every 
clergy person who's going to do any kind 
of family counseling should go through 
this early on. " 

She's doing what other working 
mothers do. Sr. Winifred says with a 
laugh: "It means getting up a little 
earlier, making lunches, picking them up 
after school and finding little diversions 
for them on weekends ’ But she clearly 
loves it. 

The two children are not the first Viet¬ 
namese refugees to live with Sr. Winifred, 
who coordinates the resettlement effort at

Homesharing is only one part of Sr 
Winifred s commitmeni to the refugees, 
aicording to the Uev James Haddad, 
pastor of St Kulalia's 

He calls Sr Winifred ‘our local 
Dorothy Day ' Day was an (’hicago social 
worker known for her commitment to 
(’hristian social justice and as founder of 
the C'atholic Worker movement. 

Kr. Haddad offers an example of Sr. 
Winifred’s generosity 'When the price of 
gold was high. Sr Winifred asked me to 
go with her to the jeweler’s one day.” he 
says. “She wanted to sell a piece of gold 
that had been given to her hy her mother, 
to use the money for her refugiH.' program 
"She is a fine woman, and very hum- 
hle about what she does.” Fr Haddad 
adds. "And she has tremendous energy. 
"She’s been a sister for almost 50 


years; she's taught French, literature and 
Latin at Marycliffe. and later was a 
reading specialist in the public schools. ” 
he explains 

"At St. Eulalia’s, her primary respon¬ 
sibilities have been in the area of {.’hris¬ 
tian service. ” he continues. "In the past 
few years, the Friends of Refugees have 
re.settled more than 75 individuals” 

"I wear thret* haLs at St. Eulalia’s.” Sr. 
Winifred explains. "I design the cur¬ 
riculum for the confirmation program for 
135 students; I have a couple of Bible 
studies for adults; and 1 work with the 
('hristian Service Commission on the Ox- 
fam fast, walks for hunger, and I 
moderate the refugee program. ” 

"In point of fact.” says P"r. Haddad, 
“what that means is Sister arranges to 
have refugees released from camps in 
Vietnam or C'ambodia. She is there to 

met't them at the airport, finds them hoiis 
ing. and. together with some of the doc 
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tors in the community, provides them with 
medical attention, and coordinates 
volunteers to teach them English as a se¬ 
cond language in their homes 

“In addition to the refugee program, 
she’s also very active in the hunger and 
peace movements.” he concludes 

Sr. Winifred would rather talk about 
her refugees than herself And she fells 
their stories eloquently. 

She settles Hang at the dining room 
table, to work with a voluntwr tutor on her 
reading for a while - and then have a 
le.sson in knitting. Hao drapes his arm 
around Sr. Winifred’s neck for a moment, 
then slips away to play as she tells how 
she’s ended up standing in as grand¬ 
mother for them. 

“'Half their family came here in 19H0,” 
Sr. Winifred says. "Their father brought 
four children with him; their mother. Hi 
'I'ranh - Vietnamese women never take 
their husband’s name and the two 
youngest children stayed behind because 
iier mother was very ill. 

“After Ri Tranh’s mother recovered.” 
Sr. Winifred continues, "she tried to 
escape from \’ietnam by boat several 
times - but that’s a crime there, you 
know. She has been thrown in prison 
.several times with the two youngest 


children. 

“ All the children have been in jail.” Sr. 
Winifred adds. "Hang’s twin brother 
reminded me of that the other day. when 
he told me their dog was shot when they 
were taken to jail.” 

The father an^ four of the children 
came to Arlington for a brief period, but 
moved to Dorchester when their father 
found a job. 

"Hang was making the wrong kind of 
friends, and her father asked me to take 
her and send her to my school." Sr 
Winifred says. "Their mother wrote from 
Vietnam and begged me to take Hao. too 
- Hang is the only mother he’s known for 
the last few years.” 

So Hang and Hao came to live with Sr. 
Winifred, while the two older boys stayed 
with their father. “I try to make sure they 
.see each other at least once a week, and 
they call each other all the time.” she 
says The children arc close, especially 
Hang and Hao. she adds. 

"It’s wonderful to see Hang discipline 
him and reward him. like a little mother, 
and then go right back to playing with him 
like any other child." Sr. Winifred says, 
with obvious affection. 

The family’s biggest concern right now 
is trying to get Ri Tranh out of Vietnam

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through the Orderly Departure program. 

Sr. Winifred says she and other 
members of Friends of Refugees have 
helped them get all the necessary 
clearances here. 

The stumbling blocks arc in Vietnam, 
where officials seem to lx* making it as dif¬ 
ficult — and expensive — as possible for 
Ri Tranh to collect all (he documentation 
she needs. 

Family and friends arc anxious about 
Ri Tranh’s health after repeated im¬ 
prisonments. ““She’s writing for 
medicines.” Sr. Winifrt*d says. "You can’t 
get medicine in V'ietnam unless you’re 
rich, not even aspirin. ” 

Although donations to the rescue effort 
would be welcome. Sr. Winifred is reluc¬ 
tant to talk alxjut the specific problems in¬ 
volved in getting people out of Vietnam. 

"There are Vietname.se Communists in 
(he Boston area, and we don’t know how 
much it might hurt her chances of being 
let out." she says cautiously. "Both the 
State Dept and other Vietnamese have 
told us it’s totally up to the whims of the 
government.” 

Sr. Winifred has been helping Viet¬ 
namese refugei*s rebuild their lives for the 
last four years. 

"In 1979. television screens were filled 
with pictures of boats overloaded with 
people, some f alling overlxiard. and ships 
picking them up. ” Sr. Winifred recalls, 
distre.ss in her face. 

While at mass in a small Midwest 
parish, she heard the priest ask his flock 
what they planned to do ixu-sonally to help 
the boat |x*ople. She brought the same 
question back to St. Eulalia’s. 

When the parish decided to assist a 
refugee family. Sr. Winifred contacted the 
staffs of Senators Tsongas and Kennedy. 
"They suggested we work with the Inter¬ 
national Institute, which has been very 
satisfactory. ” she says. 

To date 79 refugees have been helped 
through the program, including 20 
members and three generations of one 
family Two more families are coming in 
February. 

“We have families in Cambridge and 
Somerville and Woburn; a few in Arl¬ 
ington and one in Winchester." she says. 

It’s hard to place refugee families in 
Arlington or Winchester, she adds. 
becau.se of the apartment shortage in both 
towns, and the reluctance of landlords to 
accept children or Section H vouchers from 
the federal government for subsidized 
rents. 

"The only reason we can maintain a 
family in Winchester is because of (he 
generosity of Sherman Josephson. who is 
renting to us at the same rate he did three 
years ago — and it was a gift then.” Sr. 
Winifred says. 

Helping the refugees rebuild covers a 
broad range. "Sometimes I’ll spend all 
morning on the phone, talking to schools, 
dealing with utility companies, getting 
tutors for the refugees; (hen I teach a (Ith 
grade CCD class, and drive the Viet¬ 
namese children home," she says, 
describing a typical day. 

“1 might be driving around looking for 
apartments. buying underwear; 
sometimes I meet with volunteers or staf¬ 
fers about the social work end of it." she 
says. "It sounds as if I do nothing! But 
when a family arrives. 1 end up doing just 
about anything. 

•“'I’his program could never go on if Fr 
Haddad and the parish were not so sup¬ 


portive.” she adds. "I spend a lot of my 
working hours with the refugees. ” 

Sr. Winifred didn’t set out to do the 
social service work she does now at St. 
Eulalia’s. 

Born in New York, and raised in Cam¬ 
bridge and Arlington, she attended St. 
Peter’s School in Cambridge, and 
Marycliffe Academy in Arlington, after 
the family moved here. 

She entered the Sisters of Christian 
Education at 18. "They can’t do that 
anymore." she says with a laugh. "There 
are too many options, and no stability. Life 
was simpler then.” 

She got a college degree in English in 
Emmitsburg. Md.. and was soon assign¬ 
ed to teach French. Latin. English and 
social studies. 

"In religious life in those days, you did 
whatever they needed you to do. ” she says 
with another laugh. 

She taught at Maryclilf Academy, hy 
then in Winchester; at Jeanne D’Arc in 
Milton; and at a junior college in North 
Carolina. 

Then, in the 60s. she taught for several 
years in an inner-city project. 
"Hawthorne House. ” now known as the 
Highland Park Community School. 
"That’s where I got out of my ivory 
tower.” she says, laughing again 

The order called her back to (each 
again at Marycliffe the year it closed 
(1969). Then she taught 9th grade English 
at McCall Junior High in Winchester for 
a year — a rude awakening. 

““1 had always taught in private school; 
I’d never been contradicted, never 
answered back. ” she says, shaking her 
head at the recollection. "Talk about bap¬ 
tism by fire! I spent a year as a perma¬ 
nent sub; I think some of those children 
stayed up nights thinking of things to do 
to the “the sub.’ ” 

Sr. Winifrc*d switched to Arlington, and 
spent the next eight years working as a 
reading specialist in (he two junior highs. 
She loved working with the staff and with 
individual students, but found the masses 
of kids overwhelming. 

“1 slopped teaching four years ago 
because I fell 1 just couldn’t relate to 
teenagers in a group anymore.” she says. 
“I’m not 25 anymore.” That one state¬ 
ment. made twice in the conversation, 
.seems to be her only concession to her age. 
67. 

She had been working as a volunteer 
at St. Eulalia’s, she says. "Then Father 
Haddad hired me full time — and the 
refugee program wasn’t even in sight.” 
she says. 

Sr. Winifred has nothing but praise for 
the work done by others in Friends of the 
Refugees, which started out as an effort 
by all the Winchester churches, and settl¬ 
ed at St.Eulalia’s. 

“It’s not that the Protestant churches 
weren’t interested; they just don’t have 
the numbers of people we do.” she ex¬ 
plains delicately. "The Winchester Inter- 
faith Council still supports us” 

But it’s clear that the center of the 
whirlwind of activity on lx.*half of the 
refugees is this white-haired, grand¬ 
motherly woman, who sp<.*nds her days oh- 
so-gently drawing others into her efforts. 
Her parting comment tells all 
. ‘ I suppose the best moment |s when, 
after about a month, the expressions on 
their faces change. ” she says quietly. 
"When they realize they have a home, and 
food - and they’re free.”

“The funny thing is, he (Culhane) tried 
to get rid of him for New Year’s Eve,” 
commented McHugh. “He figured a cell 
was no more place to spend the holiday.” 

When Culhane checked Marquardo at 
12:13 and 1:03 a.m.. he was lying on the 
floor, sleeping and snoring. 

It was when Culhane noticed the snor¬ 
ing had stopped, at l:.50a.m.. that he look¬ 


ed into the cell and discovered Marquardo 
unconscious. 

On Tuesday, Medical Examiner Dr. 
Nathaniel Brackett ruled that Marquar¬ 
do died to asphixiation due to aspirating 
vomit. 

Sen. Richard Kraus, who is heading a 
state legislative commitee to investigate 
suicides in jail, said he had talked to 
McHugh only two weeks before the 
tragedy New Year’s Day. 

“Chief McHugh indicated to me his 
concern about the problem, showed me 
the procedures they follow and also the 
terrible conditions they work in,” said 
Kraus. “It’s tragic that in the midst of all 
that concern, this still happened.” 

In talking with other police chiefs, 
Kraus said, he found that police officers 
normally try to check prisoners more 
often than the 45 minute check followed on

from a speeding ticket (one point) to a 
vehicular homicide (four points.) 

But even good drivers should pay close 
attention to the new laws. 

“It is important that people read and 
understand these changes otherwise they 
could end up w'ithout significant coverage 
that they formerly thought they had,” 
says Agent Wilde. 

Wilde is specifically referring to the 
policy change that requires all members 
of the household who drive a given 
automobile to be listed. Prior to this, the 
bad or inexperienced driver could use 
another family member’s car and still be 
covered. 

With the $200 deductible being a thing 
of the past it still can l)e bought back from 
the insurance agent for a minimal fee, 
although this option is up to the discretion 
of the agent. 

Insurance companies have more than 
they bargained for in these changes as far 
as time and work involved but the 
customer’s life should be made a lot easier 
and less expensive. That is, if the 
customer is a good driver. 

“It’s a step in the right direction,” says 
Jay F'inn of the Jay M. Finn Insurance 
Company. 

In the long run, the insurance company 
hope to see a decrease in the high 
premium rates. The only place these high 
costs have driven the Massachusetts 
driver is up the wall.

tinued. “There might be six plots in a row 
with different people wanting to acquire 
them. We’re trying to maintain some 
order” 

And Lombardi said it would be wise to 
sell off the lots and try to get the money 
back — plus a little bit more by leaving 
it up the entrepeneur who purchases it. 

But before the town considers selling 
the plots or building a parking lot in the 
area, they have to settle with the MBTA 
on a price. 

At Town Meeting this fall, $125,000 was 
appropriated for the purchase, an amount 
that selectmen believed would be ade¬ 
quate. The MBTA had two appraisals done 
on the land — one of which came up with 
a $107,500 price and the other settling on 
a $120,000 figure.

“But the practices vary greatly all 
over the place,” added Kraus. “One of the 
things the committee wants to do is 
recommend the best set of procedures for 
watching prisoners.”

“The tendency is to say, 'If I hadn’t ar¬ 
rested him, this all wouldn’t have happen¬ 
ed,’ ’’ said McHugh, noting that after the 
1977 suicide, the 22-year-oId arresting oG 
ficcr left the force. “I’ve got to get these 
people to keep doing their job. 

“But, ” added McHugh, “although this 
is a very difficult thing for us, it is not 
nearly as difficult as it is for the family 
that loses a son.”

A review of the appraisals by the 
MBTA convince it that the $ia7,.500 was the 
fairer price, and that figure represents 
what Lombardi called, “a good price.’’

Smyly's car apparently struck a van 
that had pulled over to help two injured 
women in the vehicle that Beveridge hit. 
Within minutes, several other cars, in¬ 


cluding Pharo’s and Casey’s, coming over 
the hill towards the Mystic Valley pkwy. 
exit, crashed into one another. 

Beveridge was charged with operating 
to endanger, driving under the influence 
of alcohol, leaving the scene of a personal 
injury accident and operating the wrong 
way on a one-way street. He pleaded not 
guilty to the charges in Somerville District 
Court on Tuesday. 

Andover State Police said that 


Beveridge drove away after the crash 
near the Mystic Valley pkwy. offramp, 
and was followixi to Medford ^juare by an 
unidentified couple who called the Med¬ 
ford Police. 

Beveridge, who was injured in the ac¬ 
cident, was picked up by police and taken 
to Liiwrence Memorial Hospital in Med¬ 
ford. He was arrested there by State 
Troopers Joseph l..iiwless and Edwin 
Anderson. 

After Beveridge’s initial accident. 


there were “another three or four cars ” 
directly involved in the chain reaction. 
Police say a total of 12 cars ended up in¬ 
volved, with seven people taken to 
hospitals, according to Tnwper Lawle.ss. 

Smyly was the only one critically in¬ 
jured. The entire windshield of her car, 
which Lawli^ss described as “a total 
wreck,” was smashed. 

“1 came over the hill and there were 
cars all over and people running around 


Lawless, who arrived about five minutes 
after the accident as the victims were Ik*- 
ing hKuliHl into ambulances. “It was a hec¬ 
tic scene.” 

Lawless said that it was difficult foi 
cars coming over the hill to .set' that an ac¬ 
cident had taken place, bwause no one 
could see over the hill. 

'rwenty-one-yearold Mark Pharo of 
Ivy cir., who stop|H'd his ItMlG Mustang 
when he came over the hill and saw the 
accident, said his car was plowed into by 
another drivt'r who couldn’t lell that he 
had stopped. 

“That hill is a blind exit and when you 
come over it you just can’t see anything,” 
Pharo said. “We were about 50 feet away 
from the accident trying to figure out what 
was going on. VVe knew people were hurt, 
but someone was running up and down 
yelling that someone was dead.” 

Pharo said he and several other 
drivers who were involved, but not in- 
jure<l, waited until 4 a m., “until the police 
were able to get to us.” Pharo. whose car 
was only slightly damaged, was able to 
drive his car from the scene. .Seven other 
cars were towed. 

State Police said the highway was 
bUK’ked for 45 minutes and only a few cars 
were able to move in the breakdown lane. 


Purity Plans: Offices Going In To Ex-Market 

_ — - vears of revitalization in Win- tigrew, there will be room

‘ .Soon the empty Purity Supreme on¬ 
shore rd., vacant for three years, will take 
on a new life — not as a supermarket, but 
as a large, modern office building. 

The building is scheduled to be pur¬ 
chased from Purity this month by New 
England Business Properties, which ex¬ 
pects to complete renovations by mid¬ 
summer or early fall. 

The money for the project will come 
through the Massachusetts Industrial 
Finance Agency (MIFA). which granted 
the Cambridge-based firm a $1.76 million 
loan. It was granted as a part of MIFA’s 
Commercial Area Revitalization District 
(CARD) project. 

The building, once it is transformed, 
will house a variety of offices as well as 
some large-use retail space on the first 
floor. There will be a sky-lit atrium bet¬ 
ween the second and third floors, as well 
as two street-level lobbies: one on Shore 
rd. and the other on Winc.hester pi. 

“It will be such a physically attractive 
place, it will begin to attract attention for 
Winchester, ” said Economic Develop¬ 
ment Coordinator John Connery. 

The building is both the culmination of

several years of revitalization in Win¬ 
chester. said Connery, and a sign things 
will continue to pick up. 

“This building is the first Indication 
that we are on the right track in terms of 
the revitalization program downtown,” 
said Connery. “And we are going to con 
tinue to create an attractive environment 
for private investment.” 

New England Business ProfK'rties, a 
lO-year-oId, Cambridge-based company 
specializing in construction management 
and development consulting, is planning 
t)oth renovation and innovation for the old 
I^urity. 

“We’re going to strip the building down 
to the masonry shell,” said New England 
Business Properties’ treasurer Gregory 
Rochlin. “There w'ill be complete restora¬ 
tion of the masonry and where restoration 
is not possible, we’ll u.se new materials. 
There will be a new r(M)f. 

“When we’re done,” Rochlin added. 
“We ex|)ect it to be the Ixist building in 
Winchester in terms of the Interior quali¬ 
ty.” 

According to the president of New 
England Business Properties, Brian Pet¬ 


tigrew. there will be room for approx¬ 
imately .50 or 60 employees in the 32.1(K) 
square foot building. 

Pettigrew said that the building is in u 
prime location for the kind of office 
building they have in mind. 

“Our location is not prime except for 
‘destiny retail’ - a place pc'ople go 
Ix'cause they know it’s there, not because 
they’re driving along the street and .see it 
there,” .said Pettigrew. “But it is ideal for 
a busine.ss building.” 

Pettigrew- said, however, that there is 
one large clothing store interested in the 
retail space on (he first floor of the 
building. 

“I can’t mention the people w-e’ve talk¬ 
ed to.” he said. “Hut they are one of a 
number of people interested in (hat 
space.” 

Pettigrew said that he is optimistic 
alK)Ut the succe.ss of the project and that 
the company’s research has led it to 
believe tliat it is a safe investment. 

“As a developer. I wouldn’t buy it if I 
didn’t feel optimistically about it.” he 
.said. “1 feel strongly that it’s a good in¬ 
vestment.”

Marquardo 
Family, DA 
Investigate

Why did Vincent Marquardo die? 

That’s the question being asked by 
Marquardo’s family and the Middlesex 
County District Attorney’s office in the 
week following the 20-year-old Dawes ave. 
man’s death after choking in a Winchester 
Police Station cell. 

Both the family and the DA’s office are 
independently conducting investigations 
into the Jan. 1 tragedy. 

The Marquardo family’s lawyer, 
Richard Wynn, said that the family wants 
to discover all the facts surrounding the 
death before taking any action. 

“We’re not playing shotgun 
legalistics,” said Wynn Monday. “Until 
we gather the facts, we are not going to 
commit ourselves to any particular direc¬ 
tion. That’s only fair to the family, and all 
the parties concerned.” 

The Middlesex County DA’s office, 
which would be the agency ordering an in¬ 
quest into the death of Marquardo, is con¬ 
ducting its own investigation of the 
tragedy “in close cooperation” with the 
Winchester police, according to first 
Assistant DA Cissie Weinberg. 

So far, the investigation does not show 
any wrongdoing on the part of Winchester 
police, said Weinberg. 

“According to Assistant District At¬ 
torney Tony Pelusi, who is handling the 
case, it does not appear — at this point — 
that there is any criminal liablility,” said 
Weinberg, adding that the investigation is 
not complete. 

The DA’s office, she said, is still 


waiting for the final medical report and 
the toxicology repoi i showing w-hat was in 
Marquardo’s system the night he died 

Marquardo died Jan. 1 at Winchester 
Hospital, half-an-hour after being found 
comatose in his cell and five hours after 
he was arrested for drunk driving. 

Police Officer Barry Donaghey ar¬ 
rested Marquardo Dec. 31 at 9:38 p.m. in 
the parking lot of the White Hen Pantry 
after the youth took a right turn through 
the red light at the intersc*ction of Skillings 
rd. and Main st, Marquardo was subse¬ 
quently given a breathaly.ser test, which 
registered a .13 A .10 reading is con¬ 
sidered legally drunk. 


Marquardo refused to make his one 
telephone call, and refused a second time 
later that evening, when Sgt. Charles T. 
Culhane asked him at 11:05 if he would like 
to call to get bailed out. Marquardo 
replied, “Leave me alone,” according to 
police rep^jrts. 

As the officer on duty at the station that 
night. Culhane checked Marquardo in his 
cell at 9:49 p.m., 10:24 p.m., 11:05 p.m., 
12:13 a m. and 1:03 a m., according to a 
card police must punch in a time clock 
each time a check is made. The last two 
times he checked, according to Culhane’s 
report. Marquardo was sleeping on the 
floor of his cell. 


At 11:50, according to his report. 
Culhane noticed that Marquardo had stop¬ 
ped snoring. When he got to the cell, 
Culhane discovered that Marquardo was 
was comatose, not breathing, and his 
pulse was weak. 

Despite CPR administered by Culhane, 
officers Donaghey and James Gallant, 
Fire Dept. EMTs Ed Smith and Stephen 
F'isher, and the emergency room crew at 
Winchester Hospital. Marquardo was pro¬ 
nounced dead at 2:26 a m. 

Medical Examiner Dr. Nathaniel 
Brackett ruled last week that Marquardo 
choked to death on his own vomit. 

The Marquardo family has hired a 


private investigator to review those facts 
set out in the police reports, according to 
attorney Wynn. 

“Frankly, at this stage we know about 
as much as we’ve read in the paper,” said 
Wynn. “We are going to gather as many 
witness statemenLs as we can. get the cor¬ 
oner’s report and the medical reports. 

“I would say (gathering the informa¬ 
tion) will take another seven to 10 days, 
depending upon witness cooperation, 
police cooperation and how soon the 
medical reports are completed.” Wynn 
continued. “From talking to the family, 
they think it’s important that full 
disclosure lx? made.” 


Cameras To 


Watch Cells 
In Station 

IMans for the renovation of the Win¬ 
chester Police Station include a security 
system that might have .saved the life of 
Vincent Manjuardo. 

Maiiiuardo died after he threw up, 
unobservid, while asleep in a cell and 
choked on his vomit. 

When the station renovations, which 
w(.Te given preliminary approval by Town 
Meeting last spring are completed, police 
will be able to keep a round the-clock 
watch on the cells. 

Video cameras will lx* mounted outside 
the cells, and the police otficer at the front 
desk will be able to monitor prisoners on 
television screens without leaving his post. 

The television system will cost Ix'tween 
$10.(K)0 and $15,()(k). according to Brett 
Donham of Donham and .Sweeney, the ar¬ 
chitects for the project It will be part of 
a larger television system which will allow 
the desk man to watch all the entrances 
to the station as well as evidence rooms 
and arms lockers 

There will be two cameras in the men's 
cell area, with each camera monitoring 
two cells, said Donham There will be one 
camera each for the woman’s cell and the 
juvenile cell. 

In the Winchester Police Station today, 
the desk man has no view at all of the 
cells, which are through a door and down 
a hallway from the desk. 

According to Donham, back when the 
Winchester sUition was built in 1914, there 
was little concern for making sure

Williams Drops Out 


Of Selectman Race 


The town's annual political race is 
heating up early this year, with one in¬ 
cumbent declaring he will not run again, 
two former selectmen shooting to regain 
their seats and one newcomer trying to 
break into the School Committee. 

At the selectmen’s meeting Monday 
night, Selectmen John Williams announc¬ 
ed that he will not seek a second term on 
the board. 

There are already two candidates run¬ 
ning for Williams’ vacated seat, and both 
are former selectmen. Vito Giarrizzo of 
Sawmill Brook rd.. a selectman from 1972 
to 1975 and a former Finance Committe 
chairman, took out election papers last 
week. Wade Welch, a selectman from 1979 
to 1982 and the selectman chairman in 
1980, took out papers Tuesday. 


No other candidates have taken out 
papers. Terms will expire for Moderator 
John Sullivan, Assessor Chairman Werner 
Carlson. Planning Board members Harry 
Lindmark and Alexander Fay. and 
Library Trustees Betty J. Haley and Alice 
K. Mirak 

One newcomer. William T. Jervey of 
Slone ave.. has taken out piijxjrs to run for 
the School Committee. 

In the School Committee race, neither 
ol the two incumbents. Mary Jean 
Weylman and Sandra Rogers, have an¬ 
nounced whether they will run. although 
Weylman has stated at several School 
Committee meetings that she won’t seek 
re-election. 

Board of Health member Stephen 
Black-Schaffer is the only incumbent who 


has taken out re-election papers so far. 

In explaining his reasons for not seek¬ 
ing re-election, Williams said Tuesday. “It 
wasn’t an easy decision, and it was one 
that was reached for a number of reasons. 

“I’m extremely busy at work,” said 
Williams, who works for AT&T. “Par¬ 
ticularly at this time after the Bell System 
has become something else besides the 
Bell System. That probably was the 
deciding thing” 

Williams said that even though he is 
leaving, he wants people to know he en¬ 
joyed ins term as a selectman. 

“1 can’t repeat enough that for anyone 
who serves on the board, it’s a world of ex¬ 
periences, challenges, anything you want 
to say al)out it,” said Williams. “I feel I’ve 
done a good job. I’ve tried very hard to 


maintain the integrity of the town. I’m 
proud of Winchester, of the people who 
live here, the people who work here. If 
there was one thing 1 set out to ac¬ 
complish, it was see if I could bring the 
town forward into the future and maintain 
the same kind of quality of life.’’ 

Although he is stepping down as select¬ 
men. Williams added that “I have no in¬ 
tention of just walking away 

“Certainly there are other places 1 
could serve the town.” said Williams, who 
besides his stint as selectman has served 
as a Finance Committee member, Fin- 
Com chairman and Town Meeting 
member. “Certainly the expm ience I’ve 
had over the last 10 or 11 years must have 
some value to the town” 


Now’s The Time To Declare Candidacy 


Nomination papers for the 1984 Town 
Election are available. 

“With the holidays behind them and 
with only 12 weeks remaining until the an¬ 
nual election on Tuesday. March 27,” said 
Town Clerk Carolyn Ward, “candidates 
are now making their campaign plans and 
thinking about taking out nomination 
papers. ” 

Townwide offices to be filled this year 
are the one-year Moderator’s seat, one 
seat on the Board of Selectmen, one .seat 
on the Board of Assessors, one seat on the 
Board of Health and two seats each on the 


Planning Board. School Committee and 
Board of Library Trustees. The 
Moderator’s position is the only one-year 
term, all others are three-year terms. 

Candidates loi lownwide office arc re¬ 
quired to obtain the signatures of .50 
registered voters in order to have their 
names placed on the ballot. 

In addition to the townwide offices, one 
third of the membership of the represen¬ 
tative town meeting is up for re-election. 

“Of the 192 three-year terms (24 in 
each of eight precincts) (>4 seats will be 
available.’’ said Ward, “and four 


precincts have slots for shorter terms, due 
to vacancies. Precincts 2, 7 and 8 each 
have one two-year term open while 
Precinct 3 has a one-year term.” 

Town Meeting member candidates 
need to have only 10 registered voters in 
their precinct sign their nomination 
papers. 

The last day to take out nomination 
papers at the Town Clerk’s office is Fri¬ 
day, F'eb. 10. Candidates have until Feb. 
14 to submit signed papers to the Board 
of Registrars for certification.

Loop Purchased 

The MBTA must have asked the right 
price for the Woburn Loop — it took select¬ 
men only three minutes in executive ses¬ 
sion to decide to meet the T’s $107,500 price 
for the four-mile stretch of track. 

Selectmen, backed by Town Meeting, 
are considering buying the abandoned 
railroad property to sell back to investors. 
Much of the property abuts commercial 
land along upper Main st.

Did you know that between I9f>0 and 
197G. the number of women working out¬ 
side the home doubled? 

Did you know that in 1976, 5.6 million 
women with children under the age of six 
were in the labor force? 

Did you know that in 1976 fully one- 
third of women in the labor force had 
children under three? 

For millions of families, this is not a 
matter of choice. In 1974, 5.3 million work¬ 
ing women were married to men earning 
less than $7,000 annually. In the same 
year. 4.5 million families with incomes 
over $10,000 depended on the wife’s wages 
to keep their income above the poverty 
line: and over 60 percent of the 20 million 


families with incomes over $15,000 con¬ 
tained two working parents. 

For an increasing number of families, 
the mother’s income is the only source of 
support. The number of children living in 
families headed by women more than 
doubled lx?tween 1960 and 1974, and almost 
half of the 2.1 million single mothers w ith 
children under six now work outside the 
home. 

The above facts and figures are ex¬ 
cerpted from the League of Women Voters 
Education Fund publication, copyrighted 
in 1978 at the national headquarters in 
Washington, D.C. The trends cited are ex¬ 
pected to continue into the eighties. The 
question that comes to mind is “Who’s

sible for implementing such regulations, 
and studying the public and private 
sources of funding, including tax-benefits 
and indirect subsidies, for day care in 
Massachusetts. 

A Winchester League of Women Voters 
Day Care Study Committee is meeting 
weekly during January and February in 
preparation for a presentation of its fin¬ 
dings on Feb. 28 and March 1.

Minding Town Business 

After 13 Years, Town Comptroller Retires

Whenever Finance Committee 
chairmen want to lend authority 
to their information, they com¬ 
ment, “These numbers are from 
The Fagg.” 

Whenever the selectmen want 
a figure or a date during their 
Monday night meeting^they turn 
to the broad-shouldered, square- 
jawed man sitting at the right end 
of the selectmen’s table and ask, 
“Al, what’s your recollection on 
this?’’ 

And as if he had his files, 
ledger sheets and computer print¬ 
outs right in front of him, Comp¬ 
troller Alphonse John Faggiano 
will recall the exact date of a six- 
month old memo, or the exact 
sum, dow'n to the penny, spent on 
electricity last year. 

Faggiano has devoted 13 
years, eight as the town’s comp¬ 
troller, to knowing precisely what 
is going on with the town’s 
finances. 

His scrupulous care of the 
town’s ledgers has resulted in a 
cash flow system that netted the 
town $550,000 in interest two 
years ago (the figure dropped to 
$375,000 last year because the 
town had to pay out money to 
cover late tax bills). 

His attention to detail has 
even caused a major political 
uproar. It was Faggiano who, 
reviewing the Middlesex County 
balance sheets one night, 
discovered that the county didn’t 
earn a penny of interest in 1980. 

That discovery led to Country 
Treasurer Rocco Antonelli’s in¬ 
dictment for conflict of interest 
charges, which alleged that An- 
tonelli deposited county funds in 
non-interest-bearing accounts in 
return for personal loans (those 
charges were recently dropped 
when Antonelli agreed to resign 
as treasurer). 

Antonelli, in his 1980-81 budget 
message, referred to Faggiano as 


“an obscure controller of a town 
stating that the Country 
Treasurer earned no interest in 
Fiscal 1980.’’ 

To the town officials who rely 
on Faggiano’s knowledge of the 
budget, he is anything but 
obscure. 

Those town officials will have 
to learn to get along without “The 
Fagg’’ (rhymes with badge) 
from now on. Tomorrow, he will 
retire from his post for a life of 
golf and painting in his Andover 
home. 

Faggiano has the perfect 
character for an accountant, 
precise and careful. He is always 
the best-dressed man at the 
weekly selectmen’s meetings, 
meticulously and dapperly 
clothed. 

Even his approach to his 
favorite sport golf (which, like 
football, he will discuss en¬ 
thusiastically at the drop of a hat) 
reflects that character. 

“It’s a mechanical game, one 
that calls for exact repetition,’’ 
commented Faggiano. 

In his work, Faggiano is just 
as exacting. Although he must 
oversee the town’s retirement 
system, insurance plans, con¬ 
tracts and trust funds, he also 
looks at every bill or check the 
town receives. 

“I audit every piece of paper 
that goes through Town Hall — 
every payment, all the payrolls, 
all the bills,’’ said Faggiano. “We 
find duplication, incomplete 
items, someone who’s not getting 
the best price for something.’’ 

Of course, people don’t like to 
be caught making a mistake in 
their ledgers. During Faggiano’s 
going-away reception at Ran¬ 
dall’s Restaurant Monday night. 
Selectmen Chairman Edward 
O’Connell commented that Fag¬ 
giano could be hard-nosed about 
spending money. 

“You’re like the house detec¬ 


tive — you watch things, mention 
things, and sometimes that’s dif¬ 
ficult for the rest of us,’’ O’Con¬ 
nell told Faggiano. “And Al, you 
have been difficult to a great 
degree.’’ 

Faggiano doesn’t care if he’s 
dealing with the town bigwigs or 
a small department head — if he 
doesn’t like the way things are 
run, he’ll make it known. 

A few weeks ago, after Town 
Manager Thomas Groux pur¬ 
chased a magnetic board to use 
for an organizational chart of the 
town departments, F'aggiano 
turned down Groux’s request for 
payment. “There wasn’t 
anything in the budget lor a 
board,’’ he said. 

He’s also been known to roll 
his eyes a bit while attending the 
weekly selectmen’s meeting, 
after the selectmen have spent 
two hours rehashing the same 
subject. Since time, they say, is 
money, the accountant in Fag¬ 
giano can’t stand to see the 
selectmen wasting time. 

Time is about the only thing 
Faggiano lets town officials 
waste anymore. 

His biggest crusade over the 
last 13 years has been to make 
sure the town doesn’t waste 
money by leaving it sitting in a 
bank. 

For the past 12 years, the town 
has operated under a cash 
management system that makes 
sure that as soon as the town 
takes money in, it is invested. 
And the money isn’t put in the 
bank to cover checks until the day 
the checks will be cashed. 

“Cash management is a func¬ 
tion that requires daily attention 
to maximize earnings,’’ said Fag¬ 
giano. “They didn’t know what 
cash management was before 1 
got here — when they borrowed 
for the high school, they just left 
the $13 million in the bank, earn¬ 
ing nothing in interest, waiting to 


pay bills that weren’t coming for 
two years. They could have in¬ 
vested the money.’’ 

Faggiano has even figured out 
how long it takes between the 
time a check is written and the 
time it is cashed, so that the 
money stays invested during the 
interim. That little trick allows 
the I own to keep an extra $150,000 
a month in its portfolio, F'aggiano 
.said. 

As one of only seven municipal 
comptrollers in the state, Fag¬ 
giano has the authority to review 
all department expenditures 
before the money is spent — 
authority he uses to make sure 
the tow'll doesn’t overspend. 

“What you’re looking for is to 
consolidate functions, streamline 
things, and make sure that if two 
departments are buying the same 
things, they interlock so you 
avoid waste,’’ said Faggiano. 

All of which — cash manage¬ 
ment, floating checks and con¬ 
solidation - private business has 
been doing lor years. It was Fag¬ 
giano’s goal when he began in 
Winchester to bring private 
business practices to municipal 
government. 

Faggiano learned those prac¬ 
tices during 30 years with Paine 
Furniture in Boston, starting as 
a cost accountant and working his 
way up to assistant treasurer and 
then controller. 

He learned accounting at 
Bentley College, graduating in 
1940. But before working for 
Paine’s, he spent three years 
fighting with the U.S. Army in 
Europe during World War 11, 
earnng a Purple Heart and four 
combat stars. 

Faggiano spent considerably 
longer fighting w'aste in tow'n 
government. And after all those 
years, he said he can be proud of 
one thing. 

“I taught the town how to 
make money.’’

This report records local 
legislators’ votes on roll calls 
from the last session of 1983 on 
Dec. 30. 

C AIMTALOin'L.AV (II (JtHHi); 
House approved 122-20, Senate 
approved 31-3, a $704 million 
capital outlay budget drafted by 
a House-Senate conference com¬ 
mittee after each branch had ap¬ 
proved different versions. The 
bill funds construction, repairs, 
and improvement of state proper¬ 
ties and institutions and the pur¬ 
chase of property, equipment, 
and motor vehicles. 

Supporters said the package 
was a fiscally responsible one 
necessary to fund vital projects 
including improvements at state 
schools for the retarded which 
must be performed to prevent the 
loss of millions in federal funds. 

Opponents said the package is 
over $100 million more than 
either the House or Senate ver¬ 
sion. They claimed it is loaded 
with pork barrel items and 
millions of dollars for non- 


essential projects and purchases 
which will cost the taxpayer 
millions. 

(A “Yea” vote is for the bill. 
A “Nay” vote is against it. The 
bill was later sent to Gov. 


law, which expired Dec. 31, 1983, 
allowed the secretary to hike fees 
without legislative approval and 
exempted no one.

The new version freezes all fees 
for one year and after that re¬ 
quires legislative approval for 
any hike in fees. The measure 
also exempts anyone over 65 
from any fee increases. Prior to 
passage of the bill, a one year 


allows reasonable increases with 
legislative approval. They 
claimed that without the bill, 
lawyers say that either all fees 
would expire and result in a loss 
of $265 million or fees would be 
rolled back to pre-1980 levels and 
a loss of $155 million — both 
scenarios which the state cannot 
afford. 

Some opponents said that any 
fee bill is simply a license to in- 
dicrectly increase taxes. Others 
said no fee bill should be passed 
because many fees already in ex¬ 
istence exceed the cost of the 
license or service and are 
actually tax increases which can¬ 


not be set by the Secretary. They 
urged the legislature to wait for 
the outcome of a suit against the 
Secretary for increasing taxes. 

A “Yea” vote is for the bill. A 
“Nay” vote is against it). The 
Senate later approved the bill on 
a voice vote and sent it to Gover¬ 
nor Dukakis. 

Saltmarsh did not vote. 

AMEND CAPITAL OUTLAY 
(H 6906): House 102-31, refused to 
suspend rules to allow amend¬ 
ments to the capital outlay 
budget. 

Supporters said rule suspen¬ 
sion would allow legislators to 
amend the bill and eliminate 
some of the millions of dollars of 
waste in the package. 

Opponents said rule suspen¬ 
sion would result in dozens of pro¬ 
posed amendments and the 
likelihood that agreement on a 
budget would not be reached 
before the end of the 1983 session. 

Saltmarsh did not vote.

The Story Of The Fight Against The Pound Seizure Law 


KDITOH OK TIIK .STAK: 

When Gov. Michael Dukaki.s signed 
H-6773, on Dec. 17. humane history was 
made, here in Massachusetts, because it 
meant that Ch. 49A. of the General Laws, 
the hated and infamous Pound Seizure 
Law. was repealed. 

ITiose of us who fought this law helore 
it went on the lx)oks. in 19.‘j7. can now feel 
a sense of relief, after years of fear, dread, 
and horror, because of what was happen¬ 
ing to lost dogs and cats in our public 
pounds, most of whom met a tragic fate 
in medical schools, hospitals, and 
re.search lalwratories. 

My late husband, Stephen, our son. 
Stephen, and I, though always involved in 
humane work, first became actively in¬ 
volved in working via the Legislature 
directly, in 197.3, due to the fact that the 
MSPCA (Mass. Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals) had filed a bill. 
S.311, that cut the humane lO-day holding 
period for lost dogs in public pounds, to an 
impossible five days, even though they 
knew that these dogs, whose owners 
couldn’t trace and reclaim them in five 
days - would end up in medical research. 

We were alerted to the bill by Dorothy 
Checchi O’Brien, and my sharp letter to 
Sen. William Saltonstall about it. elicited 
the information that the MSPt!A had re¬ 
quested the bill, and the Animal Hescue 
League had backed it, also. 

We filed a bill. S.H49. to regain the 
10-day holding period, through Sen. John 
Bullock of Arlington, and Hep. Harrison 
Chadwick of Winchester, and. as they .say, 
the fun began. 

We had to contact hundreds of people 
to back us -got ovenvlielming .suppt)rl - our 
bill got unanimous approval at the jam- 
packed hearing before the Joint Commit¬ 
tee on Counties, yet we had to spend ALL 
of 1974 fighting constant interference from 
the MSPCA and Animal Rescue League. 

Because of them, and their reaching 
Gov. Sargent, who was on the MSPC’A's 
Board, we ended up with seven days. 
Sargent compromising, as usual. What a 
shock! 

In 1974 for 197,'), I filed my first bill to 
repeal the Pound Seizure Law. 

We went to the New Lngland Anti- 
Vivisection Society, then on Park street, 
across from the State House, to get 
material to add to what we had on the sub¬ 
ject, and all that they gave us were some 
pamphlets on a table, available to anyoiu* 

The one person who was a constant 
help through all of this time, was Dorothy 
Checchi O’Brien, who had fought through 
her bill to ban the steel jaw leghold trap. 

In 1976, a bill was again filed to regain 
the 10-day holding pericxl for lost dogs, and 
this time it was signed, by Gov. Dukakis, 
despite opposition from the MSI’CA and 
Animal Rescue League. 

The latter also vehemently opposed a 
bill filed to ban the horrible decompres¬ 
sion chambers used in Animal Reseue 
League shelters, with the M.SPCA sup¬ 
posedly favoring the bill. (This was also 
in 1976). 

I say • supposedly ’. Ijecause on a 
rollcall vote on the bill in the Hou.se, only 
12 repre.sentatives opposed this humane 
bill - nine of these men coming from towns 
or cities where either the Animal Rescue 
League or the MSPCA had a shelter or 
where a top-ranking official lived. This 
was obviously no coincidence 

The bill won. however, thanks to very 
hard work on the part of Dorothy (I'Brien, 
Esther Nowell, and the three of us. with 
total support from many humanitarians 
all over the state, who wiote letters oi call¬ 
ed up. 

When the so-called “Animal Commis¬ 
sion’’, (set up via another bill filed in 1973 
by Sen. SaltoiLsUill and hand picked by the 
MSPCA) filed its “report ” as a bill, Ijoth 
in 1977, when it was defealt'd, and again 
in 1979, after many hearings, all in public 
places and at pulilic expease, the bill con 
tained Ch. 49A. much to the surprise ol 
animal lovers. 

My family and I s|X'nt AIJ. of those two 


years working to defeat the 3()-page bill, 
which contained such horrendous provi¬ 
sions that Ix'gislators were shocked when 
we pointed them out. 

Again, Dorothy was working with us, 
and the Mass. Police K-9 Officers Assn, 
was viK’iferous in its op|X)sition, along with 
dog owners, breed and Kennel clubs, as 
well as dog-griKiming associations, when 
we showed the latter that the bill would 
put them out of business. 

The “Animal Commission ”, heavily 
backed bv the MSPCA, died, along with its 
bills. 

In 19H(l. the MSPCA finally filed a bill 
to repeal (Ji. 49A (the Pound Seizure 
Law), through Rep. Michael Lombardi, of 
Cambridge. The bill lost. 

Dorothy and I. and one or two other 
people, had been filing this bill, either 
alternately, or at the same time, for years, 
and we all lobbied for it. 

Just as I had predicted to my family, 
who also knew what would hap|x*n - at the 
packed hearings in 1980 and 1981, we had 
opposition to our bills, not only from Har¬ 
vard Medical School. Boston University 
Medical School. Tufts Medical, M.I.T.. 
and all of the “teaching ” hospitals, but we 
had opposition from the new Tufts 
Veterinary School, which strangely 
enough, was undergoing discussions on 
getting together with the MSPCA’s Angell 
Memorial Animal Hospital. (Tuft’s first 
lobbyist lived in Winchester.) 

Although that temixirarily fell through, 
the South Shore Veterinary Associates lx‘- 
ing the ones chosen to work with TufLs Vet. 
School, the original plan came about, and 
the MSPCA’s Angell Memorial is 
associated with the new V’eterinary 
School, which, as 1 said, opposed repeal 
of the Pound Seizure Law! 

This past year. I again filed a bill. 
11 1241, through Rep. •Whip’’Saltmarsh, 
of Winchester, to repeal Chap 49A. 

Similar bills were filed by Rep. (’harles 
K Klaherty, .)r.. of Cambridge (11.1237), 
Rep. lOmanuel G. Serra, of East Boston, 

1 11.323.')), and Rep. Thomas K. Lynch, ol 
Barnstable. (11.2134). They were later 
combined as 11.6773. 

At the hearing, last winter, with televi¬ 
sion cameras and bright lights focused on 
us. 1 had to get up before the Committee 
on Natural Resources and a crowded 
nxmi, tos|K*ak lor my bill Dorothy spoke, 
Esther Nowell and the MSPCA lobbyist, 
as well as the NEAVS lobbyist spoke, 
along with, in turn, othei-s who favortnl the 
bill. 

1 might add. that the MSPCA has never 
had a veterinarian there, to testify about 
the horrors facing lost dogs in jxiunds, sold 
for medical re.search. 

'I'o our surpri.se and delight, the bill got 
a lavorable r(‘port. from the committee. 

Meanwhile, my son and 1. and. of 
course. Dorothy, had to read through 
thoasands of bills, to find any adverse bills 
on dogs, or animals in general. 

To our dismay, a Senate bill was filed, 
attempting to cut the holding period for 
lost dogs back to seven days. 'I'liis had 
been filed in 1980, but was killed. 

My son and 1 had to spend a great deal 
ol lime working to kill the bill again, and 
just who was behind it is anyone’s guess. 

While we were working on this, 
Dorothy O’Brien was intensively lobbying 
for the r(*peal ol the Pound Seizure Law. 
and we did what we could, on my bill, aiul 
Esther Nowell put in a lot of time on it. 

It was Dorothy O’Brien, however, who 
worked out the detailed wording of the bill, 
with Rep. Raymond A. Jordan Jr., of 
Springfield, with whom we conferred 
several times, al.so. 

Due to estate .settlement, my son and 
I could not g(*t in to the State House as 
olten as we wished, but Dorothy kept at 
it. coming all the way up from Plymouth.

At a party at the Parker House to 
celebrate the passge of H.6773, no one 
there, including the NEAVS head, or 
MSP(’A’s vice president and one-time lob¬ 
byist, even knew the numlx3r of the bill, 
or its content, yet my son had a copy in 
his pocket, and we had to show it to 
everyone! 

Gver the past several years, some 23 
towns and cities have, via home rule bills, 
gotten themselves exempted from the 
Pound Seizure Law. Quincy being the 
latest one. 

It was obvious to the Legislature that, 
one way or the other, the Pound Seizure 
Law would be circumvented. 

Many towns had tacit, quiet 
agreements with their Dog Officer, that no 
dogs from their pound would go to medical 
experiments or research. 

Last Spring, the huge and successful 
Mobilization for Animals rally in Boston 
and Southborough. at Harvard’s Primate 
Center, a clearing house for endless 
numixjrs of lx*autiful dogs and cats all lost, 
and at least 50% pure bred - gave notice 
that thousands of people were fed up with 
this traffic in lost pets. 

Then came the “ Pro Pets” petition 
drive to get the entire question put to a 
public vote. More than enough signatures 
were collected by volunteers, statewide, 
this Fall. 

This action was backed by the NEAVS 
and the MSP(.’A, and a coalition of local 
humane societies and animal lovers, 
working together. 

Meanwhile. H.6773 was winding its way 
through the Legislature, with Dorothy 
O’Brien going from office to office to 
discuss it, as you have to do, to get a bill 
through. 

Many well-meaning people file a bill, 
go to the hearing, and go home, thinking 
that the Rep. or Senator who filed it will 
fight it through. That’s not the way it 
happens. 

Others file a bill and don’t even attend 
the hearing, thinking that the bill will 
automatically go through, 'rhat’s not the 
way it happens, either. 

You have to personally lobby for your 
bill (or against a bill you don’t like), a 
minimum of one to two days a week, at the 
State House. It means a lot of work, miles 
of walking, hours of talking, and learning 
the ropes about the legislative process. 

My family and I had to drop all of our 
personal interests, business, •“fun ” limes, 
and many important projects, to do this 
work. It cost us around $5(),()()() in general 
expenses, and the cost in not finishing our 
long-awaited history of Boston’s old West 
End when we should have, eleven years 
ago, and in my not spending full lime on 
my drawing and painting (I’m an artist), 
is incalculable. 

For the NEAVS and MSPCA to claim 
the credit for the passage and signing of 
11.6773, is simply not correct. 

If any one {xjrson deserves the credit 
for this bill’s success, it is Dorothy (’hec- 
chi O’Brien. 

We should know, lx*cau.se we have lx*en 
at the Stale Hou.se in p<.'rson, when she was 
there, and saw what she did, lugging 
armloads of papers, folios, and tote bags. 

We've done the same (my husband us¬ 
ed to carry one suitcase full of papers that 
weighed 28 pounds). It’s exhausting work. 

Much credit goes to Rep. Raymond A. 
Jordan Jr. for all his help and to Sen. 
George Bachrach of Watertown for his 
help in the Senate. 

It has been a big thrill for my family 
and me. that my own bill was a part of this 
long awaited success. I only wish that my 
husband had lived to .see this, after all of 
our hard work at the Stale Hou.se. 

Many thanks to all of you who wrote 
letters or called the State House to suppoi l 
us.

Parent-Aide Program Needs Volunteers 


EDITOR OK THE .STAR: 

(’ongralulalions on your efforts to 
make The .Star a better community 
newspaper with your specials on the ser¬ 
vices available in Winchester. The articles 
on the positive achievements of our 
schools, students, and the various 
organizations in town which help to im¬ 
prove the quality of life in our town reflect 
my belief that our community is getting 
better, and not deteriorating as some 
would have us believe. 

I would like to suggest that you give 
some publicity to a new (to this area) 
volunteer service - the Parent-Aide Pro¬ 
grams. While the form of the program 
varies from community to community and 
state to state, the basic thrust of these pro¬ 
grams is to train and supervise lay peo¬ 
ple to develop supportive relationships 
with families under stress. These pro¬ 
grams are growing across the country, 
with over 31 groups in Massachusetts. 

Among these is the first Mystic Valley 
Parent-Aide Program which began last 
spi’ing. A small second group has just 
begun training, and plans are underway 
for another group to begin training after 
the first of the year. 

I am one of 15 volunteers who respond¬ 
ed to the brief articles carried by various 
hx’al papers announcing an orientation, in¬ 
formational meeting. W'e underwent six 
weeks of training by registered social 
workers, Carol Trust, and our supervisor- 
to-be. Nancy McHugh. At the completion 
of our training, we selected our parent 
from a pool of parents who had either re¬ 
quested an aide through their social 
worker, or had been recommended by the 
Dept, of Social Services or another 
agency. 

W'e then broke into two groups for our 
weekly supervision with one group 
meeting mornings, the other evenings to 
accommodate working aides. We meet 


together for monthly on-going training. All 
meetings are kept confidential, as is the 
name of the family being helped. 

We, parents and parent aides, made a 
commitment to visit weekly for a year. At 
the end of the year, an evaluation will be 
made, and the parent may either continue 
with another parent-aide, or may no 
longer require the program. The aide may 
either take another parent or take a break 
or no longer continue in the program. We 
were told this from our first meeting, and 
we weighed making this long-term com¬ 
mitment carefully. 

After a few meetings with our parents, 
we discussed scheduling our future group 
training for the termination process. We 
all had numerous reasons for continuing 
on with our parents. This is only one 
reason for having good supervision. I am 
sure most of us will not only continue with 
the program, but will keep in touch with 
our present parent as a friend. 

Our group is an unusual one with a 
diversity of talent, experience, and educa¬ 
tional background. We are enriched 
through our work with our parents, each 
other and our supervisor. Would that all 
volunteer programs were so professional¬ 
ly and ably handled. 

We urge anyone who feels he/she can 
give the most precious gift of all-time, en¬ 
couragement and support- to consider 
becoming a parent-aide. More men are 
especially needed. For information, call

Silver-Haired Legislature Report 


EDI TOR OK THE STAR: 

SilvtM'-llaired Legislature Report 

1983 was a banner year for the elderly 
of this state with the passage and signing 
into law of 14 major pieces of legislation, 
including the long-sought Nursing Home 
Ombudsman bill, now Chapter 544. Other 
very important bills to become law in¬ 
clude the act expanding the ability of 
nurse practitioners and physician 
assistants to treat patients (Chapter 565) 
and the Condominium Conversion Regula¬ 
tion bill (Chapter 5“27.) The two bond 
issues for housing (Chapter 574) and for 
transportation (Chapter 637) will also 
make a difference in the quality of life for 
Massachusetts’ elders, us will the Victim 
Bill of Rights (Chapter 694.) 

Anyone who played an advocacy role 
on behalf of these bills can be rightly pro¬ 
ud. In the'next session, the Dept, of Elder 
Affairs will advocate for a package of 
legislation including a bill to create a tax 
exemption for families caring for elders 
at home, legislation to eliminate man¬ 
datory retirement, and additional legisla¬ 
tion to increase work options for elders. 

In the Nov. 18 session at the State 


House, the following four bills passed both 
Silver-Haired Legislature (SHL) houses to 
become its legislative priorities for 1984. 
They will be late-filed as soon as the 1984 
session begins. They are: 

1. An act memorializing the Congress 
of the United States to correct the Social 
Security benefit disparity which has 
become known as the “Notch’’ problem. 

2. An act directing insurance com¬ 
panies to itemize discounts for elders on 
insurance policies. 

3. An act in order that the elderly In 
Massachusetts continue to have the ser¬ 
vices that were provided them through the 
SHL, we recommend the following; That 
the SHL become a permanent group with 
the same rules that were in effect when 
originally started in 1980. 

4. An act providing police protection in 
public housing. 

We respectfully request all citizens to 
support these bills and contact their 
regularly elected legislators by letter or 
phone to indicate support and concern.

Move The Police 
Station And 
Gain Parking 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

In my last letter, I said that in my opi¬ 
nion my plan for a separate, free-standing 
Police Station, built on a properly land¬ 
scaped lot of ample size, located on a main 
street near the center of town, would pro¬ 
bably cost no more (and might even cost 
less) than the present plan, which calls for 
a Hydra-headed makeshift attached to the 
rear of the present Fire Station. 

Under the (Public Safety Building 
Study) Committee’s plan, the Winchester 
Police Station would be no more visible 
than it is today, where it is located up a 
side street, hidden behind an abandoned 
bank, with access only by means of a flight 
of stairs at the end of an alley. 

The committee’s plan calls for two 
buildings, my plan calls for only one. Sure¬ 
ly the one should cost no more than the 
two. Furthermore, my plan calls for ex¬ 
tra space, not needed by the Fire Dept., 
to be available as an annex, within easy 
walking distance, of the Town Hall. 

So much for the initial cost, one way or 
the other. There is another side, however, 
to be considered. 

The committee proposes to build addi¬ 
tions to the rear of the present building 
that would encroach upon the present cen¬ 
tral parking area by a foundation footprint 
of 5,300 square feet. According to their 
figures, that would eliminate a total of 20 
parking spaces. 

I propose to move the police station 
elsewhere. The police cars, both private 
and official, would then be moved out of 
the area. This move would result in gain¬ 
ing another 20 spaces for use by the 
general public in this critical central park¬ 
ing area. Twenty plus 20 is 40. In other 
words, under my plan the center gains 40 
parking spaces. 

So that you may visualize just how im¬ 
portant a^ain of 40 parking spaces is to 
the center of town, I would like to point out 
there are exactly 30 parking spaces along 
Main st., both sides, between the parkway 
and the traffic circle. There are 10 more 
on Mt. Vernon st., both sides, to the old 
Savings Bank. Strike out those 40 spaces 
and see whether it makes a difference or 
not. 

In a subsequent letter, I hope to show 
that these 40 spaces, over the years, can 
totally liquidate the initial cost of the kind 
of Police Station I have in mind, so that, 
in the end, we get my kind of Police Sta¬ 
tion for nothing! I ask. is not that good 
sound economy.

'[the mud several times but our 
- native driver persisted, rocking 
f the bulky machine back and forth 


in four-wheel drive until it lurch¬ 
ed forward and lumbered on. 

After 45 minutes we stopped 
along the banks of the Mara 
River which courses ambiguous¬ 
ly through the plain. We climbed 
down the river bank and several 
of us boarded a small, crudely 
built raft tied to a rope which 
spanned the river. Our driver 
pulled us across the river but 
before we reached the other side 
we heard a loud snort less than 10 
feet away. 

Hidden by the intense 
darkness was a group of dozing 
hippos in the water. Our driver 
advised us to stay close to the 
river until he returned with the 
rest of the group. We joked ner¬ 
vously. Where would we run if an 
animal emerged from the forest? 
Certainly not to the river. We 
were relieved when everyone had 
crossed the river and another 
Land Rover emerged from the 
bush. 

Safely aboard, we again 
traversed the muddy plain, boun¬ 
cing in and out of rain drenched 
arroyos. It was too dark to view 
wildlife and downright chancey to 
stick our heads out the canvas 
flap since mud and water spurted 
steadily from beneath the wheels. 
Of course, we could have flown in 
to the balloon site as had Jackie 
Onassis and Prince Charles when 
they were on safari. 

An hour later we stopped at a 
camp site and the pilot led us 
through the bush to a large open¬ 
ing where the balloons were being

prepared for light. One balloon 
was already fired up and we were 
waved over to help hold it and its 
passengers on the ground until 
our balloon was ready to go. 
When inflated the balloon stood 
as high as a 10-story building. 

Twenty feet away, our ballon 
laid limply on its side resisting 
the current of warm air being 
forced into it. A crew of natives 
pulled at the struts, offering 
space for the tall shooting flame. 
Occasionally it looked as if the 
flame might hit the nylon and set 
it on fire. 

Over and over again the 
burners were fired until the yards 
of red and white nylon started to 
fill with warm air. Like a tired 
camel rising first to its knees, 
then to its feet, the limp balloon 
stood up tall. Eager to fly, it pull¬ 
ed anxiously at the basket while 
the crew fought to hold it down 
long enough for us to board. 

One passenger expressed a 
fear of heights which extended to 
climbing ladders. No soner were 
we aboard when the balloon took 
off, ascending quite rapidly, but 
in total silence. The passenger’s 
fears quickly disappeared as the 
first rays of morning sun pushed 
throuogh the clouds and a sea of 
grazing animals appeared only a 
few feet below us. 

We flew over the eastern sec¬ 
tion of Masai Mara Game 
Preserve which is reputed to be 
the best game region in Kenya to¬ 
day. Lions, cheetahs, rhinos, 
leopards and hippos could be 
spotted along the river, and 


zebra, wildebeests, topi and Roan 
antelope, along with myriad 
small animals could be seen on 
the plain. 

The juxtaposition of tall grass 
and short grass and the deep 
forested swath cut by the river 
and fed by its muddy waters, is a 
spectacle too vast to comprehend 
from the ground. 

Our pilot skirted the tree tops 
sometimes skimming the heads 
of tall, thin-necked giraffes which 
stood nibbling the succulent 
growth. As the air in the balloon 
cooled, we dipped cautiously 
down over a pool of wall-eyed hip¬ 
pos bathing in the river below. 

When the burners were fired, 
the balloon hesitated momentari¬ 
ly before it began a slow climb up 
and over the trees. If he wished, 
the pilot could take the balloon up 
15,000 feet in the air. 

Our final decent was slow and 
smooth. We were instructed to 
squat in the basket and hold on 
with both hands for the landing. 
The basket touched the ground 
and one edge bounced along for 
several hundred feet before it 
gripped the earth, tipped over on 
its side and was dragged to a 
stop. One by one we crawled out 
of the overturned basket, pleased 
with the soft, painless touch 
down. 

We learned later that the 
baskets are woven by expert 
craftsmen at the Royal Workshop 
for the Blind in Bristol, England. 
The large, lightweight baskets 
are made of cane and willow, 
materials that combine strength 


and resiliency. 

Our pilot, Alain Guillou, broke 
open two bottles of French cham¬ 
pagne upon landing and served it 
up in silver goblets. Laughingly, 
he boasted that the champagne 
had cost more than the mornings 
fuel. 

The metal gas tanks were 
removed from the balloon basket 
and placed in a circle for us to sit 
on while eating a breakfast of 
fresh fruit, cheese, chicken, eggs 
and pastry served up by the smil¬ 
ing ground crew. We all agreed 
our morning’s experience was 
priceless. 

Lastly, Guillou passed out 
souvenir flight certificates of the 
trip which stated in French that 
we had successfully completed 
the voyage “with courage and 
composure.” The courage we 
kept. The composure we lost with 
the champagne.

Safaris are no longer a 
prerogative of the rich. There are 
comfortable to luxurious accom¬ 
modations for tourists at 
moderate cost in each of Kenya’s 
game preserves. And camping 
out in tents is not essential for in¬ 
timate wildlife viewing. 

Balloon safaris are safe, ex¬ 
citing and available to everyone. 
Should a balloon burner fail, the 
balloon enters a stable slow des¬ 
cent as the air inside cools down. 
Pilots are licensed and balloons 
are replaced each year because 
the fierce African sun rots the 
nylon after only 200 flight hours.

prisoners were all right. 

“People took a different view of 
prisoners then,” he said. “They took the 
view, “Tough for them. If they do 
something that they need to be locked up 
for, they don’t deserve special treat¬ 
ment.” 

The set up at the Winchester Police 
Station is typical of the older stations said 
Donham, who has designed new stations 
for the State Police and in West Roxbury, 
Hanover and Wellesley. 

“I don’t think Winchester’s station is 
unusual,” said Donham. “It’s bad, ob¬ 
solete, but it’s not unusual. 

“Most of the older stations are hell¬ 
holes,” he added. “Most of the voting 
public stays out of jail, so it’s tough to get 
them to agree to vote the money to fix 
them up.” 

The Winchester 'I'own Meeting voted 
last spring to hire Donham and Sweeney 
to design the renovations, and will vote 
this spring on whether or not to spend $1.8 
million to fix the Winchester station up.

Students Rave About WHS

Friday afternoons may not 
seem like the best time to study 
physics if you’re a high school 
student. With the weekend only 
hours away, who wants to figure 
out formulas, measure momen¬ 
tum or listen to lectures? 

The students in Francis X. 
P^inigan’s college-bound physics 
lab obviously do. Last Friday, 
they w'ere enthusiastically piling 
foil-wrapped bricks on little 
wooden carts and measuring the 
distance Ixilween the carts and 
the end of their lab tables. 

The experiment was designed 
by Plnigan, the science director 
of Winchester schools, to give 
them an understanding of 
momentum, action and reaction. 
The atmosphere was lively as 
students laughed at P'inigan’s 
jokes and talked quietly to one 


another as they completed the 
lab. 

There was a noticeable 
absence of yawning, snoring or 
doodling in the lively laboratory. 
And most of the conversation was 
directly related to the momentum 
experiment, making the lab an 
interesting and fun place to be on 
a Friday afternoon. 

Students aren’t the only ones 
who have recognized and ap¬ 
preciated the physics department 
at Winchester High. The program 
w'as recently named one of the 
top 10 in the nation by the Na¬ 
tional Science Teachers Assn., 
and earlier this fall it was 
selected as the outstanding 
physics program for secondary 
schools in Massachusetts. 

The enrollment in physics 
courses is “astronomically high,” 
according to Finigan. This year, 
197 students, or 55.7 percent of the

high school’s seniors, take one of 
three physics courses. National¬ 
ly, Finigan said, only 19 percent 
of high school students take 
physics, and the figure is :10 per¬ 
cent in New England. 

Why has studying physics, a 
course often associated with dif¬ 
ficult equations, time-consuming 
problem sets and number-loving 
nerds, become so popular with all 
kinds of high .school students? 

Finigan said the program is so 
successful because it is based on 
experiments rather than text¬ 
books. and because the teachers 
are so willing to get involved. 

“The teachers will use ex¬ 
amples based on physical things 
that students can relate to — like 
hockey, basketball and sliding 
across a car seat after turning 
sharply to explain momentum 
and velocity,” he explained. “The 
principles that govern physics 


jokes In with his explanations," com¬ 
mented Anne Marie Mazzucotelli dur¬ 
ing a physics lab last week.

are basic and imi)or(ant to their 
understanding of the real world 
around them.” 

While (he students agree that 
physics is interesting and ap¬ 
plicable, most say that the real 
reason they take physics is ac¬ 
tually Finigan himself. 

“It’s Mr. Finigan’s personali¬ 
ty,” said Jill Maryanski, while 
recording measurements in her 
notebook. “He’s cool. ” 

Maryanski said she |)robably 
wouldn’t have taken physics 
otherwise. “He’s an excellent 
teacher,” she said “Time really 
flies in this class — it’s much bet¬ 
ter than chemistry.” 

“We’re learning about things 
that you take for granted,” .said 
Steve Moros. “Mr. P^inigan .seems 
to know' if your mind isn’t on 
physics, and he doesn’t push it.” 

But Moros said Finigan never 
has to push it, becau.se most of the 


students find cla.ss .so interesting. 
“He’s mostly concerned that w'e 
understand the experiments,” he 
added. “And his enthusiasm is 
contagious.” 

Although Finigan wdll 
demonstrate physics ex- 
jjeriments with a butter-gun that 
spreads butter on toast to see how' 
things inci'ease geometrically, or 
by breaking a string to show’ in¬ 
ertia. he leaves a lot of the 
discovery up to the students 
themselves. 

The program encourages each 
student to organize his ideas and 
materials by gathering evidence 
relating to a |)hysical event, mak¬ 
ing measurements and writing up 
(he conclusions in a lab report. 

“We’i'e learning how things 
work,” explained senior Gary 
Ducharme. “And w'hen vve do ex¬ 
periments, we always w’rite up 
what hapjxms. We can really see 


what we do and understand it.^ 
Jean Romeo said that she had 
discovered principles of light bv 
studying how' light bounces bac| 
off mirrors. “All the experiment 
are really interesting.” she saii 
“We don’t even mind doing tlij^ 
homework.” 1) 

And Steve Cullen, whos^' 
father was a pupil of Finigan’l 
said Finigan knows how' to maKi? 
his subject come alive. “Hells 
never boring.” Cullen explained, 
noting that his father still 
remembers the things he learned 
in physics. “He’ll talk to us abodt 
sports and other subjects too, b((t 
he alw ays relates it to physics. Pfc 
one ever cuts his class.” j 
When questioned about the 
physics program, Finigan is he^j 
tant about taking too much credit 
for himself. ^ et in his 33 years in

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tlu* science department at Win¬ 
chester High School, he has com¬ 
piled a host of awards, including 
one as the Nation’s Outstanding 
Science Supervisor in 1980. 

lie is obviously proud of the 
department’s development. 

“In my early years, it was a 
real challenge to maintain the 
program and build it up,” he said. 

“But it's been a real thrill to 
watch the students get involved in 
the experiments at all levels.” 

Finigan believes a good 
science program must begin in 
the elementary school. As a 
result, many of the experiments 
he designed for the high school 
classes are also taking place on a 
less complex scale in all of the 
schools. 

“We re mainly interested in 
gearing students towards an 
understanding of the environ¬ 
ment and how society accepts the 
idea of it, ” Finigan noted. “I 
think it gives them a superior 
education because they get an ac¬ 
tual feeling for the subject 
through their experiments.” 

At the high school, the physics 
laboratory never closes, giving 
the students the opportunity to 
use the lab during their free 
periods and after school. For the 
past six years, several computers 
liave been used in conjuntion with 
both labs and lectures. 

“‘The computers have made a 
big difference,” noted Advanced 
Placement (AP) Physics teacher 
Larry Smith, refering to two new 
Apple II E’s the department got 
over the summer. “And the 
students really enjoy using them 
for experiments and programm¬ 
ing. “‘But it’s more than the 
facilities that have made the pro¬ 
gram so successful — there’s 
been a lot of commmunity sup¬ 
port and enthusiasm from both 
teachers and students.” 

For Smith, it is the ability of 


the students, like those he teaches 
in the rigorous AP course, that 
make the program so exciting. 

“We expect a lot from these 
students and they always come 
through, ” he noted. “It makes 
teaching very rewarding and in¬ 
tellectually demanding. Their 
questions amaze me at times — 
you can really feel the brain 
power in that classroom.” 

AP student Alex Laats said 
the course was one of the most 
challenging and interesting he 
has taken at the high school. “We 
don’t just memorize things,” he 
said. “We learn by doing ex¬ 
amples. Mr. Smith doesn’t beat 
us over the head with things or 
make us sweat through class. He 
lets us ask questions and discuss 
things.” 

Laats said he was impressed 
that Smith, an MIT graduate, 
was so committed to teaching. 
“He could probably be a rich guy 
if he pursued something else,” 
Laat^ said. “But he really enjoys 
teaching and it comes through in 
the classroom. He’s really given 
us a basis for understanding 
physics.” 

Laats credited the physics 
program at the high school for be¬ 
ing “grounded in reason,” noting 
that one of the reasons he con¬ 
tinued to pursue physics after 
completing the honors course as 
a junior was because the courses 
were so interesting. 

“Even if I never took another 
physics course, 1 wouldn’t be ig¬ 
norant about it,” he said. “The 
program really makes a lot of 
sense.” 

When Supt. Charles Mitsakos 
toured the schools recently, he 
got a sense of how important the 
physics program is to both staff 
and students. 

“The program offers critical¬ 
ly needed ideas and challenges in 
a forward direction for science

education,” he said. “To be nam¬ 
ed one of the top 10 programs in 
the country is indeed an honor.” 

Finigan said the new 
superintendent has been very 
supportive of the science pro¬ 
gram. “We’ve always had a lot of 
support from both the School 
Committee and the community,” 
he said. “This past summer, even 
with severe budget cuts, the 
physics teachers were able to 
spend eight weeks on developing 
curriculum materials for the use 
of computers in physics.” 

Finigan admits’ however, that 
he is concerned about the effects 
of declining enrollment on all of 
the programs in Winchester. 

“The town has to place first 
things first, and to me, education 
is the most important part of the 
town,” said P’inigan. “The quali¬ 
ty of the school system in many 
ways controls the real estate 
market.” 

And although Finigan said the 
program has received gifts of 
lasers, magnets and even the lens 
system from a B-36 bomber 
developed by physicist James 
Baker, the program has not been 
immune to science teacher 
lay-offs. 

“Probably the hardest part of 
my job has been telling good 
teachers and good people that 
they won’t be back in the fall,” he 
said. 

While cutting staff has been 
the hardest part of his job, 
Finigan will gladly tell of the 
rewards of 33 years of teaching — 
rewards that aren’t recorded in 
the numerous plaques and cer¬ 
tificates he has received. 

“I’ve had dozens of offers, but 
I really love teaching,” he said, 
smiling. “Besides, I’m con¬ 
sidered something of a relic 
around here. I’ve taught fathers 
and sons, brothers and sisters 
and I’ve continued relationships 


with many families. That’s one of 
the nice parts about being in a 
school system for so many 
years.” 

He also cites many of the pro¬ 
grams graduates who have gone 
on and made their mark in 
science. But Finigan is not as in¬ 
terested in producing outstanding 
alumni as he is in getting students 
of all different abilities interested 
in learning about science and 
technology. 

“We’re just looking for an 
educated student body,” he said. 
“It doesn’t matter if they are go¬ 
ing to go on to college or not. We 
just want students to get a feeling 
for the subject and an under¬ 
standing of it through ex¬ 
perience.” 

And students like Jean Romeo 
«;pv fhnf thnf’s exactly what 
they’ve gotten.“Physics class is 
interesting and it’s all things I 
can relate to,” she noted. “I’ve 
really learned that physics 
relates to life.”

For Ihe average, un¬ 
sophisticated investor, 
there are not many alter¬ 
natives to real estate when 
It comes to increasing the 
value ol their dollar invest¬ 
ment. Take the other mam 
American investment ve¬ 
hicle — the stock market 

There was a study that 
showed the results of in¬ 
vesting $1.000 a year at the 
Dow Jones low of each year 
for 17 years and selling 
those stocks on December 
1 of last year The $17,000 
you would have invested 
would have brought 
$19,486 or a gam of $2,486 


The capital gams tax would 
have taken about $945 and 
the real loss, when the in¬ 
vestment is adjusted for in¬ 
flation, would be $8,620 
The study was somewhat 
distorted because divi¬ 
dends and splits were not 
included, but it shows that 
unless you are a shrewd 
buyer and can pick your 
stocks, the market may not 
be the answer. 

The argument in favor of 
owning real estate, assum¬ 
ing that It IS well located and 
well maintained, is that its 
value continues to rise 
faster than the inflation rate 
How much? An average 
house bought for $25,000 
fifteen years ago would 
bring double that amount, 
or $50,000, today.

Liquor Store Proposed 
To Give Business Boost

Uist Monday marked the (Hth anniver¬ 
sary of Prohibition, when the United 
States went legally “dry” Next Monday 
will mark the Iwginning of an effort to end 
Prohibition in Winchester. 

In hopes of invigorating the downtown 
economy, a proposal will l)e made to the 
Board of Selectmen on Jan. 23 to allow a 
liquor store in Winchester. 

Bringing the idea of a liquor store to the 
selectmen will be only the first step in 
what promises to be a long debate The 
proposal must go before Town Meeting, 
the state legislature, and eventually Win 
Chester voters before a purveyor of wine, 
beer and liquor can open a shop in Win¬ 
chester (T*nter. 

But the proponents of a liquor store 
the town’s Economic Development Com¬ 
mittee and the Chamber of Commerce - 
feel the long haul is worth it to bring new 
business into Winchester. 

“We re trying to attract viable 
busine.sses to the downtown area - but 
we’re not exactly Iwing inundated with re¬ 
quests,” said Chamber Director Cathy 


Alexander, “’niis is one biLsiness we think 
will survive and prosper” 

The kind of liquor store supporters en¬ 
vision is a small establishment, similar to 
“Lexington Spirits” in Lexington Center. 
Supporters are pushing for a full li(iuor 
license — beer, wine and whiskey - but 
they also say it should be up to the voters 
to say if they only want a wine and Iwer 
shop. 

There is no doubt in the mind of 
Economic Development Coordinator John 
Connery that such liquor store would pro 
s|)er in town. 

Using retail surveys of the state. Con¬ 
nery estimated that the residents of Win 
Chester spend about $3 million a year on 
liquor, money that goes into the cash 
registers of merchants in Woburn. Lex¬ 
ington. Medford and other surrounding 
towns, rather than the tills of a Winchester 
merchant. 

“Some people are still going to go to 
Kappy’s, but we would gel a piece of that 
($3 million), ” said Connery. “A package 
store downtown could lake in, at the op¬ 


timum. $.'>(K).(KH) a year and at least 
$2tK).(KH).’’ 

Not only would allowing a liquor store 
bring money to whomever gets the liquor 
license, it would also bring money to the 
other downtown merchants. 

“Any store of that ly|H’ is going to 
create customer traffic,” said Richard 
Malcolm, president of the Chamber and 
the owner of Winchester Ltd. downtown. 
“The people going to the liquor store are 
going to have to walk by the other stores, 
and in some cases they will drop in.” 

(’onnery jwinted out that a liquor store 
would be especially helpful in bringing 
customers downtown during the 
Christmas shopping season. 

“Between Thanksgiving and Jan. I, 
package stores do one-third of their 
busine.ss,’’ said Connery. “And it’s impor¬ 
tant for our little convenience center to 
keep its share of holiday sales.’’

Judge Rules Election Papers 
Must Be Given Out ForWHA

Although th(?ir namr?s may never make 
it on the ballot, residents can start runn 
ing for Mary Meuder's seat on the Win 
Chester Housing Authority i WHA). 

But while a Middlesex Su|H.*rior Court 
judge’s preliminary injunction allows 
residents to take out election pa{x?r.s for 
the seat, a later ruling could mean that 
Meader can keep the seat for another 
three years. 

Whether or not Meader is entitled to 
keep that seat until 1987 has been the sub¬ 
ject oi a court suit that began after she 
was appointed by a joint vote of the Board 
of .Selectmen and tlie WHA in July. 

The selectmen and WHA members, 
who picked Meader to fill the seat, left va¬ 
cant after the death of John Henry Van 
Dyke, decided that she should serve the 
balance of Van Dyke’s term, until 1987. 

A group of 15 residents, led by attorney 
and former selectman Wade Welch and 
'I'own Meeting niemlx.*r Mary Hronski. fil¬ 
ed suit against that decision, charging that 
the voters were being denied their rights 
to elect whom they wanted to the WHA. 


The residents were later joined in their 
fight by the state Attorney General’s 
office. 

Both the AG’s office and the residents 
demanded that the tow-n hold elwtioiLs this 
March to pick a replacement for Van 
Dyke. 

Oil Tuc.sday. Middle.sex .Superior Court 
Judge George Cashman issued his 
preliminary injuction ordering Town 
(.’lerk (’arolyn Ward to hand out nomina 
tion papers with a copy of the judge’s 
order to anyone wanting to run for 
Meader’s seat. 

“The judge realized it was necessary 
to preserve everyIxxly’s rights, so he 
issued the injunction so the jjapers could 
lx.* circulated. ” said Alexander Gray, the 
head of the AG’s Elections Division and 
the attorney handling the case. 

Judge (’ashman’s order doc*sn’t mean 
he agre<?s with the Attorney General. Pro 
nski and Welch, explained Gray. But if he 
didn’t i.ssue the injuction, it would be too 
late for anyone to run for Meader’s seat 
by the time the final decision is rendered. 

Judge Cashman heard arguments 


from Gray. Welch and Town (,’ounsel 
Douglas Randall in a l' .*-hour session in 
his chambers Tuesday, according to both 
Gray and Welch. 

“What we had amounted to a trial, ” 
said Gray. “We had discussion on the 
merits of the case and arguments. We had 
the hearing” 

Judge (’ashman promised to give his 
decision bv mid February, according to 
Welch. 

He will be deciding between two inter¬ 
pretations of the state law regarding fill¬ 
ing Housing Authority vacancies - Tow n 
Counsel Randall’s opinion, and that of 
Gray and Welch 

Riindall feels that according to the law. 
the term should be filled for the balance 
of the unexpired term, an interpretation 
selectmen and WHA members followed in 
July. Gray and Welch read the same law 
differently.

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Cemetery Board Presents Problems, Solutions 


By ZOK t Ain KB 

The lack of a master plan for the 
Wildwood Cemetery has caused new roads 
and graves to be pul in haphazardly, 
created a sand and gravel pit as well as 
an unwanted leaf dump in the cemetery, 
let special funds for grave upkeep sit unus¬ 
ed, and made a bookkeeper’s nightmare 
of the sale of graves and the collection of 
fees. 

In an effort to put new life into the 
71-acre cemetery, the Wildwood Cemetery 
Advisory Committee compiled a list of 
those and other problems and suggested 
a host of solutions to selectmen Monday 
night. 

The committee’s report suggests 
assigning an on-site superintendent from 
the Dept, of Public Works to assist in the 
organization and development of the 
cemetery, adopting a standard policy con¬ 
cerning special funds and the Perpetual 
Care Fund, stopping the removal of 
gravel, mulching the existing leaf dump, 
and transferring the responsibility for the 
sale of graves to the Town Clerk. 

The committee also recommended that 
the cost of the grave sites and of the ser¬ 


vices involved in preparing a grave should 
be increased on a yearly b«sis. This would 
help reduce the cost to the taxpayer by 
making the cemetery more self-sufficient. 

The crucial issue is the development of 
a master plan which will prevent the 
cemetery from expanding without ade¬ 
quate planning. 

“We need to control the growth of the 
cemetery so we are growing correctly.’’ 
said Randolph Kazazian, head of the 
Wildwood Committee. “There are 71 acres 
growing, not by plan but by need. There 
doesn’t seem to be any consensus on a 
master plan.” 

In order to ensure better organization 
of new graves <130-140 per year,) roads 
and paths, the committee’s first sugges¬ 
tion is to assign a full-time superintendent 
from the DPW^ to supervise events on a 
daily basis. 

“There is some on-site supervision 
needed on the site,” Kazazian said. “We 
need a foreman who is going to make the 
day-to-day decisions on what needs to be 
done." 

“The roads have been created by the 
DPW’,’’ he added. “We don’t know whether

He suggest.s that a delailixl study of the 
roads and paths be made by the (own 
engineers for the DPW to use. 

Kazazian also suggested that instead 
of trying to pave all the paths that have 
sprung up, they should be left in a natural 
siate and allowed to ermv i»ra‘js 


The creation of a master plan would 
ensure that the location and type of road 
and path would be earelully planned to 
make optimum u.se of the land in the 
eemetery 

.Another landscape problem stems 
from (he removal of sand and gravel from 


various sections of the cemetery as well 
as the formation of a leaf dump. 

The removal of sand and gravel has 
t)een slopped, hut the committee recom 
mends that this also be included in the 
master plan It also suggests that the 
leaves be mulched so they can be romov 
ed from the grounds and used ft)r town 
landscaping activities. 

“We niH'd to find another way of disix)s 
ing of the leaves.” Kazazian emphasized 

A trickier problem is figuring out what 
to do with the excess funds in the S|H'cial 
Bequeath Fund, which includes (rusts left 
by individuals who request that flowers lx* 
placed on certain graves on specific dates 
There is $!i2.iMK) in the fund, hut only $4(M) 
is spent each year. 

“There are special funds left to the 
town.” Kazazian explained “People who 
want flowers put on a grave on birthdays 
or siK’eial dates. They want them on their 
sister’s graves or the mother’s gnives I’m 
not saying let's refuse. But let 's standar¬ 
dize the policy” 

The committee is also concerned that 
without providing specific guidelines for 
re(|ue.sts. the cemetery is not living up to 
retjuests of people who donate s|H’eial 
funds

Round 1 


A new proposal by the town 
Economic Development Coor¬ 
dinator and the Winchester 
Chamber of Commerce to 
authorize retail liquor stores here 
is ill-advised and short-sighted. 

The plan will be presented to 
the selectmen Jan. 23 as the first 
step in a long legislative pro¬ 
cedure. This first step ought to be 
the last step. 

If the selectmen act wisely 
and responsibly, they will turn it 
down and immediately direct 
that economic development ef¬ 
forts be concentrated in other 
more acceptable and more pro¬ 
ductive areas. 

Should the selectmen support 
the proposal, it will be presented 
to Town Meeting for debate and 
a floor vote. Should it pass Towm 
Meeting, a special home rule bill 
will be offered to the state 
legislature. If this passes and is 
signed by the governor, the ques¬ 
tion w'ill go before the voters in 
November. 

We see no reason to believe 
the voters of Winchester will ap¬ 
prove a measure which they 
repeatedly turned down in many 
elections since 1933. It was only in 
1970 that liquor questions turned 
down in three successive elec¬ 
tions were automatically exclud¬ 
ed from the ballot without a 
special procedure such as that 
nov/ proposed. 

The selectmen have a good op- 
portunty to head off this new ef¬ 
fort before it even gets going. If 
they exercise good judgment next 
week, they might save this town 
a year of public debate and time 
and energy. 

If the selectmen deny 
automatic placement on the 
Town Meeting Warrant and the 
Support of their office, the 
measure must start to stand on 
its own merits. 

Without official support from 
the selectmen, the proponents 
will have to place the warrant ar¬ 
ticle in Town Meeting by petition. 
No doubt they will get the 
signatures, but it will come to the 
floor in a different light, without 
official imprimatur. 

And we think that’s the way it 
ought to be as this is a staff 
developed proposal from the town 
administration with support from 
the Chamber, not a Board of 
Selectmen initiative germinated 
by public demand. (In fact, if 
public sentiment could be easily 
measured we would say the 
general attitude is for less pro¬ 
liferation of liquor and stricter 
regulation rather than the other 
way around.) 

There is always the argument 
brought up by proponents of any 
question w'hich requires referen¬ 
dum approval that “you are only 
voting to support the public’s 
right to express its opinion at the 
ballot box and not supporting the 
cause itself.’’ 

That’s baloney. 

The selectmen have a right 
and duty to weigh the issue before 
them and vote on the substance, 
not on the question of a right to a 
referendum. They can save us a 
lot of time and money. 

If the special interest groups 
supporting this change feel they 
have significant public support, 
they really ought to be required 
to present an initiative petition to 
get it on the ballot. This way they 
would have to go door to door to 
collect enough signatures and 
demonstrate that public support 
before we are faced with a ballot 
question. It would be a true test 
of public sentiment. 

The town meeting may also 
require this if it so chooses to 
amend the article. 

The residents of Winchester 
have managed to acquire all the 
beer, wine and liquor they have 
needed for home use and per¬ 
sonal entertainment in the 50 
years since Prohibition repeal 
without having downtown 
package stores. 


We haven't heard any public 
outcry about people going thirsty. 

Local residents have manag¬ 
ed to get enough to drink all these 
years without cluttering up our 
main streets with a lot of liquor 
stores competing for profits with 
neon signs behind plate glass 
(w'here they are unregulated) 
and red and white posters pro¬ 
claiming “BUD $8.99.’’ 

It is bad enough to see the dis¬ 
count drug stores opening and 
closing like a beached clam at 
low tide; we don’t have to start a 
cycle with liquor stores. There 
are already adequate liquor 
stores on our towm borders to 
serve the consumption needs of 
our population and then some. 

The argument that liquor 
stores will create additional foot 
traffic which will be the salvation 
of our retail community is 
specious 

We certainly wouldn’t ad¬ 
vocate bringing in a fast food 
chain, but if the proponents of 
retail development want to pro¬ 
stitute the community in the 
name of increased foot traffic, 
McDonald’s is the answer, not li¬ 
quor stores. One Big Mac store or 
One Burger King would generate 
10 times the amount of foot traf¬ 
fic as a liquor store. (And the pro¬ 
blems would be less than those 
we can envision by a proliferation 
of alcohol dispensaries.) 

We are not opposed to liquor. 
Never have been. But anyone 
who proposes that liquor stores 
are the answer to economic 
development of the retail center 
will first have to explain w'hy 
High St., West Medford, hasn’t 
become a thriving metropolis of 
retail sales after more than 30 
years with two liquor stores 
within three blocks. 

In the elections of 1972-76 we 
strongly supported the licensing 
of private clubs to serve liquor. 
(They had been doing it for years 
without licensing or any form of 
public regulation anyway.) And 
we backed the licensing of 99-seat 
restaurants so that liquor and 
wine can be served with meals. 

We have long opposed the 
general licensing of small 
“restaurants” which invariably 
turn out to be bars and taverns 
whose Xeroxed “menu” consists 
of sub sandwiches and TV din¬ 
ners warmed in a microwave — 
just in case a license inspector 
demands a “meal”. 

We have opposed package 
stores on the grounds that they 
are an unnecessary and 
undesirable blight on the com¬ 
munity. The very reason they are 
so regulated and that the process 
to establish them requires a 
referendum vote is because a lot 
of people agree with this point of 
view. 

We strongly believe that no 
overriding public benefit would 
be derived from opening up Win¬ 
chester to liquor package stores. 

No matter how careful and 
restrictive a community may be 
in establishing its first rules for 
the license, it cannot foresee the 
ultimate adver.se effect after 10. 
20 or 50 years of changes in peo¬ 
ple. population and politics. 

No doubt those who would 
establish liquor stores in Win¬ 
chester would promise all kinds 
of restrictions to minimize the 
adverse community impact of 
these socially unacceptable 
establishments. 

That might be fine for a start, 
but once the journey begins it is 
on a road with no end. many 
potholes and sometimes sudden 
turns. 

A decade or more from now 
the good intentions of 1984 may 
long be lost behind the posters, 
neon signs and myriad of social 
problems riding the tail of spirits 
let loose by this misguided 
measure.

Tasting Treats Are A Terrible Turn-off

Someone gave us a gourmet 
food basket a while ago, a grand 
looking thing it was, all mounded 
w'ith exotic treats and packed in 
green plastic Easter grass. Small 
foil packages of cheeses, of nuts, 
and of specialty meats twinkled 
at us from beneath the clear 
plastic wrap that covered the 
whole, and the proud breast of a 
bottle of fine French wine swell¬ 
ed up out of the multiple glories, 
standing in proud silhouette as 
noble as Lenin’s profile in his 
glass casket near Red Square. 

The basket reminded me a 
great deal of an embalmed 
dignitary, in fact. It looked so 
perfect, so lasting, so thoroughly 
preserved - for keeps, in perpetui¬ 
ty, per omnia saecula 
saeculorum as it were. It was a 
regal thing, it was a magnificent 
thing, it w'as a thing fit for a 
Pharoah’s travels to the afterlife. 

The truth is. I was somewhat 
afraid of it. 

I slid it into my refrigerator 
and waited all through the 
holidays, in silent quest of an 
evening worthy of such a feast. 

For we had decided, between 
the two of us, to treat this basket 
as a kind of honeymoon supper, to 
eat it reclining, preferably in bed 
some night, when the kids were 
all asleep and we could give 


ourselves over to its thorough 
delectation. 

The night arrived last Friday. 
The children, drugged with the 
unique fatigue of an afternoon of 
snow-scampering, lay splayed in 
slumber by quarter-past eight. 
And so we drew forth the magical 
basket. 

What I discovered then, in the 
course of demolishing it foil 
package by foil package, was a 
disappointing truth about myself: 
it seems I’m not sufficiently 
sophisticated for an international 
feast of gourmet delights. It turn¬ 
ed out I couldn’t even eat most of 
it. 

Oh, the macadamia nuts were 
pretty good, though I can’t say as 
I see why that snooty-Iooking 
man in the TV ad with the ascot 
has such trouble sharing his with 
the company. 

Hut when I came to the assort¬ 
ment of cheeses, I really began 
noticing a significant lack of 
gusto for the whole project on the 
part of my palate. I’d bite into 
one type of cheese and find that 
it tasted like the ripest of sweat- 
socks; nibble on another and 
discover it was filled with fine 
green hairs. 

The salmon-flavored cheese 
from Norway tasted to me like a 
distillation of the slime in Oscar’s 
trash can. And I’d be hard put to 


say I never really went much for 
the kind that smells like 
swampgas. 

Now sausages I’ve always had 
trouble facing. They look like the 
amputated digits of a sw^ollen cor¬ 
pse to me: short fat fingers of 
blood-colored meat shot through 
with pebbles of fat. Then too, they 
have those little sewn-up bottoms 
as well, the purse-lipped ends 
where the stuffer finished stuffing 
and squinched up the casings. 
Needless to say, I didn’t get very 
far with the German sausages. 

And then it was on to the liver 
pate. Organ meat is considered 
by many a great delicacy, and I 
realize this. But to me it seems an 
unnatural source of food, too en¬ 
tirely weird, too foreign in both 
taste and texture. I sampled 
some in the hope that this would 
be the breakthrough experience, 
but quickly I knew again the old 
sensation: that of violating an an¬ 
cient taboo, of eating the heart, or 
the brain perhaps, of a tribal 
chieftain. And I saw once more on 
my mind’s eye the awful image: 
the purplish-brown liver of a real 
person glistening and shivering in 
the coroner’s pathology pan. 

The feast proceeded in much 
the same vein. The baked goods 
were jammed with those 
gelatinous blobs found in fruit¬ 
cakes that defy all chewing - cur¬ 


rants I think they’re called. And 
the chocolates savored heavily of 
pistachio, a flavor long 
associated in my mind with a 
nightmarish birthday party, 
when, coming down with a form 
of influenza, the young hostess 
first threw up on and then fainted 
into her cake with the pistachio 
frosting. 

...My co-diner spread his pate 
and nibbled his cheese in mature 
enjoyment. He sipped his wine 
and sampled his salmon and 
chewed on his unchewables. 

I, for my part sipped wine too, 
and supped on the bitter bread of 
humiliation. There was nothing I 
could find in that wondrous 
basket that I was worthy of; 
nothing for me to really sink my 
teeth into. 

I sipped more wine and licked 
the frosting off a petit-four; sip¬ 
ped more yet and read again, for 
the sake of a masochistic shud¬ 
der, the labels on the sausage 
wraps. 

Sipped another time still and 
headed downstairs to return two 
minutes later with the makings of 
a real treat: a box of Ritz 
crackers and a can of aerosol 
cheese.

As the tiigti school dwindles to eight hun¬ 
dred pupils, this will become even more 
evident. We have a new superintendent 
who will shortly be restructuring the ad¬ 
ministration of our schools. The .school 
committee will ultimately decide how this

'I’he big question will be just how much 
money will lx> needed to provide a fine 
school .system It will be up to the school 
committee to convince the town what this 
amount is.

Often I cau.sed them di.scom- 
fort, extra work, and grief. 'I’heir courte.sy 
and thoughtfulness never varied.

In earlier letters 1 have tried to point 
out that 40 parking spaces in the very 
center of town will be lost if the plan 
recommended by the Committee for a 
combined Fire and Police station is 
chosen over my plan. 

This raises the question, "just how 
much is a central parking space worth 
these days?” ‘’A foolish question,” some 
will say. "The parking meters are gone, 
parking is frc*e these days. ’ Yes, .so it is 
— for the first hour. — but lx? very careful 
to move the vehicle before the hour is up, 
or you will learn, first hand, that parking 
in the center is far from free these days, 
after the short grace period is over. 

All day parking at the K K. station lot 
is 10 cents per hour ' for the time being — 
It will inevitably go up.) 

Parking at the Airport is S6 per day. $3 
per half day. or fraction thereof. Parking 
in Boston or any other large city these 
days is prohibitive. 

1 therefore submit that each central 
parking space here in this town must be 
worth, as a minimum, the sum of $1 per 
dav. I It will surelv l)e more, as time goes 
bv‘' 


Let it stand, for the time Iwing, at $1.00 
per day. It follows, then, that 40 spaces 
saved is $40 saved each day. 

Now to paraphrase Ben Franklin, "a 
dollar saved is a dollar earned. ” Since we 
never do get to spend any of it, it just 
keeps accumulating, day after day. 

$40 per day. G days a week. 52 weeks 
(or 312 days) per year, add up to $12,4H0. 
year after year. 

Interest at 10 percent (compounded an¬ 
nually since we never spend any of it) 
means that the amount we save every day 
will have reached well over $1 million 
dollars (if 1 remember right) within the 
next 24 or 25 years And. since 1 feel free 
to assume that my building will last for 100 
years, that leaves a balance of 75 years to 
show a profit. In any event we got the 
building for nothing. 

If you care to run the equation up for 
that long on your computer. 1 can assure 
you that the sum will lx* astronomical. In¬ 
cidentally. 1 never was good at figures, so 
I suggest that you do check for the first 24 
or 25 years.

•When jH'ople go downtown to buy li¬ 
quor. it will increase their knowledge of 
what else we have to offer in the center.” 
said C'onnery ‘It will create a more 
positive image as a complete downtown 
shopping area.” 

Hut before the downtown gets a new 
package store, a flock of new customers 
and a new image, the concept of bringing 
liquor back to Winchester must win the ap¬ 
proval of town officials. Town Meeting 
members and the voters. 

The idea hfis already won the approval 
of the Kconomic Development Develop¬ 
ment Committee and the Chamber’s 
Hoard of Directors, both of which have 
voted unanimously over the last two 
weeks to support a package store. 

Now. the two groups want the select¬ 
men to place an article regarding liquor 
stores on the Spring Town Meeting 
warrant 

That article would ask Town Meeting 
to vote to .send a “home rule ” petition to 
the state legislature, requesting Win¬ 
chester l)e allowed to grant liquor licenses. 

If the state legislature approves the 
home rule petition, the question would ap 
|H'ar on the ballot during the November 
statewide elections 

Although the liquor license could lx? 


granted once the ballot question passes, 
the votei*s must still approve of the license 
in the Novemlxu* 1986 and 1988 statewide 
elections. The liquor license would be 
cancelled if the referendum were turned 
down in either 1986 or 1988. 

(Jetting it past the voters may not be 
easy, judging by the last time the liquor 
question appeared on the town ballot. 

From the repeal of Prohibition 50 years 
ago until 1970. a question on allowing 
package stores in Winchester appeared on 
the ballot every two years. The last time 
it was on the ballot, voters turned down 
a package store 4.305 to 2,923. 

But proponents hope to sway the voters 
by pointing out the control selectmen will 
have over licenses granted through the 
“home rule” procedure. 

“The selectmen have tremendous 
discretionary |X)wer in licensing — that’s 
the key,” said Connery, noting selectmen 
could request a limit on hours, or limit the 
store to selling beer and wine. And to get 
the potentially valuable Winchester 
license, he continued, a package store 
owner would probably agree readily to 
such limitations. 

Furthermore, the proponents of the li¬ 
quor store see a change in the attitudes of 
Winchester residents since 1970. 

“Winchester people are more 
sophisticated than people might think." 
said Chamlx?r President Malcolm. “Look 


at all the hue and cry lx?fore Ilandall’s got 
its license. Since then, people have en¬ 
joyed going to Handall’s, (owner) John 
Drougas hasn't had any complaints, and 
he’s doing well.” 

The supporters of the liquor store say 
that they aren’t going to mount a political 
campaign to push for opening the towm to 
liquor stores. 

Instead, they will just make their feel¬ 
ings public and let the voters decide. 

“This springs from economic reasons 
— from a marketing point of view, a liquor 
store could succeed as a business,” said 
Connery. “That’s going to be our general 
tenor. 

“I’m sure this is the type of issue that 
could lead to a lot of polemics, a lot of emo¬ 
tion,” said Connery. “We’re not afraid of 
emotional issues. We’re just going to be 
very matter-of-fact, and try to avoid emo¬ 
tion on our part.” 

Malcolm was even more matter- 
of-fact. 

“The Chamber has basically spoken 
what we feel is the consensus of the 
businesses in town — professional, in¬ 
dustrial and retail,” said Malcolm. “Now 
it’s time to let everybody decide. 

“If people decide they want a liquor 
store, fine. If they don’t want one. fine 
again,” continued Malcolm. “We re say¬ 
ing maybe it’s time to let p<*ople make the 
decision — everybody in the community.”

to the Adult Library for the evening. 

And for both children and adults, the 
computer is a vehicle for “learning, infor¬ 
mation and recreation,” according to 
Library Director G. Matthew Sperber. 

“It ’s certainly much more educational 
than the mindless arcade type of 
machine.” Sperber added. 

The Apple II is also a lot of fun. For 
those who find the idea of using a com¬ 
puter forbidding or intimidating, the com¬ 
puter can quell those fears with a few 
friendly w'ords.

are a variety of games that both children 
and adults can enjoy. 

“Many adults hear about the computer 
through their children and become in¬ 
terested in it," said Reference Librarian 
Heidi Zeibig. “They come in and say, 
‘Hey, I want to know something about this 
too.’ ” 

Aside from using the beginners’ pro¬ 
gram, adults and teen-agers can take ad¬ 
vantage of a program known as Visi-Calc, 
an electronic worksheet that solves any 
problem that can be done by hand or by 
a calculator faster and better. 

There is also a program known as Typ¬ 
ing Tutor II, that helps the user analyze 
and practice his typing skills on the 
keyboard. 

According to Zeibig, the computer is 
more accessible at night than it is during 
the day, when "kids are using it constant¬ 
ly ” 

“The kids are just sucking it up like a 
sponge,” she said. “Although they are ex¬ 
posed to computers in school, they never 
feel like they get enough time on it. They 
just seem to love it.” 

Laarkamp said she loves playing the 
games because “You feel like the com¬ 
puter is talking to you. And it makes learn¬ 
ing more interesting and exciting.’’ 

Children’s Service Librarian Jean 
Twitchell said that the computer has been 
in constant use since the library received 


it in late November. 

“There’s usually a crowd of children 
around it and the adults who see it lx}come 
curious too, ” Twitchell said. “The 
children love to play games on it but it’s 
very educational for them as well.” 

Sperber pointed out that one of the 
reasons the computer has become so 
popular with kids is lx?cause they are the 
ones who have had a chance to become 
familiar with it in school. 

“Computers have become a very real 
institution for them and they may already 
be familiar with the computer as a 
popular tool,” he said. “But it’s the adults 
who haven’t grown up with them. People 
who are a little bit shy about computers 
can now come in and get to know them a 
little bit.” r . u . 

Other programs for both adults and 
teen-agers are being investigated by the 
library, and will be ordered within a few 
w'eeks. 

Despite the growing popularity of the 
coin-operated computer, Zeibig believes 
there is little chance that books will 
become any less popular as more and 
more libraries obtain them. 

“Computers are a helpful tool and a 
way of getting information quicker,” she 
concluded. “But you can’t take them home 
like a book. There will always be books ’ 

It seems to be getting equally apparent 
that there will always be computers as 
well.

Making A Menagerie 

Suhrbier Shows Off Her Cuddly Creatures

There are at least 75 Zug- 
glesnooks in Winchester and their 
designer Nadine Suhrbier is wor¬ 
ried about them. After all, if you 
don’t talk to the little creatures, 
their green felt eye-lids will droop 
down, their appearance becomes 
lackluster and they take on a 
decided aura of melancholia. 

However, it hasn’t happened 
yet — Suhrbier says that all of her 
Zugglesnooks have found good 
homes and the green felt above 
their eyes has stayed up. But it 
doesn’t stop their slim, dark¬ 
haired creator from being con¬ 
cerned. 

“Please, if you ever see one of 
them with their eyes down, talk to 
it, sing to it or even feed it math 
problems,’’ she urges earnestly, 
pointing to the array of multi¬ 
colored, cheerful looking Zug¬ 
glesnooks sitting comfortably 
over the couch of her Chestnut st. 
home. 

“And also, you have to be 
careful with dogs around Zug¬ 
glesnooks,’’ she adds. “One was 
attacked three times and had to 
come back for repairs. I had to 
sew a purple heart on it.’’ 

Aside from creating the cudd¬ 


ly, cotton-velour, completely 
washable creatures which she 
dubbed Zugglesnooks, Suhrbier 
also designs costumes for the 
Children’s Cooperative Theatre, 
puppets, clothing, crocheted 
items and cakes. She is current¬ 
ly designing vestments for the 
Parish of the Epiphany and a line 
of soft, w'ashable dolls known as 
Putsies. 

Suhrbier, who grew up in rural 
northwestern Ohio, said she has 
always loved making crafts and 
designing things, and learned 
much of what she does from her 
mother and grandmother. 

“Growing up in a rural area, 

I had to occupy myself,’’ she 
says. “We used to do everything 
by hand. And after I had children 
(Suhrbier and her husband John 
have two sons) I started up 
again.’’ 

Starting up again included 
making Halloween costumes, 
custom-made animal birthday 
cakes, boys’ clothing and quilts, 
reading Tolkein, and discovering 
“wonderful words.’’ 

Last year, when one of her 
neighbors was having a difficult 
time during her freshman year in 


college, Suhrbier created what 
may bo her most uiiicjue and in¬ 
triguing creature -- the Blue 
Funk. 

Blue Funks are about the size 
of a fist, and have angry blue 
eyes. Suhrbier says that one of 
her neighbors uses hers as a 
mood barometer. The wide, open 
mouth of Blue Funk acts as a 
receptacle for people’s problems 
— you just w'rite them down, 
stretch the soft mouth open and 
place the paper inside. 

But is the Zugglesnooks that 
have really caught on, and may 
even be marketed in the future. 
But for now', Suhrbier will make 
a Zugglesnook for anyone who is 
interested — although she is not 
sure exactly w'hat each one re¬ 
quires, beyond human compa¬ 
nionship. 

“Parents seem to know, ” she 
says. “They are mostly u.sed as 
educational tools, or to help 
someone learn the flute, 
arithmetic or a new language.” 

However, because Zug¬ 
glesnooks are not multi-lingual, 
Suhrbier stresses that they can 
only respond to one language at 
a time. This makes them perfect 
for students who are studying a 


new' language. In fact, it was ac¬ 
tually while her son Wayne w'as 
studying Spanish that the 
creatures were first “kiifed,” or 
conceived. 

“I was ironing w'hen 1 got the 
idea to make one,’’ she recalls, 
picking up a red and black Zug¬ 
glesnook wearing a flashy straw 
hat. “Wonderful things happen 
when 1 iron. And when I started 
making Diabe (the original Zug¬ 
glesnook) I really didn’t know 
what it was — but it turned out to 
be a Zugglesnook. And Diabe was 
perfect for Wayne because he re¬ 
quires only Spanish.” 

Theie is a Zugglesnook in a 
fourth-grade classroom at the 
Bartlett School that requires 
stories for his well being. This 
one, Suhrbier explains, is pink 
with green “stegs,” or little felt 
tips running dow'n his back. 

And there are Zugglesnooks in 
Hawaii, England and even Texas 
— although Suhrbier says the one 
that ended up in Texas had a bit 
of trouble with the accent at first. 
Many more Zugglesnooks have 
been kiifed since 1981. Now', 
Suhrbier believes there are over

“I am honestly saddened and 
devastated by the circumstances of 
Tsongas’ decision.” liotondi told The Star, 
noting that Tsongas was a close friend of 
his. ‘i’m still trying to absorb that And 
as the father of four children. I know what 
it ’s like to have to uproot your family and 
put them through a campaign.” 

Rotondi added that Tsongas’ decision 
illuminated a struggle many politicians 
are familiar with.

According to Rotondi. his decision will 
be a family one.

Michael 
McGlynn of Medford said that McGlynn 
would be annoucing his candidacy 
sometime today. The source also .said that 
McGlynn has a "a lot of .support in NVin- 
chester"and has recently lx‘en campaign¬ 
ing in town. 

A third state representative. Nick 
Paleologos of Woburn, has also said that 
he will run. and plans to campaign “heavi¬ 
ly" in this area. 

Paleologos. who calls himself a 
“liberal, progressive DemixTat," has said 
that the Democrats will have to 
reorganize and reorder their thinking in 
this campaign. 

"We have a real responsibility to take 
a g(K)d look at the IJWOs and rt*organize our 
so called ‘new liberalism,’ ” he said. "I

Dr. Helen Caldicott of Women’s Action for 
Nuclear Disarmament; state Sen. George 
Bachrach; Jerome Grossman, of the 
Council fora Livable World; and Stanton 
Black, president of Combined Properties. 

The 37-year-old Markey has 
represented the Seventh Congressional 
District of Massachusetts in the U.S. 
House of Representatives since 1976. He 
is a ranking meml)er of the Energy and 
Commerce Committee and the Interior 
and Insular Affairs Committee. In 
January 19H1. Markey was named chair¬ 
man for the Interior Oversight and In¬ 
vestigations Subcommittee. 

Markey has sponsored and cospon¬ 
sored important legislation in the areas of 
energy, health, environment, telecom¬ 
munications, small business, nuclear 
power and arms control. 

In May 19 H:i. the U.S. House approved 
the nuclear freeze resolution sponsored by 
Markey and fellow Massachu.setts Con-

gressman Silvio Conte. Senator Kennedy 
introduced a similar measure in the 
Senate. The Markey resolution calls for an 
immediate mutual and verifiable freeze 
on nuclear weapons by the U.S. and the 
Soviet Union. 

Last spring. Markey joined with other 
Democratic Party leaders to form the 
MassachiLsetls Citizens Coalition for Arms 
Control, a statewide organization aimed 
at making nuclear disarmament a key 
issue in the 1984 presidential campaign. In 
October, Markey hosted a nationally- 
televised arms control forum involving six 
Democratic candidates for president. 

As a member of the Helsinki Commis¬ 
sion, Congressman Markey was involv^ 
in human rights meets held in Madrid this 
past year. During those talks, Markey met 
with Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko. U.S. Secretary of State George 
Shultz and other world leaders. 

Congressman Markey has a strong in¬ 
terest in environmental issues, leading the 
New England congre.ssionaI delegation in 
the examination of acid rain. He is co- 
chairman of the Energy Task Force of the 
New England Congressional Caucus and 
has represented that group at hearings 
and meetings in Washington and 
throughout the northeast. 

Markey has also been instrumental in 
developing legislation dealing with the 
problems of toxic and hazardous waste. 
He has sponsored the Hazardous 
Substance Victims Compensation Act, a 
measure which would provide assistance 
to individuals affected by exposure to 
hazardous wastes. 

Markey is the author of the book, 
“Nuclear Peril; The Politics of Prolifera¬ 
tion," an inside account of his efforts in 
Congress to limit the spread of nuclear 
weapons throughout the world. 

Markey was bom in Malden on July 11, 
1946, and he continues to reside in that 
community. He is a graduate of Boston 
College and Boston College Law School. 

Before his election to the U.S. House, 
Markey served as a state representative 
from 1973-1976. He was named “Legislator 
of the Year" in 1975 by the Massachusetts 
Bar Assn.

Rodgers. "Twelve years is a very long 
time. 

“I was at the Central Office today, 
reviewing budgets at 8 o’clock, and it was 
all so familiar," she said. “I think it would 
be nice to have someone else look at the 
budgets for a change, and give a little bit 
different perspective." 

As for Carlson, who has chaired the 
Board of Assessors during two years of 
revaluation uproar and seen his salary 
eliminated by Town Meeting, deciding not 
to run for re-election moans taking a long- 
awaited break. 

Carlson noted that this year he is also 
stepping down as Winchester’s represen¬ 
tative to the Republican State Committee 
and as president of the Society of Home 
Inspectors. 

“After all that. I’ll be in limbo," he 
said. "But maybe that’s what I need." 

Anyone wishing to try for thb vacant 
seat on the Board of Selectmen, the open¬ 
ing on the Board of Assessors or the two 
seats on the School Committee (or 
challenge Black-Schaffer or Sullivan for 
Board of Health member or moderator) 
can take out papers at the Town Clerk’s 
Office.

The deadline for taking out 
nomination papers is F’ch. 10. The papers 
must be submitted to the Boarcl of 
Registrars by Feb. 14.

You and your wife 
may have been renting an 
apartment but are now 
more than ready to pur¬ 
chase your own home. You 
want to buy a home, but 
you have not been able to 
save any money for a 
downpayment. You discuss 
your dilemma with your 
friends and one comes up 
with the “ideal” solution. 
He knows a couple who are 
ready to retire and they sug¬ 
gested that their home may 
be bought “on contract”. 
We are told this is the ideal 


solution because there will 
be no lump sum downpay¬ 
ment - only monthly 
payments.

Tread lightly! Buying on 
contract simply m eans that 
you sign an agreement with 
a seller under which you 
buy the home on rent-like 
monthly payments. You 
have no equity in the home 
until you have paid the 
equivalent of a downpay¬ 
ment.

In the interim, you can be 
evicted if you miss 
payments just as any 
defaulting renter.

END OF THE LINE — The weekend’s fire In the pier behind Boston's North Station will be causing headaches for Win¬ 
chester commuters for at least six months. The MBTA was forced to close North Station and stop train lines in Cambridge.

True, there were hall-hour delays, 
crowded shuttle buses and the extra has¬ 
sle ol taking the tlreen Line to North Sta 
tion. Hut the commuters stoically pointed 
out that emergency rneasuies taken alti'r 
the MHTA was lorced to shut down North 
Station had worked pretty well, the ride 
didn’t take that much lonj^er. and the best 
was beini’ made ol a bad silualion. 

Hut mainly, the commuters were mak 
inj’ the best of the situation because they 
liad no choice 

As Whitney redersen of Wildwood st. 
pointed out. “What’s the alternative, 
liesides tryinu to park m Hoston'.’” 

Commuters will be .scrambling for 
alternatives for (piite awhile, as the fire 
will disrupt train service into Hoston for 
at least six months, and possibly a year. 

The fire, which be^an alMiut I a in. Eri 
day. destroyed the pier, behind North Sta¬ 
tion. which carried the tracks for all four 
rail lines leading north. 

Eireboats. fire enuine crews, and 
divers spraying down the pier footings 
worked for 70 hours before the bla/.e 
beneath the asphalt surlace ol the pier 


was under control. 

Hoston ar.son inve.sligatoi's still haven’t 
unraveled the cause of tlie blaze, nor do 
MHTA officials know how loni* they will 
have to continue the emergency measures 
the T has taken to transport the 12.iStM) 
commuters who normally travel from the 
north into the city each day.

How To Get Into Boston 
Under Emergency Plan 


Although there are several new 
wrinkles involved in taking the train into 
Hoston. the Hoston and Maine line is pro 
balily still the easiest way to take public 
transportation into town. 

There are a couple of alternatives an 
MHTA bus can take commuters to the 
Orange Line’s Wellington .Station, or com 
muters can catch a ride to the nearest T 
stations. Malden Square or Wellington. 

Sticking with the train does mean 
waiting for a shuttle bus in (’ambridge. 
transferring to the Clreen Line at 
Lechmere .Station, and taking the (Ireen 
Line to North Station. 

The trains will be running pretty much 
on their normal schc*dule. Trains heading 
into Hoston will run at the usual times, 
while trains coming out of Hoston will be 
running live minutes later, to leave time 
for the shuttling. 

(’ommuters going into Hoston will be 


dropped off at the T’s newly christened 
“(lilmore Hridge Station.” a lent set up in 
the T’s freight yard acro.ss the Charles 
Hiver from North Station. 

Shuttle buses will be running between 
the tJilmore Hridge Station and 
Lechmere. about a threeminute ride 

Erom there, commuters can lake the 
(been Line into Hoston at no charge. 

Heading home from Hoston. the 
system works in reverse, except ridiMs 
will have to pay to get on the (Jrei*n Line 
and the trains will 1 m* running five minutes 
later than usual. 

According to most commuters inter¬ 
viewed. the new system results in a 2i) to 
:i0-minule delay. 

Riders can avoid the train entirely, but 
stay on public transportation from Win¬ 
chester Center, by taking a bus to Well

Liquor Store Question Debated 


Selectmen Want To Call 
Public Hearing On Issue

The public will have a say on whether 
or not they want to have a liijuor store in 
Winehcsier. 

Selectmen indicated on Monday night 
that they will vote to hold a public forum 
on the question before deciding if they will 
put in on the agenda for the spring TM 
session. 

However, no such vote was taken on 
Monday night, nor was a word heard 
against the opening of a liquor store in 
Winchester. And while Selectmen Chair¬ 
man Edward ()’(^onnell lK*gan the discus¬ 
sion by noting that the issue tends to 
"engender emotionalism, fervent support 
and vehement opposition,” the presenta¬ 
tions that fixllowed were only geared 
towards convincing the selectmen to hold 
a public hearing. 

Both Economic Development Commit¬ 
tee member Charles Tseckares and 
Chamber of Commerce Fresident Richard 
Malcolm spoke briefly about the reasons 
why iKJth groups were in favor of the idea. 

After listening to both presentations. 
O’Connell said the selectmen would most 
likely hold a forum, but could not vote on 


the issue because .Selectman /Man Mac¬ 
donald was not present. 

In making his pre.sentation. Tseckares 
actually surnmai-ized the activities of the 
Economic Development Committee. 

“We’ve iKvn considering )M)tenlial uses 
for the center, along with issues of park¬ 
ing. lieautification and retail u.se.” he said. 
“We see the town as a simple, small place 
with its greatest potential as a conve¬ 
nience center and a meeting place, and 
we’ve targeted about 10-12 new uses lor 
it.” 

'I’seckares .said the committee had con¬ 
cluded that the town could use a 
restaurant, a hand craft shop, and a men’s 
shoe store, among others. He also said 
that a package store was one of the uses 
that would be most l)eneficial to the town. 

“We came before the selectmen with 
this because it’s a legal issue to have a 
package store, and the majority of our 
committee feels that we’d rather see the 
selectmen develop an article for Town 
Meeting rather than have an arbitrary 
committee with 10 signatures,” Tseckares

Heing able to zip down to Winchester 
Onter for a bottle of wine or a six-pack 
of beer appeals to many residents. And 
although other residents dislike the idea 
of having a liquor store oix'n in the center, 
more .said they would .sup|X)i1 the idea, ac 
cording to a poll of residents. 

In a random, unscientific telephone 
survey of :i7 residents, a majority said that 
they would be in favor of having a liijuor 
store open downtown. 

.Seventy percent of those towns|K*ople 
contact(‘d by The .Star this week said they 
would support the idea of a liquor store, 
while 19 |x*rcent .said they were against it. 
Eour of those surveyed, or 11 {x*rcent. had 
no opinion. 

The convenience of shopping kx'ally for 
beer, wine or liquor was the overwhelm¬ 
ing reason for supporting the idea among 
the 2() residents who said they would favor 
a package store. Also, many residents 
.said they feel that a liquor store would 
help generate more business downtown. 

Most of the seven residents opposed to 
the idea .said they were resistant to change 
in Winchester - especially the kind of 


change they feared a liquor stfire might 
bring.

Resident Will Run For Congress

Eormer .State .Sen. .Sam Rotonili has 
decided to run for Congress a decision 
that he agonized over for at least five days 
Iwlore coming to the eonlusion that “I 
really want to be a Congre.ssman more 
than anything.” 

Although Rotondi will not formally an 
nounee his candidacy until Eeb (i, he told 
The Star that he is completely committed 
to campaigning for (’ongre.ss and feels 
confident that he made the right decision. 

Rotondi. who is the lather of four young 
children, made his decision over breakfast 
with his wife Diane on .Saturday morning 
On Sunday, he was up by (» a.m to run. 
work out .'ind begin the typical 11 to 
IH-hour day that will characterize his 
campaign. 

Eortunately, he is already used to it 
Rotondi served as a state .senator for three 
terms Ix-fore running for lieutenant gover 
nor in 19K2. He didn’t win but Ik* learn 
ed two very important le.ssons that will 
have a great deal of bearing on this 
campaign 

Rotondi di.seovered that he has a 
tremendous amount ol support in the 
.Seventh Congressional District, winning 
in 12 out ol the 17 towns. He also 
di.scov(*red how much he enjoys eam- 
paiging 

“1 love meeting jx’ople and talking to 
them, going door to door, the whole bit. ” 
he said. “I’m really excited about this 
campaign. 


“Also, in the last race. 1 think 1 
established myself as a solid, statewide 
candidate. And I plan to campaign with 
even more intensity this time” 

Rotondi al.so intends to win this time. 
Ill* has already gathered the resources of 
his still-in-place .statewide organization 
and put together a campaign staff. His 
brother Chuck will take over the bulk of 
his law' practice for him. As campaign 
manager will be Dennis Newman, who 
managed Rotondi’s first campaign, and 
campaigns for (Jong. Edward Markey and 
.Sen. Paul T.songas. 

Another important les.son that Roton¬ 
di learned from his last campaign is the 
necejisity of fundraising. “It’s the most 
difficult part of a whole campaign,” he 
acknowledged, noting that the race for 
lieutenant governor cost him over $4(XJ,(XX) 
dollars and a second mortgage on his 
house. 

“This campaign will be mostly financ¬ 
ed by private contributions.” he said. “I’ll 
be going door to door, we’ll be doing some 
general .solicitation, and we’ll also have a 
lot of creative fund-raising events — such 
as a Hoston llarixir boat cruise, or even 
a fair for kids like we did in our last cam¬ 
paign.”

The staff of the Drug and Alcohol 
Kducation Program welcomes all in¬ 
terested people to attend.

Story-telling, Childrens Classes And Soup Luncheon Included 

Jewish Service At Unitarian Church Sunday 


The final “Sacred Ceremonies’’ pro¬ 
gram at the Unitarian Church will be a 
Jewish service conducted by Rabbi 
Michael Greenwald. Grecnwald is the rab¬ 
bi at Temple Beth Shalom in Melrose, hav¬ 
ing previously served in Milford, and he 
is completing his doctorate at Boston 
University. 

On Sunday morning. Greenwald will 
explain the elements of the Jewish service 
as he conducts it. offering the Unitarian 
congregation and visitors the opportuni¬ 
ty to belter understand Jewish religious 
traditions. 

Children's church school classes will 
participate in the first part of the service 
before their own program begins in the 
church school wing. Each class will use a 
curriculum from the Children’s Museum. 
“Alef-Bet.’’ which contains a wide varie¬ 
ty of information on the Torah. Israel, the 
Jewish calendar. Passover, and 
calligraphy. 


•‘Hands-on ” materials include 
everything from a traditional Passover 
Haggadah to the ram’s horn. A numlxT of 
imported items are also found in the kit 
such as Hebrew alphabet soup, 
newspapers, and a globe in Hebrew. The 
children’s program will end with profes¬ 
sional storyteller Laura Pershin’s tales of 
Jewish lives, drawn in large ^wrl from her 
own family experience 

A soup luncheon follows the morning 
program, sponsored by the Fellowship 
Committee. 

At 1 p.m.. the group w ill be treated to 
“How Sweet the Forgotten Story; Tales 
and Songs of the Jews. ” by musi¬ 
cian/storyteller Doug Lipman. Lipman 
has selected stories from the rich oral 
traditions of the Jew-s. and has mixed 
humorous and wise stories with thought- 
provoking tales of the Baal Shem Tov, the 
legendary founder of the Jew ish mystical 


sect Hassidism. With the tales are 
sprinkling of songs: nigunim. or worlless 
prayers, and Yiddish songs (sung primari 
ly in English) both of the old country and 
of immigrant life in sweat shops Lip 
man’s program is l>esl suited for children 
Grades Two and older and adults 

The Unitarian’s “Sacred Ceremonies 
Month, ” organized by the Rev Jane 
Rzepka. is one expression of the Unitarian 
Universalist openness to the many 
varieties of religious expression The 
Native American. Black Gosjwl. Bud 
dhist. and now Jewish cermonies during 
January have intrigued the congregation 
and a number of visitors

A public workshop will be conducted on 
Tuesday, Jan. 31 at 7:30 p.m. at the Win¬ 
chester High School auditorium, to discuss 
possible changes in bus service. 

The workshop is part of the MBTA’s 
Northwest Corridor Service Study, which 
is examining bus and trackless trolley ser¬ 
vice throughout the area affected by the 
extension ot the Red Line to Alewife Brook 
pkwy.. scheduled to open in early 1985. 


This workshop, which will focus on 
routes in Winchester. Woburn, and Burl¬ 
ington. is the first such workshop to he 
held in the Winchester-Burlinglon area. 
One or more additional workshops may be 
scheduled over the next several months if 
needed. Similar workshops are IxMiig held 
in five other areas within the Northwest 
Corridor. 

At fhe workshop, the study consultants 


will present service and ridership infor¬ 
mation on current MBTA routes, and will 
present a numlx*r of service change alter¬ 
natives which will be analyzed as part of 
this study These changes may include 
rerouting of existing bus service, route ex¬ 
tensions. and new routes. The study team 
will also solicit suggestions for other ser¬ 
vice alternatives from workshop par 
ticipants. 


Tiic Northwest Corridor Service Study 
is a lO-month effort sponsored by the 
Massachusetts Bay Transportation 
Authority. The study’s objective is to coor 
dinate bus and trackless trolley service 
with the new subway extension in order to 
improve overall transit service quality 
The study is being conducted by a team 
of transportation consultants led by Cam¬ 
bridge Syslematics Inc.

Reeves from Liberia. Each of the four 
spoke of the way King had impacted their 
lives and the lives of their cultures, and 
they pre.sented some music which includ¬ 
ed a favorite hymn sung in Tamil, the 
language of Sri Lanka. 

The program ended with Williams 
leading the entire audience, hands linked, 
in the song “We Shall Overcome.”

If selectnuMi are supposed to 
set ail example to the communi¬ 
ty, residents of Winchester had 
better take a look at what some 
of their selectmen are saying at 
their public meetings. 

In fact, the example Select¬ 
man Mark Lombardi set on Mon¬ 
day night in his comments and 
(jiiestions to Alice Warren, who 
came before the selectmen seek¬ 
ing appointment to a Fair Hous¬ 
ing ('ommittee was only an 
example of cbildish, inap¬ 
propriate behavior that does not 
reflect well on Lombardi or the 
community. 

The selectmen have been try¬ 
ing to appoint a Fair Housing 
("ommittee ever since the 
Massachusetts ("om mission 
Against Discrimination insisted 
that they come up with a plan by 
Sept. :f0. Hart of the plan includes 
appointing a Fair Housing ("om¬ 
mittee made up of residents who 
are willing to work towards fair 
housing in Winchester. 

In the past few months, select¬ 
men have been interviewing in¬ 
terested residents who have said 
they would like to volunteer on 
the committee. The handful of 
residents that have applied have 
been instructed to appear at a 
selectmen meeting, where they 
are asked a few general questions 
about their background and their 
desire to .serve on the Fair Hous¬ 
ing Committee. 

Selectmen Lombardi took the 
process one step further on Mon-

“As a person who has to vote, 
I want to know," answered Lom¬ 
bardi, who added that she did not 
have to answer the (juestion. 
“And it does have to do with 
whether we'11 vote for you." 

l^ombardi then went on to say 
that the “League of Women 
Voters is not a religion" and add¬ 
ed. “Fll tell you what I belong to. 
Lm not a member of the Win¬ 
chester Country Club, but I'm a 
member of the Boat ("lub." 

We don't think it matters what 
clubs Lombardi is a member of, 
nor do we think Warren’s affilia¬ 
tions bear any weight as to th(‘ job 
she would do on the Fair Housing 
Committee. We applaud War¬ 
ren’s relusual to answer an unfair 
and irrelevant (juestion. 

While the League of Women 
Voters did publish a controversial 
study charging that many hous¬ 
ing needs in Winchester are being 
ignored, whether or not Warren 
took part in it has nothing to do 
with her desire to serve on the 
Fair Housing ("ommittee. 

If the town of Winchester is to 
get started with a plan to offei’ 
more diver.se housing than that 
which a lot of money can buy, 
then they have to be fair about 
appointing a committee of 
volunteers to get that plan rolling.

A January Resolution Solution

One of my major resolutions 
this January was to slow the pace 
of my living some: to stay indoors 
nights, watch the slow downward 
growth of the icicles along our 
iXK>i, and bask in the warmth of 
the furnace’s faithful efforts. 

In the slack of winter, it’s not 
hard to keep a resolution such as 
this one. The malls no longer 
beckon us to a binge of buying, 
and the gaudy caravan of 
(’hristmas has receded well down 
the road by now. leaving little 
behind it but a scarcely audible 
jingle and a few forlorn Santas 
tacked up on occasional 
doorways. 

I’ve reveled in this deep- 
winter sense of stillness, myself. 
I’ve used Januaray discipline to 
work well in the mornings, then 
spent a couple of hours reading in 
the afternoon, and several more 
playing with my children on the 
living-room floor-lying on our 
tummies, all of us. coloring or 
subtracting, or playing the 27th 
consecutive game of Parchesi. 

By 7:20. though, the house is 
quiet, and the boots lie nestled 
like nursing newborns against the 
warmth of the kitchen radiator, 
steaming slightly and baking 
themselves into readiness for the 
morning’s duties. 

It is then, feeling rich in 
leisure time, that 1 turn on the 
television. Lately though. I’ve 
been doing a wholesale pass-up of 
the major network’s offerings. 

'I'his isn’t going to develop, 1 
assure you, into a column about 
the inadequacies of commercial 
television; we read those often 
enough, I think. Anyway, aside 
from the evening soaps, so called, 
the “Dallases" and the 
“Dynasties " which merit a 
special consideration, the rest of 
the stuff you catch on the major 
networks can’t really be regard¬ 
ed as subversive or even harmful 
to the health. The worst you can 
say about it is that it’s dumb. 

.Seeing Dick Clark and Fd 
Mc.Mahon and the faintly sleazy 
.Soupy Sales throw pies at one 
another will not hasten the 
demi.se of representative govern¬ 


ment, after all; and it may even 
make some people smile. But it’s 
thin stuff, most of it: there’s 
nothing nourishing in it. Wat¬ 
ching most commercial 
televisioin fare is like trying to 
build muscle and achieve glowing 
good health on a diet of Devil 
Dogs and Tab. 

What I’ve found my.self doing, 
then, as an alternative, is turning 
to the public television channel 
and letting it take me where it 
will. 

During the day, of course, 
public television is entirely 
lovable. There’s “Misterogers’ 
Neighborhood" and “Sesame 
Street" and “The Electric Com¬ 
pany." all those nutritional 
children’s programs with then- 
good-hearted adults dressed up 
as birds or gorillas or benign and 
fuzzy monsters. 1 never tire of 
seeing old Fred Rogers getting 
such a big kick, at the start of 
every show, out of the simple task 
of zipping up his sweater. 

Then, squeezed between the 
several prime-time periods for 
people of single-digit age, you 
find the more adult daytime pro¬ 
grams. You can watch “The 
Magic of Oil Painting" and see a 
man, in 20 minutes, transform a 
blank, while, two-dimensional 
surface into a rustic scene with 
distant firs, and iridescent sky 
and acrobataic currents of river- 
water realistic enough to wet you 
should draw too close. Or you can 
watch the French (’hef and see 
dear old Julia banging pans 
around and talking to herself in 
that wonderful tootly voice of 
hers. 

But in the f ullness of evening, 
the fare grows richer and broadei* 
yet. 

There’s classic science fiction, 
with Doctor Who and his corny 
special effects. There are hour- 
long programs on monkeys, 
where you can watch these little 
humanoids visiting and holding 
town meetings and cleaning their 
teeth - programs where you can 
learn about every kind of primate 
in creation, from the teensy cudd¬ 
ly ones that wear diapers to the 
big fierce-looking ones with their 


seemingly painted faced and 
their rainbow-colored fannies. 

You can watch documentaries 
galore on public television, about 
the problem of alcoholism in 
America, about the cost of health 
care, or about the new miracle in 
plastic surgery of peeling peo¬ 
ple’s skin down from their .scalps 
and actually rearranging the 
bones of their faces. 

You can watch top-notch 
dramas, ^'ou can learn about 
history, about political systems, 
and about the strange and 
wonderful world of IH’itish 
humor. 

You can spend a few hours 
watching orchestras make 
beautiful and wordless noises, or 
listening to highly costumed and 
rouged characters singing 
energetically in a language you 
don’t understand. 

Best of all, you can do all this 
without the harsh interpolations 
of the television commercial. No 
one nags you to buy a different 
car, or tempts you in high volume 
jingle to rush out and purchase 
some Superburgers. No one tries 
to sell you anything at all for a 
solid three-hour stretch of 
evening. 

And at 10 o’clock, there’s a 
quiet sort of news, delivered 
soberly and simply by a man at 
a desk with a voice that goes 
down as smooth as a shot of 
Nyquil. 

You can drift, as you’re meant 
to on these long winter evenings, 
in and out of a pleasant kind of 
slumber as you watch all this; 
spend your time well even as 
you’re wasting it; learn 
something even while you’re 
goofing off. 

In short, you can replenish 
your store of knowledge, you can 
fill up your reserves in a iow-key 
winter sort of way. It’s much the 
best occupation for a January 
evening. I’m thinking of making 
it a year-round practice.

In spite of this inclement weather, and 
with the leedei-s loaded in plain sight. I get 
almost no birds in my yard today. My 
teeders are all desolate and abandoned. 

The reason'.’ Well, the answer is very 
simple. A mockingbird has taken over the 
whole back yard as its “territory." 

bet a blue jay. a tufted titmouse, a 
white-throated sparrow, cardinal or 
whatever even so much as approach the 
feeder and the mockingbird is after it like 
a hawk, chasing it .sometimes 1(H) feet or 
more away. I sincerely wish that they 


would all gang up on it. and drive it away 
as they often do with crows. 

How many days, I ask. can my little 
feathered friends live, in this inclement 
weather, without food? Rather than see 
them all starve, I would, if I lived further 
out in the country, be tempted to play God 
ancj settle this lottery with a .shot-gun. 

Since I live here in a more civilized at¬ 
mosphere. I wish someone among my 
readers would tell me what to do, before 
the one .selfish bird has caused the death 
of .50.

The Everglades: 


A Wonderland Of Fish, Fowl, 
Flora, Fauna And.Alligators!

Allhougii some NorUierners 
mi^^hl fighi for a good view of a 
peliean, it isn't often we have to 
light a peliean for a good view. 
Hut you might have to in 
Flamingo. 

Isolated at the southern tip of 
Florida in the Fverglades. Flam¬ 
ingo is guarderl by brown 
pelicans sitting like sentries on 
pilings in the harbor. Hut when 
the fishermen return with their 
eatch from Florida Itay. these 
ungainly birds, anglers in their 
own right, are not al)()ut to let any 
speetators stand between 
themselves and a free luneh. 
They strut through us as if aware 
of their favored status in this na¬ 
tional park and wildlife 
sanctuary. 

Of course, such dockside skir¬ 
mishes don't exactly call to mind 
Hollywood episodes in the 


Fverglades: grisly desperadoes, 
carbine and cartridge belt raised 
overhead, wading chest-deep in 
the murky waters of the 
mangrove swamp, one step 
ahead of the law - and the 
alligators. Though real-life 
visitors can safely undertake 
“wet walks" with the guidance of 
a ranger, derring-do isn't re¬ 
quired here. The Park Service 
maintains plenty of normal ac¬ 
cess to this “river of grass." 

Frustrated with the not-so- 
instant gratification of Disney 
World, we, too, escaped into the 
vast thickets and savannahs of 
the Fverglades. No lines, no 
waiting, in a park the size of 
Delaware. 

A single paved road slices 
miles through the Park to Flam¬ 
ingo from the Homestead area, 
about an hour south of Miami. 
'I’he Visitor Center at the eastern 


entrance in Royal Palm offers 
quick reassurance with an infor¬ 
mative movie, literature on flora 
and fauna, and a map. The Park 
fee is a pleasing two dollars. 

The big-sky flatness of the 
Fverglades gives us the initial 
sense of being in the land — or 
should we say water? The road 
actually skims an unusual river: 
it's 35 miles wide, though only a 
fool or two deep. Draining giant 
Lake Okeechobee in central 
Florida, the river drops but a few 
inches per mile on its way to the 
Gulf of Mexico. Our car rolls 
along as if on a macadam tread¬ 
mill, barely above sea level, 
through the sawgrass, which 
lives up to its name when we stop 
to test it. 

The pancake landscape is 
relieved here and there by 
teardrop-shaped islands called 
hammocks (from the Indian 


word hammocka, or “garden 
place"). These slightly elevated 
communities of mahogany, oak. 
and fern are habitat for panthers, 
bobcat, deer, barred owl. and 
red-shouldered hawk. 

The Glades are also pocked by 
lakes, ponds, and gator holes. The 
latter, created by alligators 
routing out mud and plants, don't 
inspire much swimming but do 
beckon other animals with vital 
water. They also account for the 
extraordinary concentration of 
wildlife to be seen during the arid 
winter. In reality, there are only 
two seasons in the Fverglades: 
dry and wet. 

The Anhinga Trail is one of the 
few boardwalks and paths that 
extend over the marsh or into the 
hammocks. Today we are disap¬ 
pointed to see no anhinga, a

“water turkey” that swims 
underwater and impales fish on 
its straight, sharp bill, then 
spreads its wings out to dry. 
However, there are plenty of 
egret, as well as great blue and 
white heron, discovered down 
here by Audubon. 

These and other species of 
wading birds were nearly exter¬ 
minated by plume hunters late in 
the nineteenth century. After 
making a partial comeback 
under protective laws, the birds 
have been victimized again, as 
canals and dikes drain off water 
for the cities and farms of boom¬ 
ing Florida. In the 196()'s. large- 
scale development, including a 
jetport, was planned near the 
Everglades before it was halted 
by public protest, though the con¬ 
flict continues. 

We move down the trail, 
where a flock of fellow humans 
have spotted the star attraction 
here: the alligators. These 
primitive, powerful beasts evoke 
wonder at first and certainly 
respect for a species that has sur¬ 
vived from the Mesozoic Age to 
share a moment with us. 

Like a Florida sun-worshiper, 
the alligator lounges a great deal. 
But it has a better reason as a 
reptile, taking its body 
temperature from the air or 
water. After awhile it seems a 
prehistoric relic from a museum 
or a plastic model from Adven- 
tureland. Yet when its elongated, 
toothy mouth opens, usually just 
to pant, you find yourself measur¬ 
ing your distance a bit and, in our 
case, looking for the children. 

Some conversation about a 
legendary “three-dog gator” 
adds to the menacing aura. It 
seems that two of the dogs had 
been playing fetch in the wrong 
pond. A third became the object 
of a tug-o-war between gator and 
owner. The gator won. Fortunate¬ 
ly, there's no legend of a three- 
MAN gator in the Park. 

After sampling some other 
revealing trails, we arrive in 
Flamingo. It’s remote enough, at 
one time accessible only by boat 
and dependent upon fishing, 
moonshining, and plume hunting. 
But the plume business was 
finished in 1905 when a game 
warden was accidentally killed, 
an unwitting martyr for bird 
preservation. 

Weatherbeaten frame 
buildings on stilts once extended 
into the Bay until succumbing in

1935 to a ferocious hurricane with 
the lowest barometric pressure 
ever recorded in the Western 
Hemisphere. 26,35. Now there’s a 
less exotic Hanger Station. 
Visitor (’enter. manna, 
restaurant, grocery store, gas 
station, and not much else. 
Nothing distracts from the 
natural enticements surrounding 
the outpost. 

Motel accommodations at the 
Flamingo Inn. the only lodging, 
are modern and reasonable •— 
about 50 dollars. Reservations 
are required. Fully furnished cot¬ 
tages are also available, and for 
a little less. Most economical is 
the campground, with fees at four 
dollars for tent sites and five for 
rv’s, though no electrical or 
sanitary hookups are available. 

Snapper, sea trout, snook, tar¬ 
pon, bass, and bluegill are some 
of the fish that may be hooked in 
the Everglades. C)nly hand pro¬ 
pelled craft are allowed on 
freshwater ponds, and fishing 
licenses can be purchased in 
marinas and sporting goods 
stores outside the Park. No 
license is required for salt water 
fishing. Bait and tackle may be 
obtained at the marina in Flam¬ 
ingo, where charters run $150 a 
day, skiffs at $38, canoes at $15. 

The best way to explore the 
Everglades is indeed by canoe. 
The watery environs provide 
easy access, and in a matter of 
seconds you are in the 
wilderness. Group excursions are 
regularly scheduled, and a 
sunrise paddle is especially 
recommended, along with an am¬ 
ple supply of film. 

Embarking at 6 a.m. the next 
day, we head out into the dimness 
of the shallow, key-studded bay. 
Resting on a sand bar after a 
hard pull into the wind, we are 
rewarded with a panoramic 
salmon sky. Over our shoulder, 
the entire U.S. mainland lay in 
latitudes north of us. 

The daylight also affords a 
closer look at the mangrove 
forest rising from the water along 
the coast. It is a tangled, sprawl¬ 
ing, sometimes impenetrable 


maze. Supported on all sides by 
arching, crab-like roots, the 
mangroves seem alive and mar¬ 
ching. In a sense, they are. Their 
stilted roots collect leaves, grass, 
soil, and debris, thus forming new 
land -- and new environment for 
life. The mangroves serve as 
nursery for the bald eagle, 
osprey, spoonbill, and stork, 
some of which we can spot from 
our canoe. We never see a flam¬ 
ingo, which, ironically, are not 
common here. 

We skirt quietly around this 
gradual crawling of the continent 
into the sea, but some marked 
water trails will allow entrance to 
the thicket. With a free week — 
and some careful planning — the 
more adventurous may canoe a 
hundred miles along* the Gulf 
Coast through the Wilderness 
Waterway, similar to Maine's 
famous Alligash. a more apt 
name for this tropical trek. 

Later in the day, a tram leav¬ 
ing from the Gift Shop runs us in¬ 
to the back country for a look at 
some uncommon vegetation, in¬ 
cluding the gumbo limbo tree, 
with its papery bark, and the 
strangler fig encircling another 
tree, eventually to take its place. 
By the end of the day. after a 
moderately-priced meal of fresh 
red snapper at the restaurant, we 
are ready for a relaxing sunset 
cruise to Whitewater Bay, ideal 
for photographs. On the way 
back, the ranger, like a poacher, 
harmlessly directs a spotlight in¬ 
to the eerie forest to reflect 
alligator eyes. 

In truth. Flamingo is also 
famous for its mosquitoes. It’s 
been said that after the rainy 
season you can wave an empty 
pot through the air and come up 
with a (juart of the pests. And the 
motel ominously dispenses 
repellant upon registration. In the 
winter, though, they are quite 
tolerable and not a problem in 
most areas. 

Even the mosquitoes are 
celebrated in the Park. During an 
evening nature talk, our guest 
lecturer from M.I.T. turns out to 
be a ranger masquerading as a 


mosquito, replete with stinger, 
from, of course, the “Mosquito 
Institute of Technology.” She 
engages us with her life's story, 
or rather life's cycle, which, we 
are pleased to note, ends in 
tragedy even in the Everglades. 

Other activities in Flamingo 
include hiking or bicycling, 
though trails are rough and un¬ 
paved, varying in length from 4 - 
21 miles. Bicycles may be rented 
in Homestead. Swimming for 
guests of the Inn is provided at 
the screened-in pcK)l. The airboats 
often identified with the 
Everglades are actually not per 
mitted in the Park, except for use 
by rangers, but rides are adver¬ 
tised around the perimeter. 

It stays dependably warm in 
the Everglades, in the 70’s and 
80’s during the day. even in 
winter. A sweater or light jacket 
may be necessary in the evening. 

South Florida was reallv the 


last Americana frontier, bypass¬ 
ed as our population moved west. 
Now. of course, many chilled 
refugees head south, and Rt. 1 is 
challenging in a different sen.se. 
But after Disney World or Busch 
Gardens, you can leave the 
realms of imitation for a natural 
one in the Everglades. 

Unlike storied heroes and 
villains, you'll have no trouble 
finding your way out But thr*'

But most residents said they would like 
to have one now. especially since they go 
to Medford or Woburn to purchase their 
li(|Uor anyway. 

“It’s iong overdue in Winchester. ” 
noted Phyllis Daugherty. “There's no 
sense in giving the money to other com¬ 
munities.” 

“When I shop. I like to be able to go 
downtown. ” echoed Rebecca Murphy, an 
Fverett ave. resident. ”l’d like to be able 
to buy licpior there as well. ” 

Many other residents said they were 
tired of having to go outside of town to pur- 
cha.se their liquor, especially since they 
would rather support the downtown. 

“It would he nice to have a stable 
busine.ss that wouldn’t fly out of town in 
six months.” said Marilyn (filbert, a 
(Jardner pi. resident “And it would be 
good for the town’s economy ” 

“Right now. I have to pick up a bottle 
ol wine in Boston on my way borne from 
work.” explained Kai’en Burton. “People 
in Winchester do drink, the store wouldn’t 
fail and it would be a lot more convenient. 

I don’t see why we don’t have one in Win¬ 
chester.” 

“If people are going to buy it. it might 
as well be here.” said a .Johnson rd. resi¬ 
dent. “And people are going to buy it no 
matter what.” 

“It’s a nuisance to have to go to 
Woburn or Medford. ” agreed Klizabeth 
O’Neil of Lincoln st. “It will bring more 
busine.ss into town and I don’t think it will 
have a bad effect on young people.” 

However, some of the residents who 
ai e against the idea helieve that the liquor 
store might indeed have a bad influence 
on youngsters. 

“I see girls going home all alone at 3 
in the morning bombed as it is.” said a 


Main st. resident who asked not to lx* iden¬ 
tified. “It would be even woi*se if there was 
a liquor store. There’s an awful lot of 
drinking that goes on in town as it is. ” 

“A liquor store might draw an un 
favorable crowd into town,” said Sandy 
Mayer, a (fray.son rd. resident. “I’d rather 
keep it out ol iown and go somewhere else 
to l)uy liquor” 

“We re so close to Woburn as it is. ” 
agreed Annie I’olcari of Middlesex st. 
“Besides, the prices would be better at a 
discount liquor store than one that would 
open in the center. It wouldn’t do well 
competitively and I’m afraid it might 
change the nature of the town. I’d like to 
see the town remain small — I guess you 
could say I’m resistant to change. ” 

But more often than not. residents .said 
that the change would be a welcome one. 

“It’s a terrific idea,” said Mark 
Temkin of Main st. ’‘It will serve the needs 
of the community and it will be conve¬ 
nient. But I don’t think it will ever pass 
because of the conservative nature of the 
community and the concern about the ef¬ 
fects of drinking and alcoholism on 
children.” 

And a Hollywood rd. resident said one 
of his concerns about having a liquor store 
in town would be the effect of drinking on 
teen-agers. “There is enough alcohol go¬ 
ing around as it is.” he said, noting that 
a package store would make it even easier 
for them to obtain it. 

But IB-year-old John 'I'arlow disagreed. 
“A lot of kids go out of town to buy booze 
and will have a few on the way back.” he 
said. “If we have a store downtown, it will 
save a lot of young people from drinking 
and driving because they won’t have to go 
so far to get it. And I think the store would 
be strict enough so that (under-aged) kids 
couldn’t buy it very easily anyway.” 

But before anyone can buy liquor in 
Winchester, the idea will have to be ap¬ 
proved of by both Town Meeting members 
and voters.

that a liquor .store would attract business 
back to town and provide a tremendous 
convenience to residents. 

But McHugh, who said he has been op¬ 
posed to the idea for years, maintains that 
a package store would generate problems 
instead of the busine.ss that merchants 
claim is neeeded. 

“It is a fallacy that a liquor store would 
generate business. ” McHugh said. “.Just 
because someone buys alcohol doesn’t 
mean that they will turn around and go 
buy milk In town. ” 

McHugh .said he was looking at the 
“social as|x?cls’’ of having a li(|Uor store, 
or more specifically the “ social pro¬ 
blems ” that he believes could result. 

“There is no doubt in my mind that it 
would eflect drunk driving and increase 
the problem of minors obtaining alcohol. ” 
he said. “There would be older kids i)uy- 
ing it for the younger ones, increased 
fighting and sex. problems of traflic. 
security and litter and more druggies and 
kids hanging around. ” 

But to merchants struggling to make 
a living in a downtown area that faces 
fierce competitor from both malls and 
neighboring towns where many residents 
now go to purchase liquor, having as 
viable a business as a liquor store in town 
is an extremely exciting proposition. 

“It would be good lor business and I 
think it’s a great idea.” said John Morello. 
the owner of Brigham’s. ““.And I don’t 
think there would be many problems - 
not in Winchester. There would be so 
many controls imposed by the town and 
the selectmen if the proposal passed that 
I don’t think it could hurt. ” 

And Economic Redevelopment (’om- 
mittee Member Daniel LaGatta agreed 
that the controls would lx* imixirtant to the 
success of a liquor store. 

“ A propcTly designed and controlled li¬ 
quor store, subject to controls imposed by 
the selectmen, would not only be ap¬ 
propriate. but would be an important con 
tribution to the revitalization of downtown 
Winchester,” he said. 

According to .Judy Macone. owner of 
Robert’s ('andies, a li{|Uor store would in¬ 
crease all of the merchants’ business. 
“I’m absolutely in favor of it because it 
would keep people local, ” she said. “I 
know I leave town to buy liijuor." 

“It’s 19B4. and the idea of not Ix'ing able 
to buv lifiuor in voiir own town is iiisf old- 


added. 

Many merchants and members of the 
Chamber of Commerce were on hand at 
the meeting as well. Chamber President 
Richard Malcolm told .selectmen that 
Board of Directors of the Chamber of 
Commerce had voted unanimously to 
back a liquor store in town. 

“We feel the town could really benefit 
from such a store,” Malcolm said. “We re 
not saying that it would act as a magnet 
to draw thousands, but it would be more 
convenient and it would add to the retail 
mix of the town. ” 

“If we prosper as a center the whole 
town will benefit,” added Malcolm. “A li¬ 
quor store would be good for the g^^neral 
business health of the entire community.” 

Bill Foley, the owner of a liquor store 
in Lexington, spoke up shortly afterwards

fashioned. ” said Joseph Polveri, the 
owner of One or Two Things. “We should 
have a liquor store in town. ” 

Bob Mario ot Vision ('are maintained 
that “ a viable, healthy downtown business 
generates I(M)I traffic. ” He added, “It 
would much more convenient than going 
into Woburn and it would bring more gross 
revenue into the town. ” 

■Mario’s feeling was echoed by many 
merchants. However. McHugh called the 
argument that a liquor store would in¬ 
crease busine.ss “nothing but a fallacy.” 

“Winchester Square isn’t designed for 
busine.ss and a liijuor store will not be an 
asset.” he said “Whoever gels the liquor 
license would have a seltish profit motive. 
The money would go to an individual — it 
will not benefit the town. ” 

But merchants did not agree with 
.McHugh’s assessment. “It would certain¬ 
ly help the town,” said florist Dorothea 
Breslin. “It would be great to be able to 
purchase gourmet wine or sherry in town 
- and it would be good for other 
businesses.” 

“Almost all the other towns have liquor 
stores and I don’t see why Winchester 
should be any different," noted 
Woolworth’s owner Richard Alison. “I’m 
all for it. ” 

And Hugo LaFauci, owner of Win¬ 
chester T\' and Appliance, was so en¬ 
thusiastic about tbe idea that he said he’d 
move the TVs out ol his store and “bring 
the liquor in ’ 

Only Bobbie 'I’arlow, the manager of 
Baskin and Robbins, said sbe was against 
Hu* idea. 

“A liquor store breeds undesirables 
and we don’t need it.” she saiil. 

And McHugh agreed “One package 
license is like cancer.” he said. “If we get 
one. the problem will be compounded by 
five more. Let people drive somewhere 
else to get hooze.” 

Planning Board member Clarence 
Borggaard (lisagreed. “.All the prosjx'rous 
stores are clustered along the line -- near 
the package stores.” he .said. “We drink 
more than any other town around but we 
don’t want to admit it. Why sweep it under 
the rug ? We should have a completely 
regulated package store right here in 
town. ” 

If the merchants had their way. that’s 
exactly what Winchester would have. 


and said that from his experience, a liquor 
store would produce “a high volume of 
busine.ss. ” 

“It will certainly bring in more 
business, ” he noted. “But it can also be 
a problem witb kids. You have to be very 
strict.” 

'I’he question still has a long way to go 
before a package store can become a 
reality in Winchester. Even if .selectmen 
do decide to place an article regarding li- 
(juor stores on the spring 'I'M warrant, and 
'I'M votes to send a “home rule” petition 
to the stale legislature requesting Win¬ 
chester be allowed to grant liciuor licenses, 
the question would still have to appear on 
the ballot during the November 19Bti and 
19BB statew ide elections. 

In the meantime, that bottle of wine for

Costello, a senior at Wesleyan, earned 
his fourth varsity letter in football.

Costello, the Cardinals’ top rusher 
from his fullback spot during the 1983 
season, rolled up 605 yards in 149 carries 
and scored five TDs. His 75.6 yard-a-game 
rushing average ranked him eighth 
among New England small college 
runners. .

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Ex-Musician Mouradian Made Bass For ‘Yes’ 

The Musicians’ Craftsman

Some people pull strings to get 
to the top. Jim Mouradian got 
there by putting strings on the 
guitars he builds. 

'Phe first guitar Mouradian 
built, the “1974 series,” is cur¬ 
rently touring America with 
superstar Chris Stjuire, the bass 
player for the group “Yes.” It 
can also been seen on the MTV 
video of “Yes” performing their 
hit single. “Owner of a Lonely 
Heart." 

Mouradian Sound Research 
Inc., located in a modest one- 
room building behind the family’s 
rug business on Church st., pro¬ 
vides Mouradian with a home for 
his many guitar related projects 
-- inclulding further work on the 
“’74 series” guitar. 

For Winchester rock ‘n’ 
rollers, Mouradian’s shop offers 
a full repair and customization 
service. And with Mouradian’s 
credentials, they can be sure 
their equipment is in good hands. 

Mouradian’s love of music. 


and of musical equipment, dates 
back to his coming of age in the 
Beatles era when he joined the 
bandwagon as a bass player for 
a group called “The Landlords.“ 

After touring the Fast Coast 
and putting out a 4,5, The 
Landlords went the way of many 
Beatles-inspired yoiing rock 
groups, fading out of sight due to 
“mismanagement.’‘ Mouradian 
found him.self working in the 
family rug business and confining 
his guitar mania to fixing and 
designing guitars on the side. 

Mouradian decided to give 
“Yes” a present in 1974, the year 
that he began designing the “74 
series.” It was the beginning of a 
friendship with the band that was 
to prove invaluable, both per¬ 
sonally and professionally. The 
gift was not a guitai* — it was a 
rug shaped like a guitar. 

“I used to be such a fan of 
‘Yes’ I was positively obnoxious,” 
Mouradian admitted. “I wanted 
to give them a gift of a rug. I 
figured that was a way to meet 


them. They asked me to make 
more rugs for them.” 

1 made a rug for their concert 
at the Boston Carden, ” Moura¬ 
dian said “It was a big guitar 
with the neck going up the 
stairs.” 

A few years later, Mouradian 
happeneci to show StiiniH' the bass 
guitar he had made and Scjuire 
was impressed so impress(‘d 
that he wanted to play it. 

“The first guitar 1 made for 
them was in 1979,” Mouradian 
said. “1 had been working on it 
for five years. I’m a ba.ss player 
so I made it for myself. ('In is lik¬ 
ed it and wanted it but it was too 
experimental. 1 came u|) with a 
revised guitar this year with the 
specific things that Chris wanted. 

“It’s flashy without being off 
the wall,” Mouradian said, 
describing the black-striped 
green guitar with swee|)ing 
elegant lines. 

“It’s designed with the player 
in mind. There’s maximum com¬ 
fort for the musician who plays 


for hours and hours. There aren’t 
tons of knobs, switches and 
buzzes. It’s something that a 
novice can enjoy and a pro can 
appreciate.” 

So far, Mouradian has had 
nothing but positive feedback 
from the pros in the business and 
his confidence in his product is 
not unfounded. 

“I’ve taken it to the big trade 
shows of people making and 
distributing electric in¬ 
struments.” he said. “I’ve seen 
everything and I’ve talked to the 
big wheels. 'I'hey know that I 
know what I’m doing. I’m not 
deluding myself. 

“1 have so much faith in this 
guitar. 'I'he more people know, 
the more they like it.” Mouradian 
continued. “A couple of pros have 
said "I wish I had come up with 
the idea.” 

Mouradian never formally 
studied electronics or guitar¬ 
making. His knowledge of elec¬ 
tric guitars, he explained, comes 
from years of “tinkering, careful 


observation and continual in 
vest igat ion.” 

Mouradian admits that he has 
picked up tips from visiting 
guitar factories and from his trip 
to the trade shows. He has also 
put in time researching his cr^lt 
in the library. 

“1 say listen to everybocJ^• 
who’s been into it for a long time 
— don’t be cool, ” said Moura 
dian. “Then you decide what you 
like and what you don’t like. Yqu 
try to distill the good things.” 

Mouradian feels that having a 
background in music as a per 
former has given him something 
unusual to offer as a designer. • 

“The instruments that 
predominate out there are built 
by engineers or craftsmen, not 
necessarily the musician, ” he ex¬ 
plained. “There’s Fender and 
there’s (hbson and then there are 
disciples of each. Hopefully, this 
guitar isn’t a disciple of either

ON TOWNHOUSES 

There is no doubt about 
It The townhouse or 
■‘single family attached" 
residence with a small yard 
space is by far the most 
dynamic segment of to¬ 
day's housing market The 
houses, built in rows with 
common walls in both ex¬ 
pensive suburbs and in the 
cities, have become such 
good sellers they are ex¬ 
pected to make up one 
quarter of the 4 million 
single family homes that will 
be sold this year 

A nationwide survey 
completed recently brought 
out some interesting fapts 
from townhouse buyers. 


One of the surprises of a re¬ 
cent survey was that ‘con¬ 
venience", particularly the 
lack of yard work, apparent¬ 
ly means more to 
townhouse buyers than 
price Price is, of course, a 
factor with townhouses able 
to sell for less than detach¬ 
ed homes because they 
take up less land Although 
the lower price is usually 
considered the biggest 
asset of townhouses, (na¬ 
tional average between 
$32,000 and $50,000) many 
luxury developments begin 
at $100,000 and range up¬ 
ward and upward. 

Townhouses are believ¬ 
ed to have had their origin 
in the Middle Ages when 
they were built wall to wall 
to improve the defenses of 
city states

perspective, he added. "The 
love of music and the love of elec¬ 
tronics. All my strong jxiints con¬ 
verge on this one thing.” 

Given his skill in electronics 
and his ongoing love affair with 
rock music. Mouradian’s decision 
to quit the rug business and go 
full-time into the guitar business 
made a lot of sense. 

"Music is behind it all,” 
Mouradian said. "Hut electronic 
guitars are my favorite thing. It’s 
a marriage IxHween science and 
art.” 

Mouradian admits that he felt 
a strong family commitment to 
the family rug business and it 
was a difficult decision, both per¬ 
sonally and financially, to turn it 
over to his younger brother. Bob, 
and open up Sound Research. He 
traces the decision, in part, to an 
eye operation in 1980. 

"1 went to get an eye opera¬ 
tion,” he said. "1 was laid up for 
three weeks. It was the longest 
time spent not working since I 
was a kid. It made me resolve to 
get into what I wanted to do.” 

For Mouradian, who has been 
blind in one eye since he was G 
years old, the 1980 operation was 
not the first time that this 
disability had pushed him toward 
music. 

"I got some glass in my eye 
and it ruined the eye,” he said. 
"As a result, I was never very 
good in sports. You can't .see a 
ball coming at you wdth one eye. 

"Back then, kids would make 
fun of you. call you, ‘Crosseyes,”’ 
he said. "Well, you don't do what 


you’re not good at. So I played 
music instead. It’s why I got into 
music so much. 

"After years of playing. 1 
realized that 1 could contribute 
more to the music scene making 
guitars than playing them.” he 
said. 

Mouradian, who lives in 
Stoneham with his wife, Robyn, 
and two sons, says that his fami¬ 
ly has been very supportive of his 
decision to go into business for 
himself. 

"My boys were weaned on 
rock'n’roll,” Mouradian said, af¬ 
fectionately hugging his youngest 
son, John, who hugs him right 
back saying, "That's right.” 

"My wife is also really into 
music.” Mouradian continued, 
still holding his son in his lap. "I 
got out of a lucrative business and 
she’s been very supportive.” 

Given that Mouradian’s first 
completed guitar, the "1974 
.series,” is being played by the 
likes of Chris Squire, and that a 
guitar of this calibre will be sell¬ 
ing at $1,400 to $1,G00 a shot, 
Mouradian’s prospects look good. 

"Squire will endorse the 
guitar,' he said. "He will use it 
and I can photograph him using 
it. I’ve worked wdth the guy for 10 
years. He’s willing to help me.” 

But until Mouradian has the 
backing to produce guitars on a 
large scale, he w’ill be devoting a 
lot of time to customization and 
repairs which he calls his "bread 
and butter.” 

"I enjoy customizing and 
repairing,” Mouradian said. "It

gives me greater depth of 
understanding for the guitar. Ob¬ 
viously if you can build a guitar 
from scratch, you can repair it. 

"There’s also a ‘hot rod’ 
aspect’ to this,” he noted. People 
want certain features that per¬ 
sonalize their guitars, just like on 
their cars they may want special 
wheels, a sunroof or a paint job.” 

Mouradian is confident in his 
ability to handle any guitar work 
that might come his way, but he 
says it is very important to con¬ 
vey this confidence to the 
customer. Relinquishing a belov¬ 
ed instrument can be a traumatic 
moment for the young 
guitar-lover. 

"These guitars are more im¬ 
portant to them than their girl 
friends half the time,” Moura¬ 
dian laughed, perhaps 
remembering an earlier point in 
his career. "They keep playing 
them even if they need repairs. 
They don’t want to leave them 
with anyone. But they can feel 
safe with me. I’ve had a flawless 
record so far. Nothing has ever 
come back.” 

Mouradian, whose store is 
now open for all repairs, plans to 
continue pushing the ‘‘1974 
series” guitar and to work on an 
amplifier circuit that he’s drawn 
up. 

"I call the place Sound 
Research because I have so 
many projects going,” Moura¬ 
dian explained. "I’m shooting for 
the big brass ring.

network of Kolondi friends and family that 
Rotondi considers one of his biggest 
assets. 

In addition to 12 brothers and sisters, 
most of whom still live in this area. Roton¬ 
di has a host of cousins, political allies and 
other relatives whom he says have 
already jumped on his bandwagon 
Rotondi said he will come out with 
“some very specific statements ” about 
the issues that concern him after he of¬ 
ficially announces his candidacy. But un¬ 
til then, he simply wanted to talk aljout his 
reasons for running 

“My decision to run came down to the 
fact that wJiat I want to do most with my 
life is serve people in government." he 
said. “And 1 knew I'd be avoiding 
something that meant a lot to me if I didn’t 
run." 

Rotondi .said that in making his deci¬ 
sion he weighed private life versus public 
life, the effects of campaigning on a fami¬ 
ly. and the fact that he’d just re¬ 
established his law practice and moved it 
back to Winchester. 

He also got a lot of advice from other 
politicians, along with people close to him. 
“Family and friends were incredible." he 
noted. ““Some played devil’s advocate, and 
I was advised lx)th w'ays. Father (.lames) 
Haddad at ,St. Eulalia’s was really helpful 
also. But I knew it had to be me - it was 
my decision, ultimately” 

Now that he has made that decision. 
Rotondi said he has never felt more of a 
““goal, desire and commitment" to a 
campaign 

Rotondi said he is primarily concern¬ 
ed with education, economic stability and 
the ““everyday issues of people in the 
.Seventh Congre.ssional District." 

“I’m concerned with w’hat the dollar 
can buy for families," he said. ““And I see 
the national debt as one of our most 
significant problems. I’ll also be letting 
the public know where I stand on lA'banon. 
South America and the rest of the world 
in the near future. ’ 

Rotondi .said he will aI.so concentrate 
on environmental i.ssues, women’s rights, 
the rights of the elderly, and the role of the 


federal government in aiding cities and 
towns. 

“I’m very concerned with a communi¬ 
ty’s ability to cope with the rising costs ol 
education." he said. “ I see a need for an 
increased role of the government in pay¬ 
ing those costs. It can’t all be met by pro¬ 
perty taxes. I'd like to see increased 
.scholarship aid. something that has been 
substantially reduced in the current ad¬ 
ministration." 

“There has to be more educational op¬ 
portunity offered by the government. " he 
continued. ““And that means vocational as 
well. We re going to need more highly 
trained people becau.se of all the high-tech 
industry in Massachusetts ” 

liotondi said he would al.so like to see 
scholarship aid available for many single 
women who arc heading households and 
“need some help seeking new careers ” 
Rotondi is also still concerned with 
many of the .same issues that dominated 
his tenure as a state senator. During that 
time, he co-authored the Elderly Abate¬ 
ment Bill, which helped .senior citizens 
cope with exorbitant property taxes and 
the effects of 100 iwrcent valuation. 

He also worked to establish the first 
code of ethics in the State Senate, along 
with an independent Ethics Commission 
to police all of state government. Rotondi 
fought for the passage of legislation to pre¬ 
vent abuse of elderly in nursing homes, as 
well as helping to secure passage of the 
Wife. Child and Family Abuse Bill. 

Rotondi co-authored the Civil Service 
Reform Bill, and was a proponent of a bill 
allowing pension monies from the 
Massachusetts pension .system to be used 
locally for home mortgages. 

Rotondi would like to continue much of 
this work, and if elected, is adamant about 
being ““a visible, accessible con¬ 
gressman ” 

““It will be very important to me to let 
{people come and see me and express their 
views, ” he said. ‘“Too many people are 
alienated from government and it hurts 
the system and weakens our framework. ” 
Rotondi hopes that people will come to 
him during the campaign and express

their views as well. He will soon be settl¬ 
ed into a campaign headquarters 
somewhere in the district, although an ex¬ 
act location has not yet been found. 

In the meantime. Rotondi will be 
gathering information from both 
academic and political spheres of in¬ 
fluence as he formulates the ideas and 
policies he would like to lake with him to 
Congress. 

And he hopes to be able to spend as 
much time with his family as his hectic 
campaign schedule will allow. 

“ I'll be home at night to tuck them in. 
hopefully find out how there day was and 
show them that daddy is still very in¬ 
terested in what they are doing," he said, 
a note of affection creeping into his voice. 

““You know, when I made the decision. 

I realized that my commitment to the 
campaign would involve sacrifice. But to 
me. fulfillment only comes through 
sacrifice. Sacrifice is worth it lor 
something you really want."

THE MOST FROM YOUR MONEY IN 1984

In the intricate game of personal 
investments, the sole economic in¬ 
dicator used in portfolio decisions is 
interest rates: what are they now, 
what will they be and for how long? 

Fortunately, 1984’s answers to 
these questions will please both large 
and small investors alike, for if the 
predictions of area bank executives 
come true, then ’84 will be 
remembered as the year of the “big 
still.’’ 

That’s just how stable interest 
rates are expected to be this year, ac¬ 
cording to bankers from 16 banks in 
Winchester, Arlington and Belmont. 
Their consensus is that interest rates 
will 

remain steady through the first three 
quarters - meaning, in layman’s 
terms, that if you’re ready to buy that 
house or car, this might be the year 
to do it. 

And why not? After all, with the 
1984 elections coming, neither the 
president nor congress is likely to do 
anything to cause interest rates to 
rise.

election years because of the need to 
keep voters happy.’’ 

All of the bankers contacted agree 
that the key to making money in 1984 
is awareness, or simply knowing 
what your needs and wants are. 
Without a knowledge of how liquid 
your assets have to be, you can’t 
make prudent decisions, they say. 

So, for the majority who want 
their money to make money, yet still 
need it at their finger tips, bankers 
suggest short-term certificates of 
deposit, any of a number of money 
market funds, the IRAs, or other high 
interest bearing accounts. 

As far as stocks and bonds are 
concerned, opinions are divided. 
Many bankers say stocks are a long 
term investment, therefore, they ad¬ 
monish those considering them to 
wait for the November 4 outcome 
before buying. 

Others, however, say that if you’re 
only looking to buy and trade in short¬ 
term spurts, then make sure your 
money is liquid enough to take advan¬ 
tage of post-election benefits.

While reading 
the opinions below, keep in mind that 
they represent the thinking of com¬ 
mercial and savings banks, institu¬ 
tions that generally service more 
conservative or cautious investors. 

But whether you have $50 or $5,000 
to invest, local bankers say you can 
rest assured that with interest rates 
likely to hold steady most of the year, 
you can set your table quite well in 
’84, before sitting down in ’85 to en¬ 
joy all that it yields.

“You have to really be in touch 
with your feelings when talking about 
the various markets,” says Vice 
President Gary Abrams. “It’s an in¬ 
stinct that you get about an invest¬ 
ment decision before you commit 
that is important. 


“Right now my feeling is that in¬ 
terest rates will stay reasonably flat 
the first six months of the year, and 
after that, especially after the elec¬ 
tion, it could be anybody’s guess.

“The IRA is always a sure thing, 
but some of the other markets re¬ 
quire a lot of shopping around. Don’t 
get any shot-gun advice. Investments 
don’t work that easily. 

“With interest rates looking like 
they’ll hold most of the year, one can 
make wise decisions for the short 
term.”

What to do to make one’s money 
go the furthest is “a tough question 
when not sitting down with someone 
first,” says Assistant Vice President 
Clinton Condon. 

“The best thing is the IRA with its 
high rates and tax shelter benefits.

“You have to first ask yourself if 
you’re a regular saver or not.

You can’t avoid it. Resolutions 
and predictions run rampant at the 
beginning of the year. Yet most of us 
don’t have much faith in either, 
because few people really follow 
through on their new-year com¬ 
mitments. And predictions don’t 
often come true. 

But if you’re a prospective home 
buyer or seller, consider a resolution 
to make your move soon, because 
local real estate agents predict 1984 
will be a banner year for the real 
estate market. 

“I think it’s going to be a 
marvelous year for buying and sell¬ 
ing homes,” says Ann Blackham, 
owner of Ann Blackham & Co. in Win¬ 
chester. “Last year was the best year 
the real estate business has seen.” 
And in Blackham’s estimation, 1984 
will be even better. 

Several factors contribute to her 
optimism but the biggest reason is 
the economy. Blackham said it’s up 
and people are spending money. 
More Specifically, people are spen¬ 
ding money on houses because mor¬ 
tgage rates have dropped by almost 
one third from their record high of 
18-to-19 percent in 1982 to about 13 
percent. 

And not only is it good news that 
borrowing money is once again affor¬ 
dable, but it’s also expected to stay

that way throughout the year. The 
reason — “It’s an election year, and 
the president wants to keep things 
humming,” said Louise Ivers, co¬ 
owner of Ivers and Stein Realty in 
Arlington. 

“We can rest assured rates will be 
stable for the rest of the year,” said 
Stephen Owren, owner of Century 21 
in Winchester. However, Owren, 
warns that rates may destabilize 
again in 198,'). 

“One of our greatest fears is that 
the tremendous deficit will eat up this 
capital that is now available for len¬ 
ding,” Owren says. Once the govern¬ 
ment starts borrowing heavily to 
finance its deficit, loan money will 
grow scarce. This would force up the 
now attractive interest rates, he says. 

But uncertainty about 1985 isn’t 
the only reason Owren thinks now is 
a good time to buy. “One piece of 
very good news — we at our office 
(Century 21 Mortgage Co.) have been 
able to obtain 90 percent investor 
financing,” he says. 

This will be a great boon to the 
prospective home buyer, who, Owren 
says will only have to come up with 
10 percent of the total home price, 
compared to the 20 or 30 percent 
usually required to obtain a mor¬ 
tgage. However, Owren said he ex-

Not only are the current mortgage 
rates an impetus to buy, but increas¬ 
ed demand is quickly pushing home 
and condominium prices skyward. So 
most real estate agents predict 
you’re likely to get a better deal 
sooner rather than later. 

“If a person can afford to buy, 
buy, because prices will go up,” ac¬ 
cording to Diane Kelly of Gallery of 
Homes in Belmont. 

In fact, Owren says prices in the 
Belmont. Arlington, Winchester area 
have jumped about 12 percent since 
1{)|{2. For example, he says a home 
that might have cost $112.:i()0, now 
costs around $11").000. 

’This appi'ccialion is g(M)d news for 
people who want to sell their homes, 
and who until last year, were faced 
with the problem of having to .sell at 
a price below their home’s real value. 

I “At 1!) percent you just couldn’t get 
lop price for a house. ” Kelley says. 
Now. people who might not have been 
able to find a buyer a few years ago 
could have two or three people bid¬ 
ding for their home. Owren adds. 

In fact. lower mortgage rates 
have spawned such a flurry of activi¬ 
ty that real estate agents and buyers 
are faced with a dwindling number of 
listings. “We have a severe shor¬ 
tage. ” according to Dorothea Stein, 

I vers’ partner at I vers and Stein 
Realty. “We have so much demand, 
houses are immediately sold.” And 
Stein said this shortage has com¬ 
pounded the boost in prices. 

In the housing market, Stein says, 
list prices usually allow a few thou¬ 
sand dollars leeway for negotiation. 
F'or example, she says, a person who 
lists his house for $90,000 usually 
hopes to get within $5,000 of that price 

However, with today’s market 


shortage and several people vying for 
one house, sellers can generally get 
the list price—a little more than what 
they redly expected. Stein says, the 
next house on the market that has the 
same value as the one sold for $90,000 
may be listed at $94,000—again set¬ 
ting a margin for negotiation. 
Because the current market is so 
competitive, .she says, the house will 
probably sell for the list price. And so 
prices spiral upward. Although step¬ 
ped up housing demand is generally 
a national trend, this apparent 
stampede on the Boston area real 
estate market isn’t due solely to 
easier financing. 

“The Massachusetts economy is 
stronger than any other industrial 
state’s” says Robert Bowes, presi¬ 
dent of tlie local council for the 
Greater Boston Realtors Board. For 
that reason, he says, “there is more 
long range confidence on the part of 
the home buyer. ” 

'This area’s proximity to Route 128 
has also been a big draw for high 
technology workers relocating 
around Boston, says Ann Blackham. 

Another transportation amenity 
that Bowes says should further 
enhance the area’s real estate 
market is the Red Line subway ex¬ 
tension from Arlington to Cambridge 
and Boston. It’s expected to be in 
operation by the end of the year. 

This area “is located between 
Cambridge-Boston and Route 128. It 
represents an extremely attractive 
place for people to live,” Bowes says. 
“It’s not urban. It’s not suburban. It 
is a happy medium between the two. 
Geographically, it’s the perfect place 
to live.” 

And if 1984 proves to be half the 
year real estate agents envision, it 
may also be the perfect time to buy 
or sell your home. 


Q. A friend of mine was audited by 
IRS and they assessed him some 
more tax. They told him that he did 
not have good records, and that 
therefore they had to disallow some 
of his deductions. Just what are 
"good records?" 

A. Basically, you should document as 
much as possible all your economic 
activity. Wherever possible, you 
should have a bill and a cancelled 
check to support deductions. The 
check standing alone many times is 
not enough. For example, you may 
have bought a doctor-prescribed 
back brace from your local drug 
store. In this case, the cancelled 
check likely would not be adequate 
evidence of a medical expense. 
Without the bill, the IRS might allege 
that you could have bought a toaster 
at the drug store (or any other item 
for that matter)--and you could not 
prove otherwise unless you also had 
a bill for that back brace, and you 
would run a substantial risk of losing 
the deduction. Protect yourself! 

Q. Usually we trade automobiles— 
that is, our personal cars. We think 
we will come out better this year if we 
sell our old one and buy a new one. 
Will we be taxed on the income we get 
from the sale of our old car? 

A. Probably not. You will in 99% of 
the cases be selling your old car for 
less than you paid for it, so you have 
generated a loss. Therefore, the 
amount you receive for it would not 
be taxable—and the bad news is you 
cannot deduct the loss on the sale of 
a personal asset—like your car. 

Q. How can I tell if my itemized 
deductions will help me more than 
just taking the zero bracket amount 


which is automatically allowed? 

A. If you are married filing a joint 
return or if you are a qualified sur¬ 
viving spouse, the magic amount is 
$3,400. If you qualify as single or head 
of household, the magic number is 
$2,300. If you are married filing a 
separate return, the amount is $1,700. 
Therefore, if your itemized deduc¬ 
tions amount to more than these 
figures, you will generate a lower tax. 

Q. Way back in 1963, my husband and 
1 bought 2 building lots for $6,000. In 
1983, u e sold both of them in one sale 
for $16,000. ITe had to sell them to 
help our economic situation. Now, we 
are worried about having to pay a 
tremendous Federal income tax. Is 
there any help for us? PS: IFe are 
holding the mortgage. 

A. Yes. there is some good news. 
When you say you are holding the 
mortgage, we assume you are being 
paid principal and interest monthly. 
V’ou will be taxed only on the gross 
profit element inherent in the prin¬ 
cipal payments you receive in each 
taxable year. Further, this was a 
capital asset in your hands—and that 
gets the favorable capital gain treat¬ 
ment for you on the gross profit 
realized on the principal. The bad 
news is that any interest you receive 
on that mortgage will be taxable at 
ordinary income tax rates. Also, if 
you have other capital gains, there is 
a little trap called ‘‘alternative 
minimum tax.” While this could ‘‘rub 
some of the shine off’ the other 
benefits, it will probably not impact 
very heavily in the lower income tax 
brackets.

CHANGES IN SYSTEM WILL REWARD 
GOOD DRIVERS AND PUNISH BAD ONES

One way to save yourself some 
money this year might be to change 
your driving habits-particularly if 
you are a bad driver. A number of 
changes in the automobile insurance 
system that took effect Jan. 1 will 
gives the driver with a clean slate a 
break. 

On the other hand, if you are ad¬ 
dicted to being a bad driver, you will 
be living with an expensive habit. In¬ 
surance companies w'ill be giving out 
points (that are assigned a dollar 
value) to the unsafe driver and even 
refusing to insure chronically bad 
drivers. 

Right now, local insurance agents 
can’t say exactly how much unsafe 
drivers will be penalized, or how 
much good di'ivers will save-they are 
waiting for the state to set insurance 
rates which will probably come out 
by the end of the month. But they do 
know changes are coming, changes 
brought about because of the need to 
keep down the rapidly rising 
premium rates. 

The insurance companies will 
keep down the rates by increasing the 
deductible from $200 to $300. 

Also, because of the increasing 
amount of fire and theft claims made 
each year, the companies now have 
the right to refuse fire, theft, com¬ 
prehensive and collision coverage to

anyone Ihey feel is an excessive risk. 

Although the previous $200 deduc¬ 
tible and the increase in fraudulent 
claims have contributed to the high 
premiums, insurance companies feel 
the main reason is the bad driver. 

“We are finally slapping the 
wrists of the bad driver,” says Mike 
Driscoll of the Rush-Kent Insurance 
Agency in Arlington. “It should have 
been done a long time ago. ” 

As a result, the major changes in 
insurance laws are aimed at the bad 
driver. 

A driver who gets four speeding 
tickets within a year will he charged 
the same as someone who commits 
vehicular homicide. The new point 
system, otherwise known as the Safe 
Driver Insurance Flan (SDIF), will 
assign unsafe drivers a calculated 
number of points depending on the 
nature and seriousness of the offense. 
The distribution of points range from 
a speeding ticket (one point) to a 
vehicular homicide (four points). 

The point system may sound a bit 
extreme but as insurance agent 
Driscoll points out, the driver with 
four speeding tickets within a year 
may be on his way to a vehicular 
homicide. 

The insurance companies have 
not seen any specific rates yet. “All

Q. Both my husband and I work for 
a salary. Is there any special help in 
the tax law for us? 

A. Yes, there is. In 1983 you may take 
a deduction from gross income in an 
amount of 10% of the lower of your 
two salaries, subject to a maximum 
deduction of $3,000. 

Q. Somebody told me that the 
medical expense deduction in 1983 
will not be as effective in reducing 
my taxes as it once was. Is this true? 
A. Yes, this is true. In 1983 only 
medical expenses that exceed 3% of 
your adjusted gross income may be 
deducted. Not only that—the 
separate deduction of one-half of your 
medical insurance premiums has 
been done away with. These 
premium amounts are now included 
with the rest of your medical ex¬ 


penses and become subject to the 5% 
rule. 

Q. I am single but I do not have 
itemized deductions sufficient to total 
the $2,300 zero bracket amount which 
I am automatically allowed. 
However, I did give $500 to my 
church—don 7 I get credit for my 
generosity at all? 

A. Yes, you do. In 1983 you may 
deduct 25% of the first $100 of 
charitable contributions—or $25.00 in 
addition to your $2,300 zero bracket 
amount. It’s not much, but every lit¬ 
tle bit helps. 

Q. Several years ago my husband and 
I bought a furniture store, including 
the land and the store building. We 
ha ve been successful and are still go¬ 
ing strong, even though we are both 
63 years old—and not drawing social 


security. Our health is good and u e 
plan to continue this operation 
several more years. However, our 
friends tell us we ought to incorporate 
the business. Can we do this without 
immediately running into any 
adverse tax consequences? 

A. Yes, indeed. You may transfer all 
the assets and liabilities to the cor¬ 
poration solely in exchange for stock 
in the corporation, provided the 
amount of the liabilities does not ex¬ 
ceed your basis in the assets. I would 
not recommend transferring the 
business real estate to the corpora¬ 
tion, and I’m just dying for your to 
ask me why. 

Q. So, why? 

A. You should keep the business real 
estate in your own names and lease 
it to the corporation for a fair rental 


value. The neat thing about this is 
that, if one of you should die, the sur¬ 
viving spouse can fall heir to the lease 
and continue to collect the rentals— 
assuming the corporation survives as 
a going business on the death of the 
first spouse. As the law now stands, 
these rental payments will not reduce 
your social security benefits, 
whereas wages or other earned in¬ 
come could reduce your benefits. 

Q. I went to the bank and on 
December 28th, 1983 borrowed $5,mi 
on a six-months note. However, the 
bank deducted the interest up front 
and only ga ve me $4,650. Can I deduct 
this interest in 1983? 

A. No. The interest can only be 
deducted in the year paid. When you 
pay back the loan, you will have paid 
back the interest—and in that year 
you can deduct it.

of this is decided by the state,” says 
Terry Murphy of the Anderson- 
O’Donnell Insurance Agency in Arl¬ 
ington.” And it still isn’t settled.” 

A representative at the Hofman 
Agency in Belmont claims that, 
“Things are really up in the air.” A 
representative of the Impallaria 
Agency in Arlington said w'ith a sigh, 
“We are at the mercy of the state.” 

Presently the companies are 
working with the old rates but hope 
to see the figures by the end of the 
month. 

In the meantime the agents stress 
that people carefully read anything 
that is sent to them from their agents. 

“It is important that people read 
and understand these changes other¬ 


wise they could end up without 
significant coverage that they 
formerly thought they had,” says Bill 
Wilde of the W. Allan Wilde & Son In¬ 
surance Agency in Winchester. 

Wilde is referring to the policy 
change that requires all members of 
the household who drive a given 
automobile to be listed. Prior to Jan. 
1, the bad or inexperienced driver 
could use another family member’s 
car and still be covered. 

The local insurance agents were 
not optimistic that the changes will 
have the desired effect. They 
generally felt that they will not see a 
sharp decrease in bad driving nor 
will the premium rates come down.

“There will be no noticeabale im¬ 
provement in their driving-bad 
drivers will just pay more,” says 
Mike Margolis of the O’Donoghue in 
Arlington. “As far as premium rates 
go, they will not come down — they 
may even go up”. 

“Massachusetts rates will never 
come down in auto insurance,” says 
an agent at the Impallaria Agency. 

Not all agents share that view. 
“Eventually the changes will get 
some of these bad drivers to think 
about it,” says an agent at the Hof¬ 
man Agency. 

When the rates finally do come 
out, the bad drivers will be doing 
more than thinking. Not only will 
they be busy scraping up the extra 


money for their insurance premium 
but they might also ultimately be 
denied insurance coverage. “In 
Massachusetts, these bad drivers 
were continually being put back on 
the road,” says Mike Driscoll,” “The 
bad driver must be penalized.” 

According to local agencies things 
may seem confusing now but in the 
long run the change will show some 
positive results. “It’s a step in the 
right direction,” says Jay Finn of the 
Jay M. Finn Insurance Company in 
Winchester. 

If you are a good driver, then 
you’ll have no problems. On the other 
hand, there will be no more easy 
streets for the bad driver.

YOUR INVESTMENTS 


FOR THE NEOPHYTE, THERE ARE 
OPTIONS TO MAKE YOUR MONEY GROW

The truth is out. I’m one of the half 
dozen or so people left in America 
who still has a pass book savngs 
account. 

I know it’s not “in”. And it certain¬ 
ly isn’t as exciting as buying and sell¬ 
ing pork bellies or jumping into the 
stock market because of an inside tip 
that’s sure to make me a millionaire 
overnight. But it’s safe. And I don’t 
have to study some Wall Street guru’s 
stock predictions or try to second 
guess the market in order to make a 
buck. I can be almost certain of get¬ 
ting that 5*4 no matter what. 

But with all the papers and 
magazines buzzing with news of hot 
“financial investment alternatives,” 
the bull market and a generally rosy 
economic picture for 1984, I’m star¬ 
ting to feel a little silly. Surely there 
must be some place in this grand fina 
ncial scheme where we neophyte in¬ 
vestors can get in on the fun. 

“If you have $250, $500 or $1,000, 
mutual funds is where you want to 
be,” according to John J. Minihan, 
Assistant Manager of Investments 
and Financial Planning at E.F. Hut¬ 
ton in Burlington. 

Mutual Funds are so named 
because they pool the investments of 
thousands of investors into a diver¬ 
sified portfolio of securities. They of¬ 
fer the small investor an opportunity

to participate in the st(K’k market, yet 
reduce the risk that investing in a 
single company entails, says Fideli¬ 
ty’s mutual fund marketing 
manager. Jay DeMartine. 

“Most people buy stocks because 
they think they have inside informa¬ 
tion on a good buy. But usually, 
they’ve gotten the information from 
someone who has heard it first,” 
DeMartine says. And by the time the 
“inside tip" has reached the average 
consumer, the real movers and 
shakers have already moved and 
shook. And the stock, more than like¬ 
ly, is on the verge of another turn. 

Although the stock market has on¬ 
ly one of two places to go — up or 
down, “people aren’t particularly 
good at second guessing it,” DeMar¬ 
tine says. “We don’t advocate predic¬ 
tion. Investors need to diversify — not 
put all their eggs in one basket.” 

Before a person decides to leap in¬ 
to any stock market investment, 
however, both experts agree there 
are several essential prerequisites. 
The most important of these, they 
said, is a well-established savings 
account. 

“You have to have a block of 
money somewhere that serves as an 
emergency pool of funds,” Minihan 
says. “And until that pool is there, it’s

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a mistake to look at stocks (in¬ 
cluding) mutual funds).” He suggests 
a person should have at least three- 
to-six months worth of expenses sav¬ 
ed over and above what he plans to 
invest. 

It’s also important that a person 
analyze his financial objectives 
before making any investment deci¬ 
sion. Minahan outlines five questions 
a prospective investor should ask 
himself: How much risk do I want to 
take? Do I want current income? Do 
1 need to avoid high personal income 
tax on my investment? Do I want 
long term growth? And finally, how 
important is liquidity. 

Although Minahan says he never 
dictates what a client’s financial 
goals should be. he says most small 
investors seek current income, 
relatively, low risk and liquidity. 

According to both experts, of all 
mutual funds money markets best 
serve the small investor’s goals. 

DeMartine explains that money 
markets are low risks because they 
invest only in blue chip, short-term 
government and corporate obliga¬ 
tions. He adds that the lending period 
for money market funds is much 
shorter than for either stock or bond 
funds, therefore interest rates don’t 
have a chance to fluctuate a great 
deal. 

In addition, money market yields 
are almost double that of a pass book 
account and thus provide the investor 
with a good source of current income. 
DeMartine says he expects 1984 rates 
to hover around last year’s average 
of 9-to-9':! percent. 

Another advantage money 
markets hold over many other types 
of mutual funds is check-writing 
privileges. However, DeMartine says 
in most accounts under $10.000, 
checks must be written in large 


amounts — usually $200 or more. 

DeMartine adds that another li¬ 
quidity advantage of money markets, 
as well as other types of mutual 
funds, IS that they allow investors to 
move their money from one fund in¬ 
vestment to another by a simple 
phone call and at no cost. 

Although both DeMartine and 
Minihan extol the virtues of the 
money market fund for the small in¬ 
vestor, both say other mutual funds 
provide opportunity for greater pro¬ 
fit (and loss). 

Once you have enough capital to 
venture beyond the money market, 
DeMartine says that the best route to 
a relatively safe but good investment 
with potentially high returns is 
through diversification. 

“As a fund is diversified, so should 
people be,” he says. “At least one 
half of the money may still be very 
safe, while the other half might be in 
more middle ground or aggressive in¬ 
vestments to gel a little higher 
return.” 

However Minihan warns against 
going it alone in the stock market for 
anyone with under $10,000 to spare. 
“Stocks are just so risky,” he says. 

According to DeMartine, bond 
funds are a relatively safe invest¬ 
ment and provide a higher rate of in¬ 
come than money markets. “But you 
don’t get anything for nothing,” he 
says. “You lake a greater risk.” 

The risk an investor takes in bond 
funds is that the price share — the 
bond funds principal value — 
changes in response to interest rates, 
DeMartine says. If rates go up, the 
price share falls. 

In a reasonably stable economy, 
bond funds provide a fair amount of 
safely, DeMartine says. But during 
highly volatile periods, these funds 
can be a substantial risk. 


Of the mutuals, stock funds oifer 
maximum gains, and maximum 
losses, and so are the greatest risk, 
DeMartine says. 

However, stock funds serve a dif¬ 
ferent financial purpose than money 
market or bond funds. The idea 
behind stock funds, DeMartine says, 
is not to loan money to get current in¬ 
come, but rather to own part of a 
company, ride with its fortunes and 
so seek growth. 

“Stocks are best thought of as 
long-term investments,” DeMartine 
says. Often people panic at small 
market fluctuations, then quickly pull 
out and take a loss. But, he adds, “if 
you can sit and wait through a cycle, 
you usually make money in the long 
run.” 

Despite the wide-spread belief 
that the stock market is a way to 
make money fast, DeMartine has a 
warning,* “Be careful of being 
greedy. You don’t make a fast buck 
in this world. People who get rich 
through the stock market usually do 
it very slowly.” 

DeMartine also cautions prospec¬ 
tive investors against running 
headlong into a mutual fund without 
a proper understanding of the various 
fees attached to them. 

All funds charge a base manage¬ 
ment of 2/10 to 9/10 percent. But 
whether or not a sale fee is included, 
largely depends on how much 
guidance you want a brokerage house 
to give you. 

Load funds offer the investor ad¬ 
vice on how and when his money 
should be placed. But it costs — 
usually «' 2 percent, DeMartine says. 
For example, if you put $1,000 in a 
load fund, you are paying $85 in com¬ 
missions and really investing only 
$915. 

No-load funds are mutuals that 


have no sales charge and offer no ad¬ 
vice. However DeMartine adds that 
no-load company’s like Fidelity pro¬ 
vide ample information on each fund, 
but place the complete burden of 
decision in the investor’s hands. 

Another type, which is really a 
hybrid of the other varieties, is the 
low-load fund. Like no-loads, in¬ 
vestors don’t get advice. However 
they must pay a 2-to-3 percent sales 
fee. DeMartine says this kind of low- 
load fee is usually attached to stock 
funds that require more aggressive 
investing and extensive time and 
research by the investment 
company. 

All these choices may sound con¬ 
fusing and complicated to the first¬ 
time investor. And although both 
analysts claim that fund transactions 
are relatively simple and painless, 
there is another place to turn. 

Since late 1982, as a result of bank¬ 
ing deregulations, banks have offered 
accounts similar to money markets. 

In fact, one analyst who prefers 
not to be identified, says that the 
small investor’s best bet is a money 
market type account offered through 
a local bank. He pointed out that 
money market bank accounts are 
charged about half the state tax of 
their investment company 
counterparts. 

Richard Morris, Assistant Vice 
President at Bay Bank Middlesex in 
Winchester, says yields gained 
through bank money market ac¬ 
counts are taxed as interest at 5.375 
percent. However, yields gained 
through an investment company’s ac¬ 
count are subject to a 10.75 dividend 
tax. 

Another advantage money market 
type bank accounts offer is in-

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YOUR CASH 

AUTOMATIC TELLER MACHINES BRING 
CONVENIENCE AND IMPLICATIONS

Ten years ago they were a novel¬ 
ty, known as automatic teller 
machines, or simply ATMs. Today, 
they are almost a necessity, with 
names ranging from“X-Press 24” to 
“Cirrus.” 

And tomorrow they may be an in¬ 
dustry that could make wallets, 
purses and possibly many U.S. 
Treasury functions obsolete. 

Are these magic money machines 
the harbingers of a cashless society? 
If they are, they are very early har¬ 
bingers but many in the banking 
business believe that this is only the 
beginning. The implications of these 
electronic fund transfer machines 
are immense and exciting to the 
banking industry, their only fear be¬ 
ing the possibility of falling behind 
the high tech developments. 

“Customers need automatic teller 
machines now more than ever,” says 
Clinton Condon, assistant vice presi¬ 
dent of Central Bank in Arlington. 
“To not have them would be a grave 
inconvenience to today’s customer 
and a severe disadvantage to the 
bank. They really attract new 
customers for you.” 

You’ve seen them around your 
town and at airports for some time 
now. They’ve become every bit as 
useful as the public telephone with its 
24-hour service. In fact, that’s the

marketing idea, says another bank 
executive. 

“I think it all came out of the col¬ 
lege campus, where researchers 
never sleep,” explains Timothy Lor- 
dan, vice president of Suburban Na¬ 
tional Bank. “Around the early 70s, 
a bank at Penn State had one called 
‘Tilly the Teller.’ It was used at all 
hours of the day. The ideas from it ex¬ 
ploded.” 

But that was all that exploded. 
The actual increase of ATMs did not. 
From that and other experiences 
across the country, a lesson was 
learned that explains both why ATM 
growth was stunted and why some 
small bankers are afraid it could 
eventually hurt their businesses. 

It seemed that people over :io, a 
segment that is the lifeblood of every 
financial insititution, fell intimidated 
by the machines’ impersonal ap¬ 
proach. 

“Because the idea l)egan with 
students, those older and more 
familiar with face-to-face banking 
didn’t like its style.” says Lordan. 
“They totally overlooked its 24-hour 
benefits.” 

So, the ATM market was forced to 
mature as more and more collegians 
graduated. At the same lime, 
however, its functions expanded to 
(CASH - Page 12) 
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handle the needs of the fledging 
member of society. 

‘They started by allowing deposit 
and v.'ithdrawal functions,” Lordan 
says. ‘‘Then they expanded to allow' 
you to make mortgage payments, 
transfer money from accounts or 
make some credit card payments -- 
all outside of your own working 
hours.” 

Now. Lordan says, the ages of 
customers who use the machines 
have blossomed to include those from 
19 to 50, with the 30- to 50-year-old 
bracket the heaviest of users. 
Already a number of ATM networks 
have been established, allowing 
customers to withdraw money from 
out-of-state machines. In addition, 
some systems can be operated by 
VISA or Mastercharge cards. 

But just how far the now burgeon¬ 
ing concept can go is debatable. Some 
small bank executives feel that ATM 
intimidation could hurt their ‘‘quaint¬ 
ness,” while others believe they have 
offered ‘‘big bank conveniences, but 
without the drive-up window affect.” 

All agree, however, that the diver¬ 
sification ATMs offer will only 
perpetuate their usage, thereby help¬ 
ing the banking industry on the 
w'hole. At least until every bank has 
ATM service. 

‘‘People like cash in their pockets 
and the ATMs give them it whenever 
and, soon, almost wherever they 
want,” says Josiah Cushing, vice 
president of The Cooperative Bank in 
Arlington. ‘‘That function will last, 
but I can’t see where they will make 
us cashless. People will always want 
to pay their smaller transactions with 
cash.” 

‘‘They take the personal factor out 
of customer relations,” says William 
Arbuckle, president of Belmont Sav¬ 
ings Bank. ‘‘That’s the only way a 


small bank can compete with a larger 
one. Survivability (for a small bank) 
depends on the personal touch and I 
think that approach will always win 
over the mechanical one.” 

But those who believe in the 
revolutionizing potential of ATMs of¬ 
fer this type of scenario: around the 
turn of the century, businesses will 
require payments to be made with an 
ATM debit card that will 
automatically transfer the money 
from the customer’s account to one 
belonging to the business. All by code 
and in a matter of seconds. Some 
gasoline stations in the west now 
operate their pumps this way. 

The advantages? Well, there seem 
to be little for the consumer. Although 
paying directly means no more mon¬ 
thly credit card payments, it also 
means no more tax breaks from the 
interest payments. 

For businesses, however, it means 
a substantial decrease in check pro¬ 
cessing, hence, great cuts in 
overhead and fraud. All of these ad¬ 
vantages render the plastic card and 
user codes as valuable as cash itself. 

‘‘That is a very real possibility,” 
says Janet Pavliska, president of Arl¬ 
ington Five Cents Savings Bank. 
‘‘And consumers might not have a 
say against it. If businesses want it 
that way, they’ll get it that way. I 
don’t necessarily think we’ll become 
totally cashless, but direct payments 
with one card can happen.” 

‘‘I do believe cash will become a 
thing of the past,” says Clinton Con¬ 
don, assistant vice president for Cen¬ 
tral Bank in Arlington. ‘‘Sure it will 
take some time, but so have the 
ATMs themselves. I see one or two 
ATM networks surviving down the 
line with the capacity of going inter¬ 
national. Now, you don’t even have to 
be a customer of a bank to use their 


ATM.’ 

Bank records clearly show that 
ATMs have increased total transac¬ 
tions. They also indicate that people 
are withdrawing smaller amounts of 
money at a time, while making more 
weekend and off-hours transactions 
than ever allowed before. One ex¬ 
ecutive even said that her bank’s 
ATMs have helped double the 
number of dollars coming in. 

According to Edward Koplow, 
Chief Director of Electronic Systems 
for the Massachusetts Division of 
Banks and Loan Agencies, there are 
currently 1050 ATM locations in the 
state. But with ATM installation 
booming, that number could double 
this year, he says. 

‘‘Typically we get anywhere from 
six to 50 applications for sites a 
month,” he says. “But if what I have 
read so far is true. I wouldn’t be sur¬ 
prised if by 1985 w'e have well over 
2000 ATMs in the Commonwealth.” 

Each ATM costs approximately 
$40,000, not including those that have 
their own housing, w'hich can run well 
over $100,000. In addition, the ATM 
industry has become so elaborate 
that bonded armored guards no 
longer handle the money directly. In¬ 
stead they replenish each ATM with 
a standard money cassette. 

And for those wondering how they 
might get into one of those cash 
cassettes, be forewarned. According 
to Koplow, each ATM is built like a 
vault, with a camera and host of 
other security systems that protect 
its safe, which usually holds up to 
$ 10 , 000 . 

But is such a large investment and 
risk factor really worth it to banks? 
‘‘It sure is,” says Lordan ‘‘Let’s face 
it. Banking is a business and every

business markets something. p"or 
banks, we just happen to market 
money and right now ATMs are the 
public relations tool that do it. With 
them you attract a great deal of 
business, which means taking 
business away from your competi¬ 
tion. They pay themselves off real 
quick.” 

For the near future, bankers are 
unsure if ATMs will improve efficien¬ 
cy by consolidating space or thinning 
teller staffs. In fact, by stealing their 
competition’s customers, they are 
hoping to encourage just the opposite. 

Still, the question lingers. What 
will be the newest motivation for peo¬ 
ple to do their business with bank “x” 
as opposed to bank “y” if both have 


ATM service? 

Lordan puts it in perspective. 
“You’re always looking for new ap¬ 
proaches and attractions. So. when 
ATMs become ordinary, then we’ll 
look for the unusual again.” 

Those bankers who speculated 
about the "unusual” for the future of¬ 
fered such ideas as banking by 
telephone or home computer. Others 
suggested the idea of the "family 
banker,” a concept likened with the 
old family doctor approach. 

Such an idea would result in 
families meeting with a banker 
periodically to plan real-estate, com¬ 
modity or other investment- 
management strategies and make at- 
home withdrawals and deposits. A

comparable variation today is the 
Sears Financial Network that offers 
Dean Witter Stock Brokerage. 
Allstate Insurance and Coldwell 
Banker Heal Estate as a one-stop 
spot for financial advice. In time, the 
family banker style would bring all 
of this to the home. 

Some bankers contend this is no 
different than what is available now. 
Others say, however, that the en¬ 
trusting of finances from three or 
four families to one person would 
help more people make wiser use of 
the banking system, give more banks 
assets to circulate and ultimately 
synergize the economy. 

“It sounds far-fetched,” says 
Richard Morris, assistant vice presi¬ 


dent for BayBank - Middlesex. "And 
it might not happen in our lifetime, 
but if it would help the economy 
become consistent, then why not?’* 

Still, whether such theories are 
believable or not, there are those who 
feel hesitant about accepting such a 
lifestyle - all because of a piece of 
plastic. 

On the other hand, there are those 
who contend that it’s too late, that 
society is already on the irreversible 
road to high tech banking on an in¬ 
dividual level. 

Whichever side you agree with, be 
prepared. Someday, you might not 
only stop using cash, vou might even 
stop going to a bank altogether.

If you’ve decided that you can’t bear 
taking the “T” anymore or you’ve had it 
with being the only kid on the block 
without a car. the word is: before you buv 
your first new car, do your homework. 
Good preparation will see you through the 
uncertainties of the showroom, the num¬ 
bers and the dollar signs, and put you in 
the driver’s seat of your brand new car. 

"i'ou’ve heard it before — the educated 
consumer is the best customer. While it’s 
a well-worn cliche, it nonetheless applies 
to shopping for that first new car. 

“Go in with some authority.” urges Joe 
McCullough of Bonnell Ford in Winches¬ 
ter. “A couple will get the best deal if the 
salesman doesn’t spend so much time 
answering questions for them.” 

“A salesman would rather deal with 
someone who has an idea of what they 
want and knows what they’re talking 
about,” says John Metcalf, general sales 
manager at Peter Fuller Dodge in 
Belmont. 

Metcalf says that a little research 
beforehand will go a long way toward get¬ 
ting rid of the animosity that sometimes 
exists between customer and salesman. 

“What happens is that the consumer 
walks into the showroom kind of scared,” 
he explains. ‘‘He or she is afraid of the 
salesman, afraid that they’re going to get 
talked into a bad deal, afraid that maybe 
they aren’t sure if this is the car for them. 
That makes the salesman just as afraid 
for them.” 

Educating yourself, therefore, will help 
you establish the right attitude toward

making your selection. Metcalf adds that 
this attitude will create a supportive 
atmosphere between you and the 
sales|)erson. 

"If you don't go into the showroom with 
a chip on your shoulder, the salesman 
won’t try and sell you something with a 
chip on his shoulder.” he says. 

This preparation should first take the 
form of what McCullough calls “basic 
footwork.” 

“'‘i’ou have to start by determining 
your needs.” he says. “The average 
couple might want something fairly small 
and economical, and not a lot of chancey 
options.” 

Metcalf recommends just reading the 
papers to get some ideas and see what tiu* 
market is like. 

“Car ads are all come-ons to a |M)int. " 
he says. “But if you look carefully, and 
read the ads right, you can see what sort 
of equipment and options are available in 
each model.” 

■^'ou should also limit the sco|k‘ of your 
search after a while, accwding to Metcalf. 

“Narrow your choices down.” he .says 
“Otherwise, you’ll end up confusing your 
self by having so many different things tc 
keep track of.”

“They are pretty straight,” Metcalf 
says, referring to Consumer Reports.

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and models, it’s time to head down to the 
showroom. McCullough says it’s a good 
idea to stay pretty close to home. 

“Your most reputable dealer will be a 
local one, right in the community, who 
provides good service,” he says. 
“Someone who will give you all-around

Once you. hopefully, have established 
a rapport with the salesman, try to do so 
with the car you’re looking at. 

“Get to know it inside and out. ” Met¬ 
calf says. “One of the best ways is to drive

Of course, one of the most im{X)rtant 
parts of the car at this point is the price 
tag.

financing deal than trying to pay for it all 
at once with a loan.” 

Metcalf and McCullough say that a 
down payment of 20 percent is a wise way 
to start. 

“Putting dow'n 20 percent gives you 
better equity. That way, if you wanted to 
trade it in, you’ll get a better deal,” 
McCullough says. 

“Your payments are going to be lower, 
and you won’t end up eventually owing 
more than what the car is worth.” Metcalf 
adds. 

Much as one would wish otherwise, 
cars do break down, even new ones. 
McCullough says that one way to reduce 
the aggravation is to get a good service 
contract. 

TAX 

Q. Our neighbors had a house fire and 
lost almost all their possessions. We 
felt sorry for them and gave them 
$200 to help them. Can we deduct this 
as a charitable contribution ? 

A. Sorry, but the answer is clearly 
NO! to be deductible, charitable con¬ 
tributions must be given to a 
charitable organization as that kind 
of organization is defined in the law. 
The technical definition is far too in¬ 
volved to describe here in detail, but 
general contributions to your church 
or temple. United Way, American 
Red Cross, Colleges, etc. will be 
deductible—because in most cases 
these kinds of organizations qualify 
under the law.

“The best kind is the manufacturer- 
sponsored service contract, not underwrit¬ 
ten by anyone else,” he explains. “It’s 
more direct, and there’s apt to be less con¬ 
fusion about what you are entitled to.” 

Once your new car is not so new (but 
isn’t exactly old, either), the way you care 
for and maintain it may determine how 
soon you’ll have to get another new car. 

“Most people tend to hang on to their 
new car for about four or five years,” 
McCullough says. “If you treat it right, of 
course, it’ll last even longer than that. And 
the new technology we have now — plus 
w’hat we’ll have in the future — should 
make it much easier to do that.” 

TIPS 

Income, this was all the income that 
he had. Will he be required to file an 
income tax return ? 

A. Yes. Although his gross income is 
less than the statutory amount re¬ 
quired to file, it is over $400, the 
statutory amount for Self- 
Employment. Therefore, he will be 
required to file, and pay the Self- 
Employment (Social Security) tax. 
He will also be entitled to certain 
deductions, for example, gasoline 
and oil used in lawn mowing, 
miscellaneous supplies, etc. 


Q. In the above question, if my son 
has to file a return, will Hose him as 
a dependent? 

A. No. Since your son is under 19, and 
you furnished over half his support, 
you can still claim him as a 
dependent.

wishes. There’s always a good chance that 
what the state ends up doing would not l)e 
what you would want; money or property 
could he given to someone you did not 
want to have it; money you would liki- to 
go to a trust fund for your children could 
instead end up distrihuted ecjually among 
them immediately. 

A common misconception is that a will 
is not necessary because "everything is 
joint . " That is. ihe person is married and 
so he or she assumes that all Ihe property 
will just go to his or her spou.se. 

This attitude overlooks two things. 
First, your spou.se — under legal terms, 
the "joint-tenant” — might also die. or 
become incapacitated, and unable to look 
after your estate. If you spouse d(K*s not 
have a will, either, that means that the 
matter will end up in court where, again, 
the property might lx? distrihutinl in a way 
you would not want. 

Also, it’s highly unlikely that 
everything you own is "joint." Items like 
savings bonds, a car, a stereo, and even 
the 75 bucks you had in your shirt pocket 
would all be under the judgement of the 
court, unless you specified in a will how 
you wanted these distributed, 
distributed. 

There is a further consideration: sup¬ 
pose your spouse dies before you do? Or, 
perhaps you are divorced or separated,

The reason for writing up a will can be 
summed up very briefly: you can’t take 
it with you. but you can certainly say 
where it’s going to go . . . [ind if you don’t, 
someone else will. 

Understandably, writing a will is not 
something one looks forward to. But more 
and more people are di.scovering that it’s 
in their best interests to do so if they want 
to plan what will happen to their assets 
and possessions if something should hap¬ 
pen to them. 

"People don’t like talking about it, but 
I think more are trying to do so." Barbara 
Ciampa says. "In the past, it always 
seemed as if the family conference on 
money took place at the reading of the 
will, rather than before the will was writ¬ 
ten in the first place." 

If a person does die without a will, a 
condition called "intestate,” the state will 
determine how the deceased’s property 
and possessions are passed on, under the 
authority of the probate or surrogate 
court. The state also appoints a guardian 
if the deceased’s children are under the 
legal age and have no other relatives who 
can take care of them, as well as an ad¬ 
ministrator to make sure the decisions of 
the court are carried out. 

But it’s important to remember that

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and you want someone else to inherit or 
take care of your estate. 

If your will does not stipulate that you 
want this person to be the lx?neficiary, or 
participate in any way in the distribution 
of your estate, there could be a severe 
legal problem and. chances are. you would 
not have your wishes granted. 

This is especially important for an un¬ 
married couple either living together or 
even just spending time together. Because 
there is no legal provisions for a “compa¬ 
nion” or “friend,” unless specified by you 
in a will, the law will not recognize your 
relationship. Even if you friend wanted to 
claim your body, there could be 
difficulties. 

For important decision like these, you 
most certainly are going to want advice 
and help you can trust. To start with, you 
might think about consulting a lawyer to 
help you draw up the will. A lawyer is good 
to have if: 

• Your estate is likely to lx? upwards 
of $175,000 or more. 

• You are planning to disinherit 
someone. 

• One of your beneficiaries requires 
special care or attention, or is likely to in 
the future (for example, a relative with a 
progressive disease). 

• You have certain property, like a 
busine.ss. that you want to have passed on 
to someone. 

To keep the cost of hiring legal help 
down, it’s a good idea to do as much self- 
evaluation on your own as possible. Com¬ 
pile as much information about your 
finances as possible — including anything | 
that you own jointly — and start thinking j 
about who you want as beneficiaries and 
guardians. 

You should also think about an ex¬ 
ecutor. The executor assembles your 
assets, accounts for them to the courts and 
other authorities as needed, and sees that 
your assets are distributed according tc 
the stipulations in your will. Your executoi 


can be a professional (such as a lawyer, 
accountant or bank official), a family 
member, or friend. Obviously, though, 
you’ll want your choice to be a trustwor¬ 
thy person. 

After a will is drawn up. it’s a good idea 
to leave a list of final instructions to your 
executor, such as: 

• Where your will and any other 
valuable papers are located 

• Funeral and burial instructions 

• Any explanations of or last minute 
addendums to your will. 

Taxes are just as much a certainty in 
death as in life, however, so you should be 
aware of federal and state taxes on 
estates. Massachusetts’ estate taxes are 
like so: 

• Taxes are assessed if the net worth 
of the estate is $60,000 OH the person has , 
any interest in real estate, no matter what 
the estate’s net worth is. 

• There is an exemption of $50,000 if 

the estate is over the $60,000. In other i 
words, if the estate is valued at $62,000, 
you would automatically subtract $.30,000, 
for a total of $32.(KM). You would then be 
taxed on that amount. i 

• Massachusetts has a graduated 
estate tax rate, which begins at 5 percent 
for the first $50,000 (after the $.30,000 ex¬ 
emption), 7 percent for the next $50,000. 
and so on up until 16 percent, for an estate 
of 4 million. 

• There is also a marital deduction, 
which allows one spouse to leave, tax free, 
either half the adjusted gro.ss estate or the 
amount actually left to the other spouse, 
whichever is smaller. 

The federal tax is different in a few 
ways: 

• It’s based on a file or no-filesystem. , 
If, after subtracting debts, expenses, ex¬ 
emptions and deductions, the estate is 
$275,000 or more, you must file an estate 
tax return. 

• The tax level, however, will be ris¬ 
ing for the next few years until at least 


1987, when the base will be $60,000. 

• The rate of taxation begins at 18 per¬ 
cent, and eventually rises to 50 percent. 

• A person can leave his or her estate 
to his or her spouse free of federal tax. 
When the surviving spouse dies, however, 
the remaining estate will be taxed as a 
“single person’s” — unless the surviving 
spouse remarries and passes it along to 
his or her spouse. 

These are just some of the things you 
should consider as you plan for retirement 
and after. There are plenty of other ar¬ 
rangements and preparations you should 


surance, usually up to $100,000, Mor¬ 
ris says. However Morris adds that 
Bay Banks, as well as many other 
banks, require a minimum deposit of 
$2,500. If the account should fall 
below that level, its yield would drop 
to that of regular pass book account 
— currently 5V2 percent, he says. In 
addition, if such an account should 
fall below $1,000, a $2.50 monthly sur¬ 
charge and a 30C per transaction fee 
is incurred. 

DeMartine notes that Fidelity in¬ 
flicts no such penalty on an investor 
whose account might fall below the 
original investment requirement. 

But whether you are considering 
a money market bank account, 
another type of mutual fund or a 
headlong plunge into the stock 
market, both experts agree that the 
bottom line in any investment is a 
good night’s sleep. 

“Before people do into the stock 
market, they should ralize there is a 
risk,” says Minahan. ‘‘But you should

Finally, and most importantly, get in 
touch with your local council on Aging or 
senior citizen center (Winchester, Arl¬ 
ington and Belmont each have one).

Prospective investors should also 
examine their personalities as 
thoroughly as the investment they 
are considering, adds DeMartine. 

‘‘People should know their 
character — if they are comfortable 
with an aggressive investment,” he 
I says. ‘‘If it’s going to keep you up at 
night, go a more conservative route.” 

' But no matter what method you 
! choose to hoist yourself up on the 
stock market bandwagon, remember 
it’s no joy ride. A return-on invest¬ 
ment doesn’t come fast or without ef¬ 
fort. Before pulling your money out 
of that pass book account, think ex¬ 
tensively about the kind of invest¬ 
ment you want and what you want 
! your money to do for you. Research 
the investments you’re particularly 
interested in before taking the 
I plunge.

you’ve just started a business. Ail 
your friends offer you free advice, 
some wanted, some not, some good, 
some bad. Most ask you, “Are you go¬ 
ing to incorporate?’’ You’re not sure, 
since the latest talk around town is 
that the corporation is as good as 
dead. TEFRA (Tax Equity and 
“Fiscal Responsibility Act) prac¬ 
tically killed it, so you’ve heard. 

But before you basea ci’ucial legal 
and financial decision on le.ss than the 
lull story, you will need to do some 
basic research. What you may find is 
that TEFRA eliminated the primary 
reason for professionals to incor¬ 
porate — the favorable lax treatment 
of corporate retirement plans over 
Keough (self-employed) plans. But 
many of the tax and non-tax advan¬ 
tages were left untouched by 
'TEFRA. So let’s take a closer look at 
the other key decision points. 
'Together they could make a strong 
argument for incorporation, despite 
the new parity in retirement plans. 

Limited liability is traditionally 
the major non-tax reason for incor¬ 
poration. A sole proprietor is per¬ 
sonally liable for all contracts 
entered into in connection with his 
business. A corporation would shield 
the person from this potentially 
disastrous liability. While a profes¬ 
sional is still liable for his or her own

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A corporation can have a medical 
reimbursement plan that pays 
employees and their families for their 
medical expenses. TEFRA increas¬ 
ed the floor for individuals to deduct 
medical expenses to 5% - making it 
unlikely for high bracket taxpayers 
to be able to deduct these expenses on 
their l()40s. 

The cost of the first $50,000 of 
group term life insurance is deducti¬ 
ble by the corporation. Disability 
premiums are deductible as well. The 
corporation may also provide for a 
non-taxable $5,000 employee death 
benefit. As an employee of the cor¬ 
poration, you can take advantage of 
other fringe benefit plans offered 
under the Internal Revenue Code 
such as a qualified group legal ser¬ 
vices plan. Individual proprietors are 
not employees of their businesses and 
are therefore limited to providing 
these benefits to their own 
employees. Other so-called “fringes" 
may be attractive to you such as hav¬ 
ing the corporation own your com¬ 
pany car. 'File tax benefits are not the 
same for everyone, so do an analysis 
of your own situation. 

A corporation can choose a fiscal 
yeai’ unlike the individual who must 
be on a calendar year. The choice of 
a 12-month period different from the 
individual’s calendar year can pro¬ 
duce tax deferrals and improved 
cash flow when salaries and bonuses 
are timed properly. These savings 
are mostly one-time benefits arising 
in the first year of operation of the 
corporation. 

And now back to retirement plans. 
Don’t overlook the remaining advan¬ 
tages of the corporate retirement 
plan. A Keough cannot lend to its par¬ 
ticipants, unlike the corporate plan 
which can (subject to certain TEFRA 
limits). But what’s more important is 
the flexibility which the the corpora¬ 


tion can lend to the ordinary retire¬ 
ment plan if the business involves 
more than one professional. A P C. 
that joins in a partnership with other 
P.C. 5 can write its own tailored plan, 
reflecting the disparity in the ages of 
the professionals, differing invest¬ 
ment objectives, differing retirement 
needs, etc. 

Another often-overlooked benefit 
is the 85% dividends-received deduc¬ 
tion. A corporation with excess cash 
can invest in stock and reduce the ef¬ 
fective tax rate on the dividends to a 
possible low of 2.25%), compared to 
the individual maximum rate of 50%. 

Now you think you’ve heard 
enough and are ready to incorporate. 
But you suspect that it’s too good to 
be true. So what are the negatives? 
One may be higher administrative 
costs, and multiply them if you’re 
planning on using multiple corpora¬ 
tions to satisfy your retirement objec¬ 
tives. "^’ou should consider the hassles 
in keeping the corporate minutes and 
other records, the additional legal 
and accounting costs, as well as the 
additional Social Security taxes in¬ 
curred by making yourself an 
employee of the corporation. Don’t 
forget to look at the cost of inciden¬ 
tals - new stationary, for example. 

There’s a lot to consider. Several 
computer programs are available to 
help you quantify your decision. Then 
you’ll be ready to compare your 
financial motives and tax savings 
with your legal and administrative 
concerns. Perhaps you’ll then be 
ready to provide some free advice of 
your own — that the corporation is 
alive and well and living within 
TEFRA.
